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GENESIS 



1 In the beginning God 
-'- created the heaven and 
the earth. 'Now the earth 
was unformed and void, 
and darkness was upon 
the face of the deep; and 
the spirit of God hovered 
over the face of the 
waters. *And God said: 
'Let there be light.' And 
there was light. *And God 
saw the light, that it was 
good; and God divided the 
light from the darkness. 
*And God called the light 
Day, and the darkness He 
called Night. And there 
was evening and there 
was morning, one day. 

*And God said: Xet 
there be a Armament in 
the midst of the waters, 
and let it divide the 
waters from the waters.' 
'And God made the flrma* 
ment, and divided the 
waters which were under 
the Armament from the 
waters which were above 
the firmament; and it was 
so.: 'And God called the 
firmament Heaven. And 
there was evening and 
there was morning, a 
second day. 



*AndGo*d8aid: 'Let the 
waters under the heaven 
be gathered together unto 
one place, and let the dry 
land appear.' And it was 
so. '^And God called the 
dry land Earth, and the 
gathering together of the 
waters called He Seas; 
and God saw that it was 
good. "And God said: 
'Let the earth put forth 
grass, herb yielding seed, 
and fruit-tree bearing 
fruit after its kind, 
wherein is the seed 
thereof, upon the earth.' 
And it was so. "And the 
earth brought forth grass, 
herb yielding seed after 
its kind, and tree bearing 
fruit, wherein is the seed 
thereof, after its kind; 
and God saw that it was 
good. "And there was 
evening and there was 
morning, a third day. 

**And God said: 'Let 
there be lights in the 
firmament of the heaven 
to divide the day from the 
night; and let them be for 
signs, and for seasons, and 
for days and years; "and 
let them be for lights In 
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the firmament of the 
heaven to give light upon 
the eiirth/ And it was so. 
"And God made the two 
great lights: the greater 
light to rule the day, and 
the lesser light to rule the 
night; and the stars. 
"And God set them In the 
firmament of the heaven 
to give light upon the 
earth, "and to rule over 
the day and over the 
night, and to divide the 
light from the darkness; 
and God saw that It was 
good. **And there was 
evening and there was 
morning, a fourth day. 

'•And God said: 'Let the 
waters swarm with 
swarms of living crea- 
tures, and let fowl fly 
above the earth in the 
open f i r m a m e nl of 
heaven.* "And God 
created the great sea- 
monsters, and every living 
creature that creepeth, 
wherewith the waters 
swarmed, after its kind, 
and every winged fowl 
after its kind; and God 
saw that it was good. 
''And God blessed them, 
saying: *Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and fill the 
waters in the seas, and let 
fowl multiply in the 
earth,*" "And there was 
evening and there was 
morning, a fifth day. 



"And God said: 'Let 
the earth bring forth the 
living creature after its 
kind, cattle, and creeping 
thing, and beast of the 
earth after its kind.' And 
it was so. ''And God made 
the beast of the earth 
after itff kind, and the 
cattle after their kind, and 
every thing that creepeth 
upon the ground after its 
kind; and God saw that it 
was good. ^And God said: 
'Let us make man in our 
image, after our likeness; 
and let them have domin- 
ion over the fish of the 
sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over the 
cattle, and over all the 
earth, and over every 
creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth.' 
•'And God created man in 
His own image, in the im- 
age of God created He 
him; male and female 
created He them. "And 
God blessed them; and 
God said unto them: 'Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and 
replenish the earth, and 
subdue it; and have 
dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over every 
living thing that creepeth 
upon the earth.' "And 
God said: 'Behold, I have 
given you every herb 
yielding seed, which is 
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Upon the face of all the 
earth, and every tree, in 
which is the fruit of a tree 
yielding seed — ^to you it 
shall be for food; "^and to 
every beast of the earth, 
and to every fowl of the 
air, and to every thing 
that creepeth^ upon the 
earth, wherein there is a 
living soul, [I have given] 
every green herb for food.* 
And it was so. ''And God 
saw every thing that He 
had made, and, behold, it 
was very good. And there 
was evening and there 
was morning, the sixth 
day. 

o And the heaven and the 
^ earth were finished, and 
all the host of them. 'And 
on the seventh day God 
finished His work which 
He had made; and He 
rested on the seventh day 
from all His work which 
He had made. *And God 
blessed the seventh day, 
and hallowed it; because 
that in it He rested from 
all His work which God in 
creating had made. 

^These are the genera- 
tions of the heaven and of 
the earth when they were 
created, in the day that 
the liOBD God made earth 
'and heaven. 

'No shrub of the field 
was yet in the earth, and 
no herb of the field had 



yet sprung up; for the 
liOBD Grod had not caused 
it to rain upon the earth* 
and there was not a man 
to till the ground; 'but 
there went up a mist from 
the earth, and watered th« 
whole face of the ground. 
^Then the Lobd God 
formed man of the dust of 
the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath 
of life; and man became 
a living soul. 'And the 
Lord God planted a 
garden eastwalrd, in Eden ; 
and there He put the man 
whom He had formed. 
'And out of the ground 
made the Lobd God to 
grrow every . tree that is 
pleasant to the sight, and 
good for food; the tree of 
life also in the midst of 
the garden, and the tree 
of the knowledge of good 
and evil. "And a river 
went out of Eden to water 
the garden; and from 
thence it was parted, and 
became four heads. "The 
name of the first is 
Pishon; that is it which, 
compasseth the whole 
land of Havilah, where 
there is gold; "and the 
gold of that land is good; 
there is bdellium and the 
onyx stone. "And the 
name of the second river 
is Gihon; the same is it 
that compasseth the 
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whole land of Cush. "And 
the name of the third river 
is Tigris; that is it 
which goeth toward the 
east of Asshur. And the 
fourth river is the Eu- 
phrates. "And the Lord 
God took the man, and put 
him into the garden of 
Eden to dress it and to 
keep it. "And the LORD 
God commanded the man, 
saying: *Of every tree of 
the garden thou mayest 
freely eat; "but of the 
tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou shalt 
not eat of it; for in the 
day that thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely 
die.' 

"And the Lord God 
said: 'It is not good that 
the man should be alone; 
I will make him a help 
meet for him.' "And out 
of the ground the Lord 
God formed every beast of 
the field, and every fowl 
of the air; and brought 
them unto the man to see 
what he would call them; 
and whatsoever the man 
would call every living 
creature, that was to be 
the name thereof. '•And 
the man gave names to all 
cattle, and to the fowl of 
the air, and to every beast 
of the field; but for Adam 
there was not found a 



help meet for him. *^And 
the' L0RI\ God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon the 
man, and he slept; and He 
took one of his ribs, and 
closed up the place with 
flesh instead thereof. 
»And the rib. which the 
Lord God had taken from 
the man. made He a 
woman, and brought her 
unto the man. ''And the 
man said: 'This is now 
bone of my bones, and 
flesh of my flesh ; she shall 
be called Woman, because 
she was taken out of Man. 
"Therefore shall a man 
leave his father and his 
mother, and shall cleave 
unto his wife, and they 
shall be one flesh. '"And 
they were both naked, the 
man and his wife, and 
were not ashamed. 
o Now the serpent was 
^ more subtle than any 
beast of the field which 
the Lord God had made. 
And he said unto the 
woman: 'Yea, hath God 
said: Ye shall not eat of 
any tree of the garden?* 
'And the woman said unto 
the serpent: 'Of the fruit 
of the trees of the garden 
we may eat; 'but of the 
fruit of the tree which is* 
in the midst of the garden, 
God hath said: Ye shall 
not eat of it, neither shall 
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ye touch it, lest ye die/ 
^A.nd the serpent said unto 
the woman: 'Ye shall not 
surely die; *for God doth 
know that in the day ye 
eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and ye 
shall be as God, knowing 
crood and evil/ *And when 
the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food, 
and that it was a delight 
to the eyes, and that the 
tree was to be desired to 
make one wise, she took of 
the fruit thereof, and did 
eat; and she gave also 
unto her husband with 
her, and he did eat. *And 
the eyes of them both 
were opened, and they 
knew that they were 
naked; and they sewed 
fig-leaves together, and 
made themselves girdles. 
'And they heard the voice 
of the LoBD God walking 
in the garden toward the 
cool of the day; and the 
man and his wife hid 
themselves from the pres- 
ence of the Lord God 
amongst the trees of the 
garden. *And the Lord 
God called unto the man, 
and said unto him: 
Where art thou?' "And 
he said: 'I heard Thy 
voice in the garden, and I 
was afraid, because I was 
naked; and I hid myself.' 
"And He said: *Who told 



thee that thou wast 
naked? Hast thou eaten 
of the tree, whereof I 
commanded thee that 
thou shouldest not eat?' 
"And the man said: 'The 
woman whom Thou 
gavest to be with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I 
did eat.' "And the Lord 
God said unto the woman: 
'What is this thou hast 
done?* And the woman 
said: 'The serpent be- 
guiled me, and I did eat.' 
^And the Lord God said 
unto the serpent : 'Because 
thou hast done this, 
cursed art thou from 
among all cattle, and from 
among all beasts of the 
field; upon thy belly shalt 
thou gol and dust shalt 
thou eat all the. days of 
thy life. "And I will put 
enmity between thee, and 
the woman, and between 
thy seed and her seed; 
they shall bruise thy head, 
and thou shalt bruise 
their heel.' 

"Unte the woman He 
said: 'I will greatly mul- 
tiply thy pain and thy 
travail; in pain thou shalt 
bring forth children; and 
thy desire shall be to thy 
husband, and he shall rule 
over thee. 

^'And unto Adam He 
said: 'Because thou hast 
hearkened unto the voice 
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of thy wife, and hast 
eaten of the tree, of which 
I commanded thee, say- 
ing: Thou Shalt not eat 
of it; cursed is the ground 
for thy sake; in toil shalt 
thou eat of it all the days 
of thy life; "Thorns also 
and thistles shall it bring 
forth to thee; and thou 
shalt eat the herb of the 
field. *'In the sweat of 
thy face shalt thou eat 
bread, till thou return 
unto the ground; for out 
of it wast thou taken; for 
dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return.' 
""And the man called his 
wife's name Eve; because 
she was the mother of all 
living. **And the Lobd 
God made for Adam and 
for his wife garments of 
skins, and clothed them. 
''And the LOBD God 
said: 'Behold, the man is 
become as one of us, to 
know good and evil; and 
now, lest he put forth his 
hand, and take also of the 
tree of life, and eat, and 
live for ever.* "Therefore 
the Lord God sent him 
forth from the garden of 
Eden, to till the ground 
from w^hence he was 
taken.. •'So He drove out 
the man; and He placed 
at the east of the garden 
of Eden the cherubim, and 
the flaming sword which 



turned every way, to keep 
the way to the tree of life. 

•1 o Now the Lobd said 
•'-^ unto Abram: 'Get 
thee out of thy country, 
and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father's house, 
unto the land that I will 
show thee. 'And I will 
make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless 
thee, and make thy name 
great; and be thou a 
blessing. *And I will bless 
them that bless thee, and 
him that curseth thee will 
I curse; and in thee shall 
all the families of the 
earth be blessed.' *So 
Abram went, as the Lord 
had spoken unto him; and 
Lot went with him; and 
Abram was seventy and 
Ave years old when he 
departed out of Haran. 
'And Abram took Sara! 
his wife,' and Lot his 
brother's son, and all their 
substance that they had 
gathered, and the souls 
that they had gotten in 
Haran; and they went 
forth to go into the land 
of Canaan; and into the 
land of ^Canaan they 
came. 'And Abram passed 
through the land unto the 
place of Shechem, unto 
the terebinth of Moreh. 
And the Canaanite was 
then in the land. *And 
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the LiOBD appeared unto 
Abram, and said: *Unto 
thy seed will I give this 
land'; and he builded 
there an altar unto the 
LiOBO, who appeared unto 
him. 'And he removed 
from thence unto the 
mountain on the east of 
Beth -el, and pitched his 
tent, having Beth -el on 
the west, and Ai on the 
east; and he builded there 
an altar unto the Lord, 
and called upon the name 
of the Lord. *And Abram 
Journeyed, going on still 
toward the South. 

1 q And Abram went up 
•*■*' out of Egypt, he, and 
his wife, and all that he 
had, and Lot with him, 
into the South. 'And 
Abram was very rich in 
cattle, in silver, and in 
gold. 'And he went on his 
Journeys from the South 
even to Beth-el. unto the 
place where his tent had 
been at the beginning, 
between Beth-el and Ai; 
^into the place of the altar, 
which he had made there 
at the first; and Abram 
called there on the name 
of the Lord. 'And Lot also, 
who went with Abram, 
had flocks, and herds, and 
tents. 'And the land was 
not able to bear them, 
that they might dwell 



together; for their sub- 
stance was great, so that 
they could not dwell to- 
gether. ^And there was a 
strife between the herd- 
men of Abram's cattle and 
the herdmen of Lot's 
cattle. And the Canaanite 
and the Perizzite dwelt 
then in the land. 'And 
Abram said unto Lot: 
*Let there be no strife, I 
pray thee, between me 
and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herd- 
men ; for we are brethren. 
*Is not the whole land 
before thee? separate thy- 
self, I pray thee, from me; 
if thou wilt take the left 
hand, then I will go to the 
right; or if thou take the 
right hand, then I will go 
to the left.' "•And Lot 
lifted up his eyes, and 
beheld all the plain of the 
Jordan, that it was well 
watered every where, be- 
fore the Lord destroyed 
Sodom and Gomorrah, 
like the garden of the 
Lord, like the land of 
Egypt, as thou goest unto 
Zoar. **So Lot chose him 
all the plain of the 
Jordan; and Lot Jour* 
neyed east; and they 
separated themselves the 
one from the other. 
^Abram dwelt in the land 
of Canaan, and Lot dwelt 
ili the cities of the Plain, 
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and moved his tent as far 
as Sodom. "Now the men 
of Sodom were wicked 
and sinners against the 
Lord exceedingly. "And 
the Lord said unto Abramt 
after that Lot was sepa- 
rated from him: *Lift up 
now thine eyes, and look 
from the place where thou 
art, northward and south- 
ward and eastward and 
westward; "for all the 
land which thou seest. to 
thee will I give it, and to 
thy seed for ever. "And 
I will make thy seed as 
the dust of the earth; so 
that if a man can number 
the dust of the earth, then 
shall thy se^d also be 
numbered, "Arise, walk 
through the land in the 
length of it and in the 
breadth of it; for unto 
thee will I give it.* "And 
Abram moved his tent, 
and came and dwelt by 
the terebinths of Mamre, 
which are in Hebron, and 
built there an altar unto 
the LORD. 

99 And it came to pass 
^^ after these things, 
that God did prove Abra- 
ham, and said unto him: 
'Abraham' ; afid he said : 
•Here am L' 'And He 
said: 'Take now thy 8on, 
thine only son, whom thou 
lovest even Isaac, and 



get thee into the land ofr 
Moriah; and offer him 
there for a burnt-oftering 
upon one of the mountains 
which I will tell thee of.' 
'And Abraham rose early 
in the morning, and sad- 
dled his ass, and took two 
of his young men with 
him, and Isaac his son; 
and he cleaved the wood 
for the burnt-offering, and 
rose up, and went unto the 
place ' of which God had 
told him. *On.the third 
day Abraham lifted up his 
eyes, and saw the place 
afar off. 'And Abraham 
said unto his young men: 
'Abide ye here with the 
ass, and I and the lad will 
go yonder; and we will 
worship, and come back 
to you.* 'And Abraham 
took the wood of the 
burnt-offering, and laid it 
upon Isaac his son; and 
he took in his hand the fire 
and the knife; and they 
went both of them to- 
gether. 'And Isaac spoke 
unto Abraham his father, 
and said: 'My father.* 
And he said: '^ere am I, 
my son.* And he said: 
'Behold the Are and the 
wood; but where is the 
lamb for a burnt-offer- 
ing?* 'And Abraham said: 
•God will provide Him- 
self the lamb for a burnt- 
offering, my son.' So they 
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went both of them to- 
gether. *And they came 
to the place which Cod 
had told him of; and 
Abraham built the altar 
there, and laid the wood 
in order, and bound Isaac 
his son, and laid him on 
the altar, upon the wood. 
'*And Abraham stretched 
forth his hand, and took 
the knife to slay his son. 
"And the angel of the 
LoBO called unto him out 
of heaven, and said: 
'Abraham, Abraham.' And 
he said: 'Here an! I.' 
''And he said: 'Lay not 
thy hand upon the lad, 
neither do thou any thing 
unto him; for now I know 
that thou art a God-fear- 
ing man, seeing thou hast 
not withheld thy son. 
thine only son, from Me.' 
'*And Abraham lifted up 
his eyes, and looked, and 
behold behind him a ram 
caught in the thicket by 
his horns. . And Abraham 
went and took the ram, 
and offered him up for 
a burnt-offering in the 
stead of his son. **And 
Abraham called the name 
of ^ that place Adonai- 
Jireh; as it is said to this 
day: 'In the mount where 
the liORD is seen.' "And 
the angel of the Lobd 
called unto Abraham a 
second time out of heaven, 



'*and said: 'By Myself 
have I sworn, salth the 
Lobd, because thou hast 
done this thing, and hast 
not withheld, thy son, 
thine only son,'' "that in 
blessii\g I will bless thee, 
and. in multiplying I will 
multiply thy seed as the 
stars ■ of the heaven, and 
as the sand which is upon 
the sea-shore; and thy 
seed shall possess the gate 
of his enemies; "and in 
thy seed shall all the 
nations of the earth 
be blessed; because thou 
hast hearkened to My 
voice.* "So Abraham re- 
turned unto his young 
men, and they rose up 
and went together to 
Beer-sheba; and Abraham 
dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

c%A And Abraham was 
^^ old, well stricken in 
age;, aod the Lobd had 
blessed Abraham in all 
things. 'And Abraham 
said unto his servant, the 
elder of his liouse, that 
ruled over all that he had: 
'Put, I pray thee, thy hand 
under my thigh. 'And I 
will make thee swear by 
the Lobd, the God of 
heaven and the God of the 
earth, that thou shalt not 
take a wife for my son of 
the daughters of the Ca- 
naanites, among whom I 
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dwell. *But thou shalt go 
unto my country, and to 
my kindred, and take a 
wife for my son, even for 
Isaac' *And the servant 
said unto him: *Perad- 
venture the woman will 
not be willing to follow 
me unto this land; must 
I needs bring thy son 
back unto the land from 
whence thou camest?* 
*And Abraham said unto 
him: 'Beware thou that 
thou bring not my son 
back thither. 'The* Lord, 
the God of heaven, who 
took me from my father's 
house, and from the land 
of my nativity, and who 
spoke unto me, and who 
swore unto me, saying: 
Unto thy seed will I give 
this land; He will send 
His angel before thee, and 
thou Shalt take a wife for 
my son from thence. 'And 
if the woman be not will- 
ing to follow thee, then 
thou Shalt be ■ clear from 
this my oath; only thou 
shalt not bring my son 
back thither.' 'And the 
servant put his hand 
under the thigh of Abra- 
ham his master, and 
swore to him concerning 
this matter. "'And the 
servant took ten camels, 
of the camels of his 
master, and departed, 
having all goodly things 



of his master's in his 
hand; and he arose, and 
went to Aram-naharaim, 
unto the city of Nahor 
*'And he made the camels 
to kneel down without the 
city bj% the well of water 
at the -.time of evening, 
the time that women go 
out to draw water. *'And 
he said: 'O Lord, the God 
of my master Abraham, 
send me, I pray Thee, 
good speed this day, and 
show kindness unto my 
master Abraham. "Be- 
hold, I stand by the foun- 
tain of water; and the 
daughters of the men of 
the city come out to draw 
water. "So let it come 
to pass, that the damsel 
to whom I shall say: Let 
down thy pitcher, I pray 
thee, that I may drink; 
and she shall say: Drink, 
and I will give thy camels 
drink also; let the same 
be she that Thou hast ap- 
pointed for Thy servant, 
even for Isaac; and there- 
by shall I know that Thou 
hast shown kindness unto 
my master.' ^ "And it 
came to pass.* before he 
had done speaking, that, 
behold, Rebekah came 
out, who was born to 
Bethuel the son of Milcah* 
the wife of Nahor, Abra- 
ham's brother, with her 
pitcher upon her shoulder* 
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'*And the damsel was very 
fair to look upon, a virgin, 
neither had any man 
known her; and she went 
down to the fountain, and 
filled, her pitcher, and 
came up. "And the serv- 
ant ran to meet her, and 
said: *Give me to drink, 
I pray thee, a little water 
of thy pitcher.* "And she 
said: *Prink, my lord*; 
and she hastened, and let 
down her pitcher upon her 
hand, and gave him drink. 
*'And when she had done 
giving him drink» she 
said: *! will draw for thy 
camels also, until they 
have done drinking.* *^And 
she hastened, and emptied 
her pitcher into the 
trough, and ran again 
unto the well to draw, and 
drew for all his camels. 
'^And the man looked 
stedfastly on her; hold- 
ing his peace, to know 
whether the Lord had 
niade his Journey pros- 
perous or not. "And it 
came to pass, as the 
camels had done drinking, 
that the man took a 
golden ring of half a 
shekel weight, and two 
bracelets for her hands of 
ten shekels weight of 
gold; "and said: 'Whose 
daughter art thou? tell 
me, I pray thee. Is there 
room in thy father's house 



for us to lodge in?* '"And 
she said unto him: 'I am 
the daughter of Bethuel 
the son of Milcah, whom 
she bore unto Nahor.' 
"•She said moreover unto 
him : 'We have both straw 
and provender enough, 
and room to lodge in.* 
^And the man bowed his 
head, and prostrated him- 
self before the Lord. ^And 
he said: 'Blessed be the 
Lord, the God of my 
master Abraham, who 
hath not forsaken His 
mercy and His truth 
toward my master; as for 
me, the Lord hath led me 
in the way to the house 
of my master's brethren.* 
"And the damsel ran, and 
told her mother's house 
according to these words. 
"And Rebekah had a 
brother, and his name was 
Laban ; and Laban ran out 
unto the man, unto the 
fountain. "And it came 
to pass, when he saw the 
ring, and thei l>racelets 
upon his sister's hands, 
and when he heard the 
words of Rebekah his sis- 
ter, saying: 'Thus spoke 
the man unto me,' that he 
came unto the man; and, 
behold, he stood by the 
camels at the fountain. 
•*And he said: 'Come in, 
thou blessed of the Lord; 
wherefore standest thou 
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without? for I have 
cleared the house, and 
made room for the 
camels.' "And the man 
came into the house, and 
he ungirded the camels; 
and he gave straw and 
provender for the camels, 
and water to wash his feet 
and the feet of the men 
that were with him. "And 
there was set food before 
him to eat; but he said: 
•I will not eat, until I have 
told mine errand.' And he 
said: 'Speak on.* **And 
he said: 'I am Abraham's 
servant. "And the Lord 
hath blessed my master 
greatly; and he is become 
great; and He hath given 
him flocks and herds, and 
silver and gold, and men- 
servants and maid-serv- 
ants, and camels and 
asses. "And Sarah my 
master's wife bore a son 
to my master when she 
was old; and unto him 
hath he given all that he 
hath. "And my master 
made me swear, saying: 
Thou Shalt not take a 
wife for my son of the 
daughters of the Canaan - 
ites, in whose land I dwell. 
"But thou Shalt go unto 
my father^s house, and to 
my kindred, and take a 
wife for my son. "And I 
said unto my master: 
Peradventure the woman 



will not follow me. **And 
he said unto me: The 
Lord, before whom I walk, 
will send His angel with 
thee, and prosper thy 
way; and thou shalt take 
a wife ,for my son of 
my kindred, and of my 
father's house; "then 
Shalt thou be clear from ' 
my oath, when thou com- 
est to my kindred; and if 
they give her not to thee, 
thou Shalt be clear from 
my oath. **And I came 
this day unto the foun- 
tain, and said: O Lord. 
the God of my master 
Abraham, if now Thou do 
prosper my way which I 
go: **behold, I stand by 
the fountain of water; 
and let it come to pass, 
that the maiden that 
cometh forth to draw, to 
whom I shall say: Give 
me, I pray thee, a little 
water from thy pitcher to 
drink; ^and she shall say 
to me: Both drink thou, 
and I will also draw for 
thy camels; let the same 
be the woman whom the 
Lord hath appointed for 
my master's son. **And 
before I had done speak- 
ing to my heart, be- 
hold, Rebekah came forth 
with her pitcher on her 
shoulder; and she went 
down unto the fountain, 
and drew. And I said 
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unto her: Let xne drink, 
I pray thee. ^And she 
made haste* and let down 
her pitcher from her 
shoulder, and said: Drink, 
and I will give thy camels 
drink also. So I drank, 
and she made the camels 
drink also. ^^And I asked 
her, and said: Whose 
daugrhter art thou? And 
she said: The daughter 
of Bethuel, Nahor's son, 
whom Milcah bore tinto 
him. f And I put the ring 
upon her nose, and the 
bracelets upon her hands. 
**And I bowed my head, 
and prostrated myself be- 
fore the LoBD, and blessed 
the Lord, the God of my 
master Abraham, who had 
led me in the right way 
to take my master's 
brother's daughter for his 
son. **And now if ye will 
deal kindly and truly with 
my master, tell me; and 
if not, tell me; that I may 
turn to the right hand, 
or to the left.' "Then 
Laban and Bethuel an- 
swered and said: 'The 
thing proceedeth from the 
Lord; we cannot speak 
unto thee bad or good. 
"Behold, Rebekah is be- 
fore thee, take her, and go. 
and let her be thy master's 
son's wife, as the Lord 
hath spoken.' "And it 
came to pass, that, when 



Abraham's servant heard 
their words, he bowed 
himself down to the earth 
unto the Lord. '*And the 
servant brought forth 
Jewels of silver, and 
Jewels of gold, and rai- 
ment, and gave them to 
Rebekah; he gave also to 
her brother and to her 
mother precious things. 
••And they did eat and 
drink, he and the men 
that were with him, and 
tarried all night; and they 
rose up in the morning, 
and he said: 'Send me 
away unto my master.' 
■*And her brother and her 
mother said: 'Let the 
damsel abide with us a 
few days, at the least ten ; 
after that she shall go/ 
**And he said unto them: 
T)elay me not, seeing the 
Lord hatlf prospered my 
way; send me away that 
I may go to my master.' 
•'And they said: *We will 
call the damsel, and in- 
quire at her mouth.* ••And 
they called Rebekah, and 
said unto her: 'Wilt thou 
go with this man?' And 
she said: 'I will, go.' ••And 
they sent away Rebekah 
their sister, and her 
nurse, and Abraham's 
servants and his men. 
••And they blciiased Re- 
bekah, and said unto her: 
'Our sister, be thou the 
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mother of thousands of ten 
thousands, and let thy seed 
possess the gate of those 
that hate them/ •'And 
Rebekah arose» and her 
damsels, and they rode 
upon the camels, and fol- 
lowed the man. And the 
servant took Rebekah, 
and went his way. •■And 
Isaac came from the way 
of Beer-lahai-roi; for he 
dwelt in the land of the 
South. •'And Isaac went 
out to meditate in the 
field at the eventide; and 
he lifted up his eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, there 
were camels coming. 
•*And Rebekah lifted up 
her eyes, and when she 
saw Isaac, she alighted 
from the camel. ••And 
she said unto the servant: 
What man is this that 
walketh in the field to 
meet us?* And the serv- 
ant said: *It is my 
master/ And she took 
her veil, and covered her- 
self. ••And the servant 
told Isaac all the things 
that he had done. 

OQ And Joseph was 
^^ brought down to 
Egypt; and Potiphar, an 
officer of Pharaoh's, the 
captain of the guard, an 
Egyptian, bought him of 
the hand of the Ishmael- 
ites, that had brought 



him down thither. 'And 
the Lord was with Joseph, 
and he was a prosperous 
man; and he was in the 
house of his master the 
Egyptian. 'And his mas- 
ter saw that the Lord was 
with him, and that the 
Lord made all that he did 
to prosper in his hand. 
•And Joseph found favour 
in his sight, and he minis- 
tered unto him. And he 
appointed him overseer 
over his house, and all 
that he had he put into 
his hand. 'And it came 
to pass from the time that 
he appointed him overseer 
in his house, and ov^r all 
that he had, that the Lord 
blessed the Egyptian's 
house for Joseph's sake; 
and the blessing of the 
Lord was upon all that he 
had, in the house and in 
the field. 'And he left all 
that he had in Joseph's 
hand; and, having him, he 
knew not aught save the 
bread which he did eat. 
And Joseph was of beauti- 
ful form, and fair to look 
upon. 

'And it came to pass 
after these things, that 
his master's wife oast her 
eyes upon, Joseph; and 
she said: 'Lie with me/ 
•But he refused, and said 
unto his master's wife: 
'Behold, my master, hav- 
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ingr me, knoweth not what 
is in the house, and he 
hath put all that he hath 
into my hand; "he is not 
greater in this house than 
I; neither hath he kept 
back any thing from me 
but thee, because thou art 
his wife. How Uien can I 
do this ST'eat wickedness, 
and silt ^against God?* 
**And it came to pass, as 
she spoke to Joseph day 
by day, that he hearkened 
not unto her, to lie by her, 
or to be with her. "And 
it came to pass on a cer- 
tain day, when he went 
into the hpuse to do his 
work, and there was none 
of the men of the house 
there within, "that she 
caught him by his gar- 
ment, saying: 'Lie with 
me.* And he left his gar- 
ment in her hand, and 
fled, and got him out. 
"And it came to pass, 
when she saw that he had 
left his garment in her 
hand, and was fled forth, 
'Uhat she called unto the 
men of her house, and 
spoke unto them, saying: 
'See, he hath brought in 
a Hebrew unto us to mock 
us; he came in unto me to 
lie with me, and I cried 
with aioud voice.v "And 
it came to pass, when he 
heard that I lifted up my 
voice and cried, that he 



left his garment by ma^ 
and fled, and got him out.* 
"And she laid up his gar- 
ment by her, until his 
master came home. "And 
she spoke unto him ac- 
cording to these words, 
saying: 'The Hebrew serv- 
ant, whom thou hast 
brought unto us, came in 
unto me to mock me. 
"And it came to pass, as 
I lifted up my voice and 
cried, that he left his gar- 
ment by me, and fled out.' 
"And it came to pass, 
when his master heard 
the words of his wife, 
which she is poke unto him, 
saying: 'After this man- 
ner did thy servant to 
me'; that his wrath was 
kindled. '^And Joseph's 
master took him, and put 
him into the prison, the 
place where the king's 
prisoners were bound ; 
and he was there in the 
prison. "But the Lord 
was with Joseph, and 
showed kindness unto 
him. and gave him favour 
in the sight of the keeper 
of the prison. "And the 
keeper of the prison com- 
mitted to Joseph's hand 
all the prisoners that 
were in the prison; and 
whatsoever they did 
there, he was the doer of 
it. "The keeper of the 
prison looked not to any 
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thing that was under his 
hand, because the LOBO 
was with him; and that 
which he did, the Lord 
made it to prosper. 
^A And it came to pass 
^^ after these things, 
that the butler of the king 
of Egypt and his baker 
offended their lord the 
king of Egypt. *And Pha- 
raoh was wroth against 
his *.wo officers, against 
the chief of the butlers, 
and against the chief of 
the bakers. 'And he put 
them in ward in the 
house of the captain of 
the guard, into the prison, 
the place where Joseph 
was bound. ""And the cap- 
tain of the guard charged 
Joseph to be with them, 
and he ministered unto 
them; and they continued 
a season in ward. 'And 
they dreamed a dream 
both of them, each man 
his dream, in one night, 
each man according to 
the interpretation of his 
dream, the Sutler and the 
baker of the king of 
Egypt, who were bound in 
the prison. 'And Joseph 
came in unto them In the 
morning, and saw them, 
and, behold, they were 
sad. ^And he asked Pha- 
raoh's officers that . were 
with him in the ward of 
his master's house, say- 



ing: 'Wherefore look ye 
so sad to-day?* 'And they 
said unto him: 'We have 
dreamed a dream,^ and 
there is none that ''can 
interpret it.' And Joseph 
said tmto them: 'Do not 
interpretations belong to 
God? tell it me, I pray 
you.* 'And the chief but- 
ler told his dreani to 
Joseph, and said to him: 
'In my dream, behold, a 
vine was before me; '•and 
in the vine were three 
branches; and as it was 
budding, its blossoms shot 
forth, and the clusters 
thereof brought forth ripe 
grapes; "and Pharaoh's 
cup was in my hand; and 
I took the grapes, and 
pressed them into Pha- 
raoh's cup, and I gave the 
cup into Pharaoh's hand.* 
*^And Joseph said unto 
him: 'This is the inter- 
pretation of it: the three 
branches are three days; 
**within yet three days 
shall Pharaoh lift up thy 
head, and restore thee 
unto thine office; and 
thou Shalt give Pharaoh's 
cup into his hand, after 
the former manner when 
thou wast his butler. "But 
have me in thy remem- 
brance when it shall be 
*weU with thee, and show 
kindness, I pray thee, 
unto me, and make men- 
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lion of me unto Pharaoh, 
and bring: me out of this 
house. "For indeed I was 
stolen away out of the 
land of the Hebrews; and 
here also have I done 
nothing that they should 
put me into the dungreon.' 
'"When the chief baker 
saw that the interpreta- 
tion was sood, he said 
unto Joseph: 'I also saw 
in my dream» and, behold, 
three baskets of white 
bread were on my head; 
^'and' in the uppermost 
basket there was of all 
manner of baked food for 
Pharaoh; and the birds 
did eat them out of the 
basket upon my head/ 
"And Joseph answered 
and said: 'This is the in- 
terpretation thereof: the 
three baskets are three 
days; **withln yet three 
days shall Pharaoh lift 
up thy head from off thee, 
and shall hang: thee on a 
tree; and the birds shall 
eat thy flesh from off 
thee/ ■•And it came to 
pass the third day, which 
was Pharaoh's birthday, 
that he made a feast unto 
all his 'Servants; and he 
lifted up the head of the 
chief butler and the head 
of the chief baker among 
his servants. *^And he 
restored the chief butler 



back unto his butlership; 
and he grave the cup into 
Pharaoh's hand. "But he 
hanged the chief baker, 
as Joseph had interpreted 
to them. "Yet did not the 
chief butler remember 
Joseph, but forgot him. 
A"! And it came to pass 
^-■- at the end of two 
full years, that Pharaoh 
dreamed: and, behold, he 
stood by the river. 'And, 
behold, there came up out 
of the river seven kine, 
well-favoured and fat- 
fleshed; and they fed in 
the reed-grass. *And, be- 
hold, seven other kine 
came up after them out 
of the river, ill-favoured 
and lean -fleshed; and 
stood by the other kine 
upon the brink of the 
river. ♦And the Ill- 
favoured and lean-fleshed 
kine did eat up the seven 
well-favoured and fat 
kine. So Pharaoh awoke. 
'And he slept and dreamed 
a second time: and, be- 
hold, seven ears of corn 
came up upon one stalk.' 
rank and good. *And, 
behold, seven ears, thin 
and blasted with the east 
wind, sprung up after 
them. ^And the thin ears 
swallowed up the seven 
rank and full ears. And 
Pharaoh awoke, and, be- 
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holdt it was a dream. 
'And it came to pass in 
the morning: that his 
spirit was troubled; and 
he sent and called for all 
the magicians of Egypt, 
and all the wise men 
thereof; and Pharaoh told 
them his dream; but 
there was none that could 
interpret them unto Pha* 
raoh. *Then spoke the 
chief butler unto Pha- 
raoh, saying: 'I make 
mention of my faults this 
day: **Pharaoh was wroth 
with his servants, and 
put me in the ward of the 
house of the captain of 
the guard, me and the 
chief baker. "And we 
dreamed a dream in one 
night, I and he; we 
dreamed each man ac- 
cording to the interpreta- 
tion of his dream. "And 
there was with us there 
a young maxi, a Hebrew, 
servant to the captain of 
the guard; and we told 
him, and he interpreted 
to us our dreams; to each 
man according to his 
dream he did interpret. 
^And it came to pass, as 
he interpreted to us, 90 
it was: I was restored 
unto mine office, and he 
was hanged/ **Then Pha- 
raoh sent 'and called 
Joseph, and they brought 
him hastily out of the 



dungeon. And he shaved 
himself, and changed his 
raiment, and came in 
unto Pharaoh. **And Pha- 
taoh said unto Joseph: 
'I have dreamed a dream, 
and there is none that can 
interpret it; and I have 
heard say of thee, that 
when thou' hearest a 
dream thou canst inter- 
pret it.' "And Joseph an- 
swered Pharaoh, saying: 
'It is not in me; God will 
give Pharaoh an answer 
of peace.' "And Pharaoh 
spoke unto Joseph: 'In 
my dream, behold, I stood 
upon the brink of the 
river. *»And, behold, there 
came up out of the river 
seven kine, fat-fleshed 
and well-favoured; and 
they fed in the reed -grass. 
"And, behold, seven other 
kine came up after them., 
poor and very ill-favoured 
and lean-fleshed, such as 
I never saw in all the 
land of Egypt for badness. 
'^And the lean and ill- 
favoured kine did eat up 
the first seven fat kine. 
"And when ' they had 
eaten them up, it could 
not be known that they 
had eaten them; but they 
were still ill-favoured as 
at the beginning. So I 
awoke. ""And I saw In 
my dream, and, behold, 
I seven ears came up upon 
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one stalk, full and good. 
"And, behold* seven ears, 
withered, thin* and 
blasted with the east 
wind, sprunflT up after 
them. ^And' the thin 
ears swallowed up the 
seven good ears. And 
I told it unto the magi- 
cians; but there was none 
that could declare it to 
me.' ''And Joseph said 
unto Pharaoh: 'The 
dream of Pharaoh is one; 
what God is about to do 
He hath declared unto 
Pharaoh. ^The seven 
grood kine are seven 
years; and the seven 
good ears are seven 
years: the dream is one. 
'*And the seven lean and 
ill-favoured kine that 
came up after them are 
seven years, and also the 
seven empty ears blasted 
with the east wind; they 
shall be seven years of 
famine. "^That is the 
thing which I spoke unto 
IPharaoh: what God is 
about to do He hath 
shown unto Pharaoh, 
'behold, there come seven 
years of great plenty 
throughout all the land 
of Egypt. ''And there 
shall arise after them 
seven years of famine; 
and all the plenty shall 
be forgotten in the land 
of Egypt; and the famine 



shall consume the land; 
'^and the plenty shall not 
be known in the land by 
reason of that famine 
which foUoweth; for it 
shall be very grievous. 
''And for that the dream 
was doubled unto Pha^ 
raoh twice, it is because 
the thing is established by 
God, and €k>d will shortly 
bring it to pass. "Now 
therefore let Pharaoh look 
out a man discreet and 
wise, and set him over the 
land of Egypt. ''Let Pha- 
raoh do this, and let him 
appoint overseers over 
the land, and take up the 
fifth part of the land of 
Egypt in the seven years 
of plenty. "And let them 
gather all the food of 
these good years that 
come, and lay up com 
under the hand of Pha- 
raoh for food in the cities, 
and let them keep it. 
"And the food shall be for 
a store to the land against 
the seven years of famine, 
which shall be In the land 
of Egypt; that the land 
perish not through the 
famine.' ''And the thing 
was good in the eyes of 
Pharaoh, and in the eyes 
of all his servants. "And 
Pharaoh said unto his 
servants: 'Can we find 
such a one as this, a man 
in whom the spirit of God 
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is?' "And Pharaoh said 
unto Joseph: 'Forasmuch 
as God hath shown thee 
all this, there is none so 
discreet and wise as thou. 
*'Thou Shalt be over my 
house, and accordingr unto 
thy wprd shall all my 
people be ruled; only in 
the throne will I be 
erreater than thou.* **And 
Pharaoh said unto 
Joseph: 'See, I have set 
thee over all the land of 
Egypt.' **And Pharaoh 
took off his 8i;ipnet ring 
from his hand, and put it 
upon Joseph's hand, and 
arrayed him In vestures 
of fine linen, and put a 
gold chain about his 
neck. ^And he madje him 
to ride in the second 
chariot which he had; 
and they cried before 
him: 'Abrech'; and he set 
him over all the land of 
Egypt. **And Pharaoh 
said unto Joseph: *I am 
Pharaoh, and without 
thee shall no man lift up 
his hand or his foot in 
all the land of &gypt.' 
**And Pharaoh called Jo- 
seph's name Zaphenath- 
paneah; and he gave him 
to wife Asenath the 
daughter of Poti-phera 
priest of On. And Joseph 
went out over the land 
of Egypt. — ^**And Joseph 
was thirty years old when 



he stood before Pharaoh 
king of Egypt. — ^And Jo- 
seph went out from the 
presence of. Pharaoh, and 
went throughout all the 
land of Egypt. ^ *'And In 
the seven years of plenty 
the earth brought forth in 
heaps. ^And he gathered 
up all the food of the 
seven years which were 
in the land of Egypt, and 
laid up the food in the 
cities; the food of the 
field, which was round 
about every city, laid he 
up in the same. ^*And 
Joseph laid up corn as the 
sand of the sea, very 
mtich, until they left oft 
numbering; for it was 
without number. ""And 
unto Joseph were born 
two sons before the year 
of famine came, whom 
Asenath the daughter of 
Poti-phera priest of On 
bore unto him. "And 
Joseph called the name of 
the first-born Manasseh: 
'for God hath made nie 
forget all my toil, and all 
my father's house.* "And 
the name of the second 
called he Ephraim: 'for 
God hath made me fruit- 
ful in the land of mv 
affliction.* "And tho seven 
years of plenty, that was 
in the land of ESgypt, 
came to an end. '^And 
tho seven years of famine 
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began to come, accordine: 
as Joseph had said ; and 
there was famine in all 
lands; but in all the land 
of Egypt there was bread. 
"And when all the land 
of Egypt was famished, 
the people cried to Pha- 
raoh for bread; and Pha- 
raoh said unto all the 
Egyptians: *Gk> unto Jo- 
seph; what he saith to 
you, do/ *'And the famine 
was over all the face of 
the earth; and Joseph 
opened all the store- 
houses, and sold unto 
the Egyptians; and the 
famine was sore in the 
land of Egypt. "And 
all countries came into 
Egypt to Joseph to buy 
com; because the famine 
was sore in all the earth. 
Acy Now Jacob saw that 
^^ there w^jb com in 
Egypt, and Jacob said 
unto his sons: 'Why do 
ye look one upon an- 
other?* 'And he said: 
'Behold, I have heard that 
there is corn in Egypt. 
Get you down thither, and 
buy for us from, thence; 
that we may live, and not 
die.' 'And Joseph's ten 
brethren went down to 
buy com from Egypt. 
*But Benjamin, Josei^'s 
brother, Jacob sent not 
with his brethren; for he 
said: 'Lest perad venture 



harm befall him.' 'And 
the sons of Israel came to 
buy among those that 
came; for the famine was 
in the land of Canaan. 
'And Joseph was the gov- 
ernor over the land; he it 
was that sold to all the 
people of the land. And 
Joseph's brethren came, 
and bowed down to him 
with their faces to the 
earth. *And Joseph saw 
his brethren, and he knew 
them, but made himself 
strange unto them, and 
spoke roughly with them; 
and he said unto them: 
•whence come ye?' And 
they said: 'From the land 
of Canaan to buy food.' 
'And Joseph knew his 
brethren, but they knew 
not him. 'And Joseph 
remembered the dreams 
which he ^dreamed of 
them, and said unto them: 
'Te are spies; to see the 
nakedness of the land ye 
are come/ *'And they said 
unto him: 'Nay, my lord, 
but to buy food are thy 
servants come. "We are 
all one man's sons; we 
are upright men, thy serv- 
ants are no spies.' ''And 
he said unto them: 'Nay. 
but to see the nakedness 
of the land ye are come.' 
•^And they said: *We thy 
servants are twelve 
brethren, the sons of one

man in the land of Ca- 
naan; and, behold, the 
youngest is this day with 
our father, and one is not.' 
**And Joseph said unto 
them: 'That is it that I 
spoke unto you. sayinur: 
Ye are spies. "Hereby ye 
shall be proved: as Pha* 
raoh liveth, ye shall not 
go forth hence, except 
your youngest brother 
come hither. "Send one 
of you, and let him fetch 
your brother, and ye shall 
be bound, that your words 
may be proved, whether 
there be truth in you; or 
else, as Pharaoh liveth, 
surely ye are spies/ "And 
he put them all together 
into ward three days. "And 
Joseph said unto them the 
third day: 'This do, and 
live; for I fear God: "if 
ye be upright men, let 
one of your brethren be 
bound in your prison- 
house; but go ye, carry 
com for the famine of 
your houses; "and bring 
your youngest brother 
unto me; so shall your 
words be verified, and ye 
shall not die.' And tl)ey 
did so. ''And they said 
one to another: 'We are 
verily guilty concerning 
our brother, in that we 
saw the distress of his 
soul, when he besought 



us, and we would not 
hear; therefore is this 
distress come upon us.' 
"And Reuben answered 
them, saying: * 'Spoke I 
not unto you, saying: Do 
not sin against the child; 
and ye would not hear? 
therefore also, behold, his 
blood is required/ "And 
they knew not that Joseph 
understood them; for the 
interpreter was between 
them. •*And he turned him- 
self about from them, and 
wept; and he returned to 
them, and spoke to them, 
and took Simeon .from 
among them, and bound 
him before their eyes.

"And 
It came to pass as they 
emptied their sacks, that, 
behold, every man's bun* 
die of money was in his 
sack; and when they and 
their father saw their 



bundles of money, they 
were afraid. "And Jacob 
their father Mfsaid unto 
them: 'Me have ye be« 
reaved of my children: 
Joseph is not, and Simeon 
is not, and ye will take 
Benjamin away; upon me 
are all these ^things come.' 
'^And Reuben spoke unto 
his father, saying: 'Thou 
ehalt slay my two sons, 
if I bring him not to thee; 
deliver him into my hand, 
and I will bring him back 
to thee.'

Ao And the famine was 
^^ sore In the land. 'And 
it came to pass, when they 
had eaten up the com 
which they had brought 
out of Egypt, that their 
father said unto them: 
'Go again, buy us a little 
food.' 'And Judah spoke 
unto him, saying 'The 
man did earnestly fore- 
warn us, saying: Te shall 
not see my face, except 
your brother be with you. 
*If thou wilt send our 
brother with us, we will 
I go down and buy thee 
(food; 'but if thou wilt not 
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send him, we will not go 
down» for the man said 
unto us: Ye shall not 
see my face, except your 
brother be with you.* 'And 
Israel said: '.Wherefore 
dealt ye so ill with me, 
as to tell the man whether 
ye had yet a brother?' 
'And they said: 'The man 
asked straitly concerningr 
ourselves, and concerning 
our kindred* saying: Is 
your father yet alive? 
have ye another brother? 
and we told him accord- 
ing to the tenor of these 
words; could we in any 
wise know that he would 
say: Bring your brother 
down?' 'And Judah said 
unto Israel his father: 
'Send the lad with me, 
and we will arise and go, 
that we may live, and not 
die, both we, and thou, 
and also our little ones. 
•I will be surety for him; 
of my hand shalt thou 
require him; . if I bring 
him not unto thee, and 
set him before thee, then 
let me bear the blame for 
evef . *"For except we had 
lingered, surely we had 
now returned a second 
time/ "And their father 
Israel said unto them: 'If 
it be so now, do . this: 
take of the choice fruits 
of the land in your vessels, 
and carry down the man 



a present, a little balm, 
and a little honey, spicery 
and ladanum, nuts, and 
almonds; ^*and take 
double money in your 
hand; and the money that 
was returned in the mouth 
of your sacks carry back 
in your hand; perad ven- 
ture it was an oversight; 
^take also your brother, 
and arise, go again unio 
the man; "and God AI7 
mighty ijive you mercy 
before the man, that he 
may release unto you your 
other brother and Ben- 
jamin. And as for me, if 
I be bereaved of my chil- 
dren, I am bereaved.* 
, "And the men took that 
present, and they took 
double money in their 
hand, and Benjamin; and 
rose up, and went down 
to Egypt, and stood be- 
fore Joseph. "And when 
Joseph saw Benjamin 
with them, he said to the 
steward of his house: 
'Bring the men into the 
house, and kill the beasts, 
and prepare the meat; for 
the men shall dine with 
me at noon.* "And the 
man did as Joseph bade; 
and the man brought the 
men into Joseph's house. 
"And the men were 
afraid, because they were 
brought into Joseph's 
house; and they said: 
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'Because of the money 
that was returned in our 
sacks at the first time are 
we brought in; that he 
may seek occasion against 
us. and fall upon us, and 
take us for bondmen* and 
our asses.' "And they 
came near to the steward 
of Joseph's house, and 
they spoke unto him at 
the door of the house, 
"•and said: 'Oh my lord, 
we came indeed down at 
the first time to buy food. 
''And it came to pass, 
when we came to the 
lodsrinfiT-place, that we 
opened our sacks, and, be- 
hold, every man's money 
was in the mouth of his 
sack, our money in full 
weight; and we have 
brought it back in our 
hand. ''And other money 
have we brought down in 
our hand to buy food. We 
know not who put our 
money in our sacks.' "And 
he said: 'Peace be to you, 
fear not; your God, and 
the God of yoiir father, 
hath given you treasure 
in your sacks; I had your 
money.' And he brought 
Simeon out unto them. 
'^And the man brought the 
men into Joseph's house, 
and gave them water, and 
they washed their te^\ 
and he gave their asses 
provender. "And they 



made ready the present 
against Joseph's coming 
at noon; for they heard 
that they should eat bread 
there. "And when Joseph 
came home, they brought 
him the present which 
was in their hand into the 
house, and bowed down 
to him to the earth. "And 
he asked them of their 
welfare, and said: 'Is 
your father well, the old 
man of whom ye spoke? 
Is he yet alive?* "And 
they said: 'Thy servant 
our father is well^ he is 
yet alive.' And they 
bowed the head, and made 
obeisance. "And he lifted 
up his eyes, and saw Ben- 
jamin his brother, his 
mother's son, and said: 
'Is this your youngest 
brother of whom ye spoke 
unto me?' And he said: 
'God be gracious unto 
thee, my son.' "And Jo- 
seph made haste; for his 
heart yearned toward his 
brother; and he sought 
where to weep; and he 
entered into his chamber, 
and wept there. "And he 
washed his face, and 
came out; and he re- 
frained himself, and said: 
'Set on bread.' "And they 
set on for him by him* 
self, and for them by 
themselves, and for the 
Egyptians, that did eat 
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with him, by themselves; 
because the Egyptians 
might not eat bread with 
the Hebrews; for that is 
an abomination unto the 
Egryptlans. "And they sat 
before him» the first-born 
according to his birth- 
right, and the youngest 
according to his youth; 
and the men marvelled 
one with another. •*And 
portions were .taken unto 
them from before him; 
but Benjamin's portion 
was five times so much 
as any of theirs. And 
they drank, and were 
merry with him. 
AA And he commanded 
^*^ the steward of his 
house, saying: 'Fill the 
men's sacks with food, as 
much as they can carry, 
and put every man's 
money in his sack's 
mouth. 'And put my gob- 
let, the silver goblet, in 
the sack's mouth of the 
youngest, and his corn 
money.' And he did ac- 
cording to the word that 
Joseph had spoken. 'As 
soon as the morning was 
light, the men were sent 
away, they, and their 
asses. *And when they 
were gone out of the city, 
and were not yet far off, 
Joseph said unto his 
steward: *Up, follow after 
the men; and when thou 



dost overtake them, say 
unto them: Wherefore 
have ye rewarded evil for 
good? *Is not this it in 
which my lord drinketh. 
and whereby he indeed 
divineth? ye have done 
evil in so doing.* 'And he 
overtook them, and he 
spoke unto them these 
words. 'And they said 
unto him: 'Wherefore 
speaketh my lord such 
words as these? Far be 
it from thy servants 
that they should do 
such a thing. 'Behold, the 
money, which we found in 
our sacks' mouths, we 
brought back unto thee 
out of the land of Canaan ; 
how then should we steal 
out of thy lord's house 
silver or gold? •With 
whomsoever of thy serv- 
ants it be found, let him 
die. and we also will be 
my lord's bondmen.* *®And 
he said: 'Now also let it 
be according unto your 
words: he with whom it 
is found shall be my 
bondman; and ye shall be 
blameless.' "Then they 
hastened, and took down 
every man his sack to the 
ground, and opened every 
man his sack. "And he 
searched, beginning at the 
eldest, and leaving ot£ at 
the youngest; and the 
goblet was found in Ben- 
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Jamin's sack. **Then they 
rent their clothes, and 
laded every man his ass, 
and returned to the city. 
^*And Judah and his 
brethren came to Joseph's 
house, and he was yet 
there; and they fell be- 
fore him on the ground. 
"And Joseph said unto 
themt •'What deed is this 
that ye have done? know 
ye not that such a man 
as I will indeed divine?' 
^And Judah said: 'What 
shall we say unto my 
lord? what shall we 
speak? or how shall we 
clear ourselves? God hath 
found out the iniquity of 
thy servants; behold, we 
are my lord's bondmen, 
both we, and he also in 
whose hand the cup is 
found.' "And he said: 
•Far be it from me that 
I should do so; the man in 
whose hand the goblet is 
found, he shall be my 
bondman; but as for you, 
set you up in peace unto 
your father.' 

^Then Judah came near 
unto him, and said: 'Oh 
my lord, let thy servant. 
I pray thee, speak a word 
In my lord's ears, and 
let not thine anger burn 
against thy servant; for 
thou art even as Pharaoh. 
**My lord asked his serv- 



ants, saying: Have ye 
a father, or a brother? 
■•And we said unto my 
lord: We have a father, 
an old man, and a child 
of his old age, a little one; 
and his brother is dead, 
and he alone is left of his 
mother, and his father 
loveth him "And thou 
saidst unto thy servants: 
Bring him down unto me, 
that I. may set mine eyes 
upon him. ''And we said 
unto my lord: The lad 
cannot leave his father; 
for if he should leave his 
father, his father would 
die. ''And thou saidst unto 
thy servants: Except 
your youngest brother 
come down with you, ye 
shall see my face no more. 
'*And it came to pass 
when we came up unto 
thy servant my father, we 
told him the words of my 
lord. "And our father 
said: Go again, buy us a 
little food. "And we said: 
We cannot go down; if 
our youngest brother be 
with us, then will we go 
down; for we may not see 
the man's face, except our 
youngest brother be with 
us. ''And thy servant my 
father said unto us: Ye 
know that my wife bore 
me two sons; "and the 
one went out from me. 
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and I said: Surely he is 
torn in pieces; and I have 
not seen him since; *'and 
if ye take this one also 
from me, and harm befall 
him, ye will bring down 
my gray hairs with sor- 
row to the grave. **Now 
therefore when I come to 
thy servant my father, 
and the lad is not with 
us; seeing that his soul Is 
bound up with the lad's 
soul; •'it will come to 
pass, when he seeth that 
the lad is not with us, 
that he will die; and thy 
servants will bring down 
the gray hairs of thy 
servant our father with 
sorrow to the grave. •'For 
thy servant became surety 
for the lad unto my father, 
saying: If I bring him not 
unto thee, then shall I 
bear the blame to my 
father for ever. ••Now 
therefore, let thy servant, 
I pray thee, abide instead 
of the lad a bondman to 
my lord; and let the lad 
go up with his brethren. 
••For how shall I go up to 
my father, if the lad be 
not with me? lest I look 
upon the evil that shall 
come on my father.* 
^c: Then Joseph could 
^**-' not refrain himself 
before all them that stood 
by him; and he cried: 
'Cause every man to go 



out from me.' And there 
stood no man with him. 
while Joseph made him- 
self known unto his 
brethren. 'And he wept 
aloud; and the Egyptians 
heard, and the house of 
Pharaoh heard. 'And 
Joseph said unto his 
brethren: 'I am Joseph; 
doth my father yet live?' 
And his brethren could 
not answer him; for they 
were affrighted at his 
presence. *And Joseph 
said unto his brethren: 
'Coma near to me, I pray 
you.* And they can\e 
near. And he said: 'I 
am Joseph your brother, 
whom ye sold into Egypt. 
•And now be not grieved, 
nor angry with your- 
selves, that ye sold me 
hither; for God did send 
me before you to preserve 
life. 'For these two years 
hath the famine been in 
the land; and there are 
yet Ave years, in which 
there •shall be neither 
plowing nor harvest. *And 
God sent me before you to 
give you a remnant on the 
earth, and to save you 
alive for a great deliver- 
ance. •So now it was not 
you that sent me hither, 
but God; and He hath 
made me a father to Pha- 
raoh, and lord of all his 
house, and ruler over all 
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the land of Egypt. 'Hasten 
ye, and go up to my 
father, and say unto him: 
Thus saith thy son Jo- 
seph: God hath made me 
lord of all Egypt; come 
down unto me, tarry not. 
''And thou Shalt dwell in 
the land of Goshen, and 
thou Shalt be near unto 
me, thou, and thy children, 
and thy children's chil- 
dren, and thy flocks, and 
thjiT herds, and all that 
thou hast; "and there will 
I sustain thee; for there 
are yet five years of fam- 
ine; lest thou come to 
poverty, thou, and thy 
household, and all that 
thou hast. "And, behold, 
your eyes see, and the 
eyes of my brother Ben- 
jamin, that it is my mouth 
that speaketh unto you. 
"And ye shall tell my 
father of all my glory in 
Egypt, and of all that ye 
have seen; and ye shall 
hasten and bring down 
my father hither.' **And 
he fell upon his brother 
Benjamin's neck, and 
wept; and Benjamin wept 
upon his neck. "And he 
kissed all his brethren, 
and wept upon them; and 
after that his brethren 
talked with him. 

**And the report thereof 
was heard in Pharaoh's 
bouse, saying: 'Joseph's 



brethren are come'; and 
it pleased Pharaoh well, 
and his ^servants. ^'And 
Pharaoh said unto Joseph: 
•Say unto thy brethren: 
This do ye: lade your 
beasts, and go, get you 
unto the land of Canaan; 
"and take your father and 
your households, and 
come unto me; and I will 
give you the good of the 
land of Egypt, and ya 
shall eat the fat of the 
land. "Now thou art com- 
manded, this do ye: take 
you wagons out of the 
land of Egypt for your 
little ones, and for your 
wives, and bring your 
father, and come. **Also 
regard not your stuff; for 
the good things of all the 
land of Egypt are yours.' 
''And the sons of Israel 
did so; and Joseph gave 
them wagons, according 
to the commandment of 
Pharaoh, and gave them 
provision for the way. 
"To all of them he gave 
each man changes of 
raiment; but to Benjamin 
he gave three hundred 
shekels of silver, and five 
changes of raiment. "And 
to his father he sent in 
like manner ten assed 
laden with the good things 
of Egypt, and ten she- 
asses laden with corn and 
bread and victual for his

father by the way. **So 
he sent his brethren away, 
and they departed ; and he 
said unto them: 'See that 
ye fall not out by the way.' 
"And they went up out of 
Egypt, and came into the 
land of Canaan unto 
Jacob their father. **And 
they told him, saying:: 
'Joseph is yet alive, and 
he is ruler over all the 
land of Egrypt.' And his 
heart fainted, for he be-

*And from among his 
brethren he took five men, 
■and presented them unto 
Pharaoh. *And Pharaoh 
said unto his brethren: 
'What is your occupa- 



tion?' And they said unto 
Pharaoh: *Thy servants 
are shepherds, both "we, 
and our fathers.' *And 
they said unto Pharaoh: 
'To sojourn in the land 
are we come; for there 
is no pasture for thy 
servants' flocks; for the 
famine is sore in the land 
of Canaan. Now there- 
fore, we pray thee, let thy 
servants dwell in the land 
of Goshen.' 'And Pharaoh 
spoke unto Joseph, say- 
ing: 'Thy father and thy 
brethren are come unto 
thee; Hhe land of Egypt 
is before thee; in the best 
of the land make thy 
father and thy brethren 
to dwell; in the land of 
Goshen let them dwell. 
And if thou knowest any 
able men among them, 
then make them rulers 
over my cattle.' ^And 
Joseph brought In Jacob 
his father, and set him 
before Pharaoh. And 
Jacob blessed Pharaoh. 
■And Pharaoh said unto 
Jacob: 'How many are 
the days of the years of 
thy life?* 'And Jacob said

Pharaoh had Commanded. 
"And Joseph sustained his 
father, and his brethren, 
and all his father's house- 
hold, with bread, accord - 
ing to the want of their 
little ones.

opened it, and saw It, even 
the child; and behold a 
boy that wept. And she 
had compassion on him, 
and said: 'This is one 
of the Hebrews' chil- 
dren.' ^Then said his sis- 
ter to Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter: 'Shall I go and call 
thee a nurse of the He- 
brew women, that she 
may nurse the child for 
thee?* "And Pharaoh's 
daughter said to her:

And the woman took the 
child, and nursed it. **And 
the child greiw, and she 
brought him unto Pha- 
raoh's daughter, and he 
became her son. And sh* 
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called his name Moses, 
and said: 'Because I 
drew him out of the water/ 
^^And it came to pass 
in those days, when Moses 
was grown up, that he 
went out unto his breth- 
ren, and looked on their 
burdens; and he saw an 
Egryptian smiting: a He- 
brew, one of his brethren. 
"And he looked this way 
and that way, and when 
he saw that there was no 
man, he smote the Egryp- 
tian, and hid him In the 
sand. "And he went 
out the second day, and, 
behold, two men of the 
Hebrews were striving 
together; and he- said to 
him that did the wrong: 
'Wherefore smitest thou 
thy fellow?' "And he 
said: 'Who made thee a 
ruler and a judge over 
us? Thinkest thou to kill 
me, as thou didst kill the 
Egyptian?' And Moses 
feared, and said: 'Surely 
the thing is known.' 
"Now when Pharaoh 
heard this thing, he 
sought to slay Moses. 
But Moses fled from the 
face of Pharaoh, and 
dwelt in the land of 
Midian; and he sat down 
by a well. 

"And it came to pass 
in the course of those 



many days that the king 
of Egypt died; and the 
children o{ Israel sighed 
by reason of the bondage, 
and they cried, and their 
cry came up unto God by 
reason of the bondage. 
*^And God heard their 
groaning, and God re- 
membered His covenant 
with Abraham, with Isaac, 
and with Jacob. "And 
God saw the children of 
Israel, and God took cog- 
nizance of them. 

3 Now Moses was keep- 
ing the flock of Jethro 
his f a t h e r-i n-1 a w, the 
priest of Midian; and he 
led the flock to the far- 
thest end of the wilder- 
ness, and came to the 
mountain of God, unto 
Horeb. !And the angel of 
the Lord appeared unto 
him in a flame of fire out 
of the midst of a bush; 
and he looked, and, be- 
hold, the bush burned 
with fire, and the bush 
was not consumed. *And 
Moses said: *I will turn 
aside now, and see this 
great sight, why the bush 
is not burnt.' *And when 
the LOBD saw that he 
turned aside to see, Qod 
called unto him' out of the 
midst of the buish, and 
said: 'Moses, Moses.^ And 
he said: 'Here am L' 
*And He said: 'Draw hot 
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nigh hither; put off thy 
shoes from off thy feet, 
for the place whereon 
thou -standest is holy 
ground.' •Moreover He 
said: 1 am the God of 
thy father, the God bf 
Abraham, the God of 
Isaac, and the ' God of 
Jacob.' And Moses hid 
his fUce; for he was 
afraid to look upon God. 
*And the Lobd said: 1 
have surely seen the af- 
fliction of My people that 
are in Eerypt, and have 
heard their cry by reason 
of their taskmasters; for 
I know their pains; *and 
I am come down to deliver 
them out of the hand of 
the Egyptians, and to 
bring them up out of that 
land unto a good land and 
a large, unto a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey; 
unto the place of the 
Canaanite, and the Hit- 
tite, and the Amorite, and 
the Perizzite, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite. 
•And now, behold, the cry 
of the children of Israel 
is come unto Me; more- 
over I have seen the 
oppression wherewith the 
Egyptians oppress them. 
*^ome now therefore, and 
I will send thee unto 
Pharaoh, that thou may- 
est bring forth My people 



the children of Israel out 
of Sgypt.' "And Moses 
said unto God: "Who am 
I, that I should go unto 
Pharaoh, and that I 
should bring forth the 
children of Israel out of 
Egypt r "And He said: 
'Certainly I will be with 
thee; and this shall be 
the token unto thee, that 
I have sent thee: when 
thou hast brought forth 
the people out of Egypt, 
ye shall serve God upon 
this mountain.' "A n d 
Moses said unto' God: 
'Behold, when I come unto 
the children of Israel, and 
shall say unto them: The 
God of your fathers hath 
sent me unto you; and 
they shall say to me: 
What is His name? what 
shall I say unto them?' 
^*And God said unto 
Moses: *l a&c that I am'; 
and He said: 'Thus shalt 
thou say unto the children 
of Israel: I am hath sent 
me unto you.' *And God 
said moreover unto 
Moses: 'Thus shalt thou 
say unto the children of 
Israel: The Lobd, the God 
of your fathers, the God 
of Abraham, the God of 
Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob, hath sent me unto 
you; this is My name for 
ever, and this is My me- 
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mortal unto all genera- 
tions. "Go, and gather 
the elders of Israel to- 
gether, and say unto 
them: The LiOBD, the 
God of your fathers, the 
God of Abraham, of Isaac, 
and of Jacob, hath ap- 
peared unto me, saying: 
I have surely' remembered 
you, and seen that which 
is done to you in Egypt. 
"And I have said: I will 
bring you up out of the 
affliction of Egypt unto 
the land of the Canaanite, 
and the Hittite, and. the 
Amorite, and the Periz- 
zite, and the Hivite, and 
the Jebuslte. unto a land 
flowing with milk and 
honey. ^And they shall 
hearken to thy voice. And 
thou Shalt come, thou and 
the elders of Israel, unto 
the king of Egypt, and ye 
shall say unto him: The 
LOBD, the God of the He- 
brews, hath met with us. 
And now let us go, we 
pray thee, three days' 
Journey into the wilder- 
ness, that we may sacri- 
fice to the LOBD our God. 
"And I know that the 
king of Egypt will not 
give you leave to go, 
except by a mighty hand. 
"And I will put forth My 
hand, and smite Egypt 
with all My wonders 



which I will do in the 
midst thereof. And after 
that he will let you go.' 

A ''And the Lobd said to 
^ Aaron: 'Go into the wil- 
derness to meet Moses.' 
And he went, and met him 
in the mountain of God. 
and kissed him. "And 
Moses told Aaron all the 
words of the Lord where- 
with He had sent him. 
and all the signs where- 
with He had charged him. 
"And Moses and Aaron 
went and gathered to- 
gether all the elders of 
the children of Israel. 
"And Aaron spoke all the 
words which the Lobd had 
spoken unto Moses, and 
did the signs in the sight 
of the people. "And the 
people believed; and when 
they heard that the Lobd 
had remembered the* chil- 
dren of Israel, and that He 
had seen their affliction, 
then they bowed their 
heads and worshipped. 
r And afterward Moses 
^ and Aaron came, and 
said unto Pharaoh: 'Thus 
saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel: Let My people go, 
that they may hold a feast 
unto Me in the wilder- 
ness.'

•know not the Lobd, and 
'moreover I will not let 
Israel go.' 'And they said: 
'The God of the Hebrews 
hath met with us. liet us 
go,' we pray thee, three 
days' journey into the wil- 
derness, and sacrifice unto 
the Lord our God; lest He 
fall u^n us with pesti- 
lence, or with the sword.* 
^And the king of Egypt 
said unto them: 'Where- 
fore do ye, Moses and 
Aaron, cause the people to 
.break loose from their 
.work? get you unto your 
burdens.' *And Pharaoh 
isaid: v 'Behold, the people 
of the land are now many, 
and will ye make them 
rest from their burdens?' 
,*And the same day Pha- 
raoh* commanded the 
• taskmasters of the people, 
^and their officers, saying! 
•^*Ye shall no more give 
the people straw to make 
brick,- as heretofore. Let 
them go and gather straw 
-for themselves. 'And the 
tale. of the bricks, which 
they did miake heretofore, 
ye shall lay upon them; ye 
shall not diminish aught 
thereof; for they are idle; 
therefore they cry, say- 
Jn^r: Let us gci and sacri- 
fice • to. our - God. ': 'Let 
heavier work be laid upon 
■the men, that they may 



labour therein; and let 
them not regard lying 
words.* *"And the task- 
masters of the people 
went out, and their offi- 
cers, and they spoke to 
the people, saying: 'Thus 
saith Pharaoh: I will not 
give you straw. **Go your- 
selves, get you straw 
where ye can find it; for 
nought of your work shall 
be diminished.* "So the 
people were scattered 
abroad throughout all the 
land of Egypt to gather 
stubble for stra^. "And 
the taskmasters were ur- 
gent, saying: 'Fulfil your 
work, your daily task, as 
when there was straw.' 
'^And the officers of the 
children of Israel, whom 
Pharaoh's taskmasters 
had set over them, were 
beaten, saying: 'Where- 
fore have ye not fulfilled 
your appointed task in 
making brick both yester-' 
day and to-day -as hereto- 
fore?' "Then the officers 
of the children of Israel 
came and cried tinto Pha- 
raoh, sayings 'Wherefore 
dealest thou tttus with thy 
servants? ^•There is no 
straw »given unto thy serv- 
ants, and they say to us: 
Make brick; and, behold, 
thy servants are beaten, 
but the fault is in thine 
own people/ "But he 
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said: 'Ye are idle, ye are 
idle; therefore ye say: 
Let U8 go and sacrifice to 
the Lord. "Go therefore 
now, and work; for there 
shall no straw be given 
you, yet shsLU ye deliver 
the tale of bricks.* "And 
the officers of the children 
of Israel did see that they 
were set on mischief, 
when they said: 'Ye shall 
not diminish aught from 
your bricks, your daily 
task.' '•And they met 
Moses and Aaron, who 
stood in the way, as they 
came forth from Pharaoh;

turned unto the Lord, and 
said: 'Liord, wherefore 
hast Thou dealt ill with 
this people? why is it that 
Thou hast sent me? "For 
since I came to Pharaoh 
to speak in Thy name, he 
hath dealt ill with this 
people; neither hast Thou 
delivered Thy people at

^^ when Pharaoh had let 
ths people go, that God 



led them not by the way 
of the land of the Philis- 
tines, although that was 
near; for God said: 'Lest 
peradventure the people 
repent when they see war, 
and they return to Egypt.* 
"But God led the people 
about, by the way of the 
wilderness by the Red 
Sea; and the children of 
Israel went up armed out 
of the land of Egypt. 
"And Moses ^ took the 
bones of Joseph with him; 
for he had straitly sworn 
the children of Israel, say- 
ing: 'God will surely re- 
member you; and ye shall 
carry up my bones away 
hence with you.' **And 
they took their Journey 
from Succoth, and en- 
camped in Etham, in the 
edge of the wilderness.

IQln the third month 
•^•^ after the children of 
Israel were gone forth out 
of the land of Egypt, the 
same day came they into 
the wilderness of Sinai. 
•And when they were de- 
parted from Rephidim. 
and were come to the wil- 
derness of Sinai, they en- 
camped in the wilderness; 
and there Israel encamped 
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before the mount. 'And 
Mosee went up unto God. 
and the Lord called unto 
him out of the mountain, 
sayinsr: *Thus shalt thou 
say to the house of Jacob, 
and tell the children of 
Israel: ^Ye have seen 
what I did unto the Egyp- 
tians, and how I bore you 
on eagrles' wings, and 
brought you unto Myself. 
•Now therefore, if ye will 
hearken unto My voice 
indeed, and keep My 
covenant, then ye shall be 
Mine oWn treasure from 
among all peoples; for all 
the earth is Mine; *and ye 
shall be unto Me a king- 
dom of priests, and a holy 
nation..

*Thou shalt not make unto 
thee a graven image, nor 
any manner of likeness, 
of any thing that Is in 
heaven above, or that is 
in the earth beneath, or 
that is in the water under 
the earth; Hhou shalt not 
bow down unto them, nor 
serve them; for I the Lord 
thy God am a Jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children 
unto the third and fourth 
generation of them that 
hate Me; *and showing 
mercy unto' the thou- 
sandth generation of them 
that love Me and keep My 
commandments. 
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^Thou Shalt not take the 
name of the Lobd thy God 
in vain; for the Lobd will 
not hold him guiltless that 
taketh His name in vain. 

'Remember the sabbath 
day, to keep it holy. 'Six 
days Shalt thou labour, 
and do all thy work; ^ut 
the seventh day Is a sab- 
bath unto the Lord thy 
God, in it thou shalt not 
do any manner of work, 
thou, nor thy son, nor thy 
daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thy cattle, 
nor thy stranger that is 
within thy gates; "for in 
six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, 
and all that in them is, 
and rested on the seventh 
day; wherefore the Lobd 
blessed the sabbath day, 
and hallowed It. 

"Honour thy father and 
thy mother, that thy days 
may be long upon the land 
which the Lord thy God 
griveth thee. 

"Thou Shalt not murder. 

Thou shaJt not commit 
adultery. 



Thou Shalt not steal. 

Thou Shalt not bear 
false witness against thy 
neighbour. 

"Thou Shalt not covet 
thy neighbour's house; 
thou Shalt not covet thy 
neighbour's wife, nor his 
man-servant, nor his 
maid -servant, nor his ox, 
nor his ass, nor any thing 
that is thy neighbour's. 

''And all the people 
perceived the thunderings, 
and the lightnings, and 
the voice of the horn, and 
the mountain smoking; 
and when the people saw 
it, they trembled, and 
stood afar off. "And they 
said unto Moses: 'Speak 
thou with us, and we will 
hear; but let not God 
speak with us, lest we die.*^ 
"And Moses said unto the 
people: 'Fear not; for 
God is come to prove you, 
and that His fear may be 
before you, that ye sin 
not.'

"Ye shall 
not steal; neither shall ye 
deal falsely, nor lie one to 
another. "And ye shall 
not swear by My name 
falsely, so that thou pro- 
fane the name of thy God: 



I am the Lord. "Thou 
Shalt not oppress thy 
neighbour, nor rob him; 
the wages of a hired serv- 
ant shall not abide with 
thee all night until the 
morning. "Thou shalt 
not curse the deaf, nor 
put a stumbling-block 
before the blind, but thou 
Shalt fear thy God: I am 
the Lord. "Ye shall do 
no unrighteousness in 
Judgment; thou shalt not 
respect the person of the 
poor, nor favour the per- 
son of the mighty; but 
in righteousness shalt 
thou judge thy neighbour. 
"Thou Shalt not go. up 
and down as a tale- 
bearer among thy people; 
neither shalt thou stand 
idly by the blood of thy 
neighbour: I am the Lord. 
"Thou shalt not hate thy 
brother in thy heart; 
thou shalt surely rebuke 
thy neighbour, and not 
bear sin because of him. 
"Thou shalt not take ven- 
geance, nor bear any 
grudge against the chil- 
dren of thy people, but 
thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself: I am the 
Lord. 
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*^e shall keep My sab* 
baths, and reverence My 
sanctuary: I am the LOBD. 
*^Turn ye not unto the 
ghosts, nor unto familiar 
spirits; seek them not 
out, to be defiled by them: 
I am the Lord your God. 
"Thou Shalt rise up before 
the hoary head, and hon- 
our the face of the old 
man, and thou shalt fear 
thy God: I am the Lord. 
"And if a. strangrer so- 
journ with vthee in your 
land, ye shall not do him 
wrong. •*The stranger 
that sojoumeth with you 
shall be unto you as the 
home-born among you, 
and thou shalt love him 
as thyself; for ye were 
strangers In the land of 
Egypt: I am the Lord 
your God. "Ye shall^ do 
no unrighteousness " in 
Judgrment, In meteyard, in 
weight, or in measure. 
"Just b&lances. Just 
weights, a just ephah, and 
a just hin, shall ye have: 
I am the Lord your God. 
who brought you out of 
the land of Egypt. •'And 
ye shall observe all My 
statutes, and all Mine 
ordinances, and do them: 
I am the Lord. 

99 And the Lord spoke 
^^ unto Moses, saying: 
'Speak unto the children 



of Israel, and say unto 
them: 

The appointed seasons 
of the Lord, which ye 
shall proclaim to be holy 
convocations, even these 
are My appointed seasons. 
'Six days shall work be 
done; but on the seventh 
day is a sabbath of solenm 
rest, a holy convocation; 
ye shall do no manner of 
work; It is a sabbath unto 
the Lord In all your dwell- 
ings. 

^These are the appointed 
seasons of the Lord, even 
holy convocations, which 
ye shall proclaim in their 
appointed season. 'In the 
first month, on the four- 
teenth day of the month 
at dusk, is the Lord's 
passover. 'And on the 
fifteenth day of the same 
month is the feast of un- 
leavened bread unto the 
Lord; seven days ye shall 
eat unleavened bread. 'In 
the first day ye shall have 
a holy convocation; ye 
shall do no manner of 
servile work. 'And ye 
shall bring an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord 
seven days; in the seventh 
day is a holy convocation ; 
ye shall do no manner of 
servile work. 

'And the Lord spoke un* 
to Moses, saying; "Speak 
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unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them: 

When ye are come into 
the land which I give 
unto you, and shall reap 
the harvest thereof, then 
ye shall bring the sheaf of 
the flrst-ftiiits of your 
harvest unto the priest. 
^^And he shall wave the 
sheaf before the Lord, to 
be accepted for you; on 
the morrow after the sab- 
bath the priest shall wave 
it. ^And in the day when 
ye wave the sheaf, ye 
shall offer a he-lamb with- 
out blemish of the first 
year for a burnt-offering 
unto the LOBD. "And the 
meal-offering thereof shall 
be two tenth parts of an 
ephah of fine fiour mingled 
with oil, an offeritig made 
by fire unto the Lord for 
a sweet savour; and the 
drink-oftering thereof 
shall be of wine, the 
fourth part of a hin. "And 
ye shall eat neither bread, 
nor parched com, nor 
fresh ears, until this self- 
Fame day, until ye have 
brought the offering of 
your God; it is a statute 
for ever throughout your 
generations in all your 
dwellings. 

"And ye shall count 
unto you from the mor- 
row after the day of rest, 



from the day that ye 
brought the sheaf of the 
waving; seven weeks 
shall there be complete; 
"even unto the morrow 
after the seventh week 
shall ye number fifty 
days; and ye shall present 
a new meal -offering unto 
the Lord. ^^Ye shall bring 
out of your dwellings two 
wave-loaves of two tenth 
parts of an ephah; they 
shall be of fine flour, 
they shall be baked with 
leaven, for first-fruits 
unto the Lord. "And ye 
shall present with the 
bread seven lambs with- 
out blemish of the first 
year, and one young bul- 
lock, and two rams; they 
shall be a burnt-offering 
unto the Lord, with iheir 
meal -offering, and their 
drink-ofiterings, even an 
offering made by fire, of 
a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. "And ye shall offer 
one he-goat for a sin- 
offering, and two he- 
lambs of the first year for 
a sacrifice of peace-offer- 
ings. *^And the priest 
shall wave them with the 
bread of the first-fruits 
for a wave-offering before 
the Lord, with the two 
lambs; they shall be holy 
to the Lord for the priest. 
"And ye shall make proc- 
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lamation on the selfsame 
day; there shall be a holy 
convocation unto you; ye 
shall do no manner of 
servile work; it is a 
statute for ever In all your 
d^rellingrs throughout your 
srenerations. 

"And when ye reap the 
harvest of your land, thou 
Shalt not wholly reap the 
comer of thy field, neither 
Shalt' thou irather the 
gleaninsr of thy liarvest; 
thou Shalt leave them for 
the poor, and for the 
Btrsmger: I am the Lord 
your God. 

^And the IjOBD spoke 
unto Moses, saying: 
'^Speak unto the children 
of Israel, saying: 

In the seventh month, 
in the first day of the 
nionth, shall be a solemn 
rest unto you, a memorial 
proclaimed with the blast 
of horns, a^holy convoca- 
tion. "Te- shall do no 
manner of servile work; 
and ye shall bring an 
offering made by fire unto 
the Lord. 

.'•And the Lobd - spoke 
unto Moses, saying: 
' "Howbeit on the tenth 
day of this seventh month 
is. the day. of atonement; 
there. shall be a holy con- 
vocation unto you, and ye 
shall afilict your souls: 



and ye shall bring an 
offering made by fire unto 
the Lord. "And ye shall 
do no manner of work in 
that same day; for it is a 
day of atonement, to 
make atonement for you 
before the Lord your God. 
"For whatsoever soul it 
be that shall not be af- 
fiicted in that same day, 
he shall be cut ott from 
his people. ■•And whatso- 
ever soul it be that doeth 
any manner of work in 
that same day, that soul 
will I destroy from among 
his people. *'Te shall do 
no manner of work; it is a 
statute for ever through- 
out your generations in all 
your dwellings. "It shall 
be unto you a sabbath of 
solemn rest, and ye shall 
aflflict your souls; in the 
ninth day of the month 
at even, from even unto 
even, shall ye keep your 
sabbath. 

"And the Lobd spoke 
unto M o s e s » saying: 
**Speak unto the children 
of Israel, saying: 

On the fifteenth day of 
this seventh month is the 
feast of tabernacles for 
seven days unto the Lobd.' 
"On the first day shall be 
a holy convocation; ye 
shall do no manner of 
servile work. "Seven days 
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ye shall bring an oflering 
made by fire unto the 
Lobd; on the eighth day 
shall be a holy convoca- 
tion unto you; and ye 
shall bring an offering 
made by fire unto the 
Lobd; it is a day of solclkni;! 
assembly; ye shall do no 
manner of servile work. 

"These are the ap« 
pointed seasons of the 
Lobd, which ye shall pro- 
claim to be holy convoca- 
tions, to bring an offering 
made by fire unto the 
Lobd, a burnt-offering, 
and a meal-off ering, 
a sacrifice, and drink- 
offerings, each on its own 
day; ""beside the sabbaths 
of the Lobd, and* -beside 
your gifts, and beside all 
your vows, and beside all 
your freewill -offerings, 
which ye give unto the 
Lobd. 

**Howbeit X)n the fif- 
teenth day. of the seventh 
month, when ye have 
gathered in the fruits of 
the land, ye shall keep the 
feast of the LiOBO seven 



days; on the first day 
shall be a solemn rest, 
and on the eighth day 
shall be a solemn rest 
^And ye shall take yon 
on the first day the fruit 
of goodly trees, branches 
of palm-trees, and boughs 
of thick trees, and willows 
of the brook, and ye shall 
rejoice before the Lobd 
your Qod seven daya 
^And ye shall keep it a 
feast unto the Lobd seven 
days in the year; it is a 
statute for ever in your 
generations; ye shall keep 
it in the seventh month. 
*^e shall dwell in booths 
seven days; all that are 
home-bom in Israel shall 
dwell in booths; *Hhat 
your generations may 
know that I made the 
children of Israel to dwell 
in booths, when I brought 
them out of the land of 
Egypt: I am the Lobd 
your God. 

^And Moses declared 
unto the children of Israel 
the appointed seasons of 
the Lobd. 
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6 "AND the LOBD spoke 
unto Moses, saying: 
••'Speak unto Aaron and 
unto his sons, saying: On 
th^s wise ye shall bless 
the children of Israel; ye 
shall say unto thexh: 

**The Lord bless thee, 
and keep thee; 

"The Lord make His 



face to shine upon thee, 
and be gracious unto 
thee* 

"The LOBD lift up His 
countenance upon thee, 
and give thee peace. 

"So shall they put My 
name upon the children of 
Israel, and I will bless 
them.'

is poor, and setteth his 
heart upon it; lest he cry 
against thee unto the 
Lord, and it be sin in thee. 

'*The fathers shall not 
be put to death for the 
children, neither shall the 
children be put to death 
for the fathers; every 
man shall be put to death 
for his own sin. 

"Thou Shalt not pervert 
the justice due to the 
stranger, or to the father- 
less; nor take the widow's 
raiment to pledge. ''But 
thou shalt remember that 
thou wast . a bondman 
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In Egypt, and the Lord 
thy Qod redeemed thee 
thence; therefore I com- 
mand thee to do this 
thing. 

^•When thou reapest thy 
harvest in thy field, and 
hast forgot a sheaf in the 
field, thou Shalt not go 
back to fetch it; It shall 
be for the stranger, for 
the fatherless, and for the 
widow; that the Lord thy 
God may bless thee in all 
the work of thy hands. 

"•When thou beatest 
thine olive-tree, thou shalt 
not go over the boughs 
again; it shall be for the 
stranger, for the father- 
less, and for the widow. 
'^When thou gatherest the 
grapes of thy vineyard, 
thou Shalt not glean it 
after thee; it shall be for 
the stranger, for the 
fatherless, and for the 
widow. "And thou shalt 
remember that thou wast 
a bondman in the land of 
Egypt; therefore I com- 
mand thee to do this 
thing. 

oc ^hou Shalt not have 
^*^ in thy bag diverse 
weights, a great and a 
small, ^hou shalt not 
have in thy house diverse 
measures, a great and a 
smalL ^A perfect and 
just weight . Shalt thou 



have; a perfect and Just 
measure shalt thou have; 
that thy days may be long 
upon the land which the 
IX)BD thy God giveth thee. 
'Tor all that do such 
things, even all that do 
unrighteously, are an 
abomination unto the 
LiOBD thy God. 

OQ And Moses called un- 
^^ to all Israel, and said 
unto them: 

Ye have seen all that 
the LOBO did before your 
eyes in the land of Egypt 
unto Pharaoh, and unto 
all his servants, and unto 
all his land; Hhe great 
trials which thine eyes 
saw, the signs and those 
great wonders; "but the 
Lord hath not given you 
a heart to know, and eyes 
to see, and ears to hear, 
unto this day. ^And I 
have led you forty years 
in the wilderness; your 
clothes are not waxen old 
upon you, and thy shoe is 
not waxen old upon thy 
foot. *Ye have not eaten 
bread, neither have ye 
drunk wine or strong 
drink; that ye might 
know, that I am the Lord 
your 'God. 'And when ye 
came unto this place, 
Sihon the king of Hesh- 
bon, and Og the king of 
Bashan, came out against 
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us unto battle, and we 
smote them. *And we took 
their land, and gave it for 
an inheritance unto the 
Reubenites, and to the 
Gadites, and to the half- 
tribe of the Manassites. 
•Observe therefore the 
words of this covenant,

*Ye are standing this 
day all of you before the 
LOBD your God: your 
heads, your tribes, your 
elders, and your officers, 
even all the men of Israel, 
*^Qur little ones, your 
wives. , and thy stranger 
that is in the midst of thy 
camp, from the hewer of 
thy wood unto the drawer 
of thy water; "that thou 
shouldest enter into the 
covenant of the Lobd thy 
God — and into His oath — 
which the Lord thy God 
maketh with thee this 
day; "that He may estab- 
lish thee this day unto 
Himself for a people, and 
that He may be unto thee a 
God, as He spoke unto 
thee, and as He swore unto 
thy fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob. 
"Neither with you only 
do I make this covenant 
and this oath; ^but with 
him that standeth here 
with us this day before 



the Lobd our God, and 
also with him that is noi 
here with us this day — 
"for ye know how we 
dwelt in the land of 
Egypt; and how we came 
through the midst of the 
nations through which ye 
passed; "and ye have seen 
their detestable things, 
and their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, 
which were with them — 
"lest there should be 
among you man, or 
woman, or family, or 
tribe, whose heart tumeth 
away this day from the 
Lobd our God, to go to 
serve the gods of those 
nations; lest there should 
be among you a root that 
beareth gall and worm- 
wood; "and it come to 
pass, when he heareth the 
werds of this curse, that 
he bless himself in his 
heart, saying: 1 shall 
have peace, though I walk 
in the stubbornness of my 
heart — that the watered 
be swept away with the 
dry*; "the Lobd will not 
be willing to pardon him» 
but then the anger of the 
Lord and His jealousy 
shall be kindled against 
that man, and all the 
curse that is written In 
this book shall lie upon 
him, and the Lobd shall 
blot out his name from 
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under heaven; "^and the 
Lord shall separate him 
unto evil out of all the 
tribes of Israel, according 
to all tfie curses of the 
covenant that id written 
in this book of the law. 
"And the generation to 
come, your children that 
shall rise up after you, 
and the foreigrner that 
shall come from a far 
land, shall say, when they 
see the plagues of that 
land, and the sicknesses 
wherewith the Lord hath 
made it sick; "and that 
the whole land thereof is 
brimstone, and salt, and 
a burning, that It is not 
sown, nor beareth, nor 
any grrass groweth therein, 
like the overthrow of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, 
Admah and Z e b o 1 i m, 
which the Lobd overthrew 
in His anger, and In His 
wrath; "even all the na- 
tions shall say: 'Where- 
fore hath the Lobd done 
thus unto this land? what 
meaneth the heat of this 
great anger?* **then men 
shall say: 'Because they 
forsook the covenant of 
the Lobd, the God of their 
fathers, which He made 
with them when He 
brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt; "and 
went and served other 
gods, and worshipped 



them, godd that they knew 
not, and that He had 
not allotted unto them; 
"therefore the anger of 
the Lord was kindled 
against this land, to bring 
upon it all the curse tliat 
I9 written in this book; 
'^and the Lobd rooted tliem 
out of their land in angrer, 
and in wrath, and in great 
indignation, and cast 
them into another land, 
as it is this day.* — ^The 
secret things belong unto 
the Lobd our Gk>d; but the 
things that are revealed 
belong unto us and to our 
children for ever, that -we 
may do all the words of 
this law. 

0(\ And it shall come to 
^^ pass, when all these 
things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the 
curse, which I have set 
before thee, and thou shalt 
bethink thyself among all 
the nations, whither the 
Lobd thy Gk>d hath driven 
thee, 'and shalt return 
unto the Lobd thy God, 
and hearken to His voice 
according to all that I 
command thee this day, 
thou and thy children, 
with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul; *that 
then the Lobd thy God 
will turn thy captivity, 
and have compassion 
»upon thee, and will return 
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and grather thee fk*om , all 
the peoples* whither the 
Lord thy God hath scat- 
tered thee. -• *If any of 
thine that are dispersed 
be In the uttermost parts 
of lieaven, from thence 
will the Lord thy God 
gather thee, and from 
thence will He fetch thee. 
*And the Lord thy God 
will bring: thee into the 
land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt 
possess it; and He will do 
thee grood, and multiply 
thee above thy fathers. 
*And the Lord thy €k>d 
will circunicise thy heart, 
and the heart of thy peed, 
to love the LORD thy God 
with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, that 
thou mayest live. 'And 
the Lord thy God will put 
all these curses upon 
thine enemies, and on 
them that hate thee, that 
persecuted thee. 'And 
thou shalt return and 
hearken to the voice of 
the Lord, and do all His 
commandments which % 
command thee this day. 
*And the IiORD thy God 
will make thee overabun- 
dant in all the work of 
thy hand, in the fruit of 
thy body, and in the fruit 
of thy cattle, and in the 
fruit of thy land, for grood ; 



for the Lord will agrain 
rejoice over thee for grood. 
as He rejoiced over thy 
fathers; *Hf thou shalt 
hearken to the voice of the 
Lord thy God, to keep His 
commandments and His 
statutes which are written 
in this book pt the law; 
if thou turn unto the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul. 

"For this commandment 
which I command thee 
this day, it is not too hard 
for thee, neither is it far 
off. "It is not in heaven, 
that thou shouldest say: 
*Who shall go up for us to 
heaven, and bring it unto 
us, and make us to hear 
it, that we may do it?* 
"Neither is it beyond the 
sea, that thou shouldest 
say: *Who shall go over 
the sea for us, and bring 
it unto us. and make us 
to hear it, that we may do 
Itr "J3ut the word is very 
nigh unto thee, in thy 
mouth, and in. thy heart, 
that thou mayest do it. 

**See, I have set before 
thee thisT day life and 
good, and death and evil, 
^Hn that I command thee 
this day to love the Lord 
thy God, to walk in His 
ways, and to keep His 
commandments and His 
statutes and His ordi-^ 
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nances; then thou shalt 
live and multiply, and the 
Lord thy Ood shall bless 
thee in the land whither 
thou goest In to possess 
it. "But if thy heart turn 
away, and thou wilt not 
hear, but shalt be drawn 
away, and worship other 
gods, and serve them; "I 
declare unto you this day, 
that ye shall surely per- 
ish; ye shall not prolong 
your days upon the land, 
whither thou passest over 
the Jordan to go in to 
possess it. ^ call heaven 
and earth to witness 
against you this day, that 
I have set before thee life 
and death, the blessing 
and the curse; therefore 
choose life, that thou 
mayest live, thou and thy 
seed; ''to love the Lord 
thy God, to hearken to His 
voice, and to cleave unto 
Him; for that is thy life, 
and the length of thy 
days; that thou mayest 
dwell in the land which 
the IX)RD swore untp thy 
fathers, to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, to 
give them. 

qi And Moses went and 
*'* spoke these words 
unto all Israel. 'And he 
said unto them: *I am a 
hundred and twenty years 
old thi9 day; I can no 
more go out and come in; 



and the Ix>BD bath said 
unto me: Thou shalt not 
go over this Jordan. Tlie 
liORD thy God, He will gro 
over before thee; He "will 
destroy these nations from 
before thee, and thou shalt 
dispossess them; and 
Joshua, he shall go over 
before thee, as the LiObd 
hath spoken. 'And the 
Lord will do unto them as 
He did to Sihon and to 
Og, the kings of the 
Amorites, and unto their 
land; whom He destroyed. 
"And the Lord will deliver 
them up before you, and 
ye shall do unto them

*And Moses wrote this 
law, and delivered it unto 
the priests the sons of 
Levi, that bore the ark of 
the covenant of the Ix>rd, 
and unto all the elders of 
Israel. "And Moses com- 
manded them, saying: 'At 
the end of every seven 
years, in the set time of 
the year of release, in the 
feast of. tabernacles, 
'^when all Israel is come 
to appear before the Lobd 
thy God in the place which 
He shall choose, thou shalt 
read this law before all 
Israel in their hearing:. 
"Assemble the people, the 
men and the women and 
the little ones, and thy 
stranger that is within thy 
gates, that they may hear, 
and that they may learn, 
and fear the Lord your 
God, and observe to do all 
the words of this law; 
"and that their children, 
who have not known, may 
hear, and learn to fear the 
Lord your God, as long as 
ye live in the land whither 
ye go over the Jordan to 
possess it.' 

^^And the Lord said 
unto Moses: 'Behold, thy 
days approach that thou 
must die; call Joshua, and 
present yourselves in the 



tent of meeting that I may 
give him a charge.' And 
Moses and Joshua went, 
and presented themselves 
in the tent of meeting. 
"And the Lobd appeared 
in the Tent in a pillar of 
cloud; and the pillar of 
cloud stood over the door 
of the Tent. "And the 
Lord said unto Moses: 
'Behold, thou art about to 
sleep with thy fathers; 
and this people will rise 
up, and go astray after 
the foreign gods 6t the 
land, whither they go to 
be among them, and will 
forsake Me, and break My 
covenant which I have 
made with them. "Then 
My anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, 
and I will forsake them, 
and I will hide My face 
from them, and they shall 
be 'devoured, and many 
evils and troubles shall 
come upon them; so that 
they will say in that day: 
Are not these evils come 
upon us because our God 
is not among us? "And I 
will surely hide My face 
in that day for all the evil 
which they shall have 
wrought, in that they are 
turned unto other gods. 
"Now therefore write ye 
this song for you, and 
teach thou it the children 
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of Israel; put it in their 
mouths, that this song 
may be a witness for Me 
against the children of 
Israel, '^or when I shall 
have brought them into 
the land which I swore 
unto their fathers, flowing 
with milk and honey; and 
they shall have eaten their 
fill, and waxen fat; and 
turned unto other gods» 
and served them, and 
despised Me, and broken 
My covenant; **then It 
shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles 
are come upon them, that 
this song shall testi^ be- 
fore them as a witness; 
for it shall not be for- 
gotten out of the mouths 
of their seed; for I know 
their imagination how 
they do even now, before 
I have brought them Into 
the land which I swore/ 
"So Moses wrote this song 
the same day, and taught 
it the children of Israel. 
^And he gave Joshua the 
son of Nun a charge, and 
said: 'Be strong and of 
good courage; for thou 
Shalt bring the children of 
Israel into the land which 
I swore unto them; and I 
will be with thee.' 

^And it came to pass, 
when Moses had made an 
end of writing the words 



of this law in a book, until 
they were finished, "that 
Moses commanded the 
Levites, that bore the ark 
of the covenant of the 
liORD, saying: "'Take this 
book of the law, and put 
it by the side of the ark of 
the covenant of the LOBi) 
your God, that it may be 
there for a witness 
against thee. "^For I know 
thy rebellion, and thy stiff 
neck; behold, while I am 
yet alive with you this 
day, ye have been rebel* 
lious against the Lobd; 
and how much more after 
my death ? "Assemble 
unto me all the elders of 
your tribes, and your 
officers, that I may speak 
these words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth 
to witness against them. 
"For I know that after my 
death ye will in any wise 
deal corruptly, and. turn 
aside from the way -vvhlcb 
I have commanded you: 
and evil will befall you in 
the end of days; because 
ye will do that which is ; 
evil in the sight of the 
IjOBD, to provoke Him | 
through the work of your 
hands.' "And Moses spoke : 
in the ears of all the as- ' 
sembly of Israel the words 
of this song, until they 
were finished:

And doth make expia- 
tion for the land of 
His people. 

^And Moses came and 
spoke all the words of this 
song in the ears of the 
people, he. and Hoshea the 
son of Nun. '"And when 
Moses made an end of 
speaking all these words 
to all Israel, ^he said unto 
them: '8et your heart 
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unto all the words where- 
with I testify against you 
this day; that ye may 
charge your children 
therewith to observe to do 
all the words of this law. 
*'For it is no vain thing 
for you; because it is your 
life, and. through this 
thing ye^ shall prolong 
your days upon the land, 
whither ye go over the 
Jordan to possess it.' 

^And the Lobd spoke 
unto Moses that selfsame 
day, saying: ***Get thee 
up into this mountain of 
Abarim, unto mount Nebo, 
which Is in the land of 
Moab, that is over against 
Jericho; and behold the 
land of Canaan,, which I 
give unto the children of 
Israel for a possession; 
*^and* die in the mount 
whither thou goest up, 
and be gathered unto %tiy 
people; as Aaron thy 
brother died in mount Hor, 
and was gathered unto 
his people. '^Because ye 
trespassed against Me in 
the midst of the children 
of Israel at the waters of 
Meribath-kadesh, in the 
wilderness of Zin; be- 
cause ye sanctified ,,Me 
hot in the midst of the 
children of Israel. "^For 
thou Shalt see the ' land 
afar oft; but thou shalt 



not go thither into the 
land which I give the 
children of Israel.' 
60 And this is the bless- 
*'*' ing, wherewith Moses 
the man of God blessed 
the children of Israel be- 
fore his death. 'And he 
said: 
The Lord came from 

Sinai, 
And rose ftom Seir unto 

them; 
He shined forth from 

mount Paran, 
And He came from the 

myriads holy. 
At His right, hand was 
a fiery law unto them. 
•Yea, He loveth the 

peoples. 
All His holy ones — they 

are in Thy hand; 
And they sit down at 

Thy feet, 
Receiving of Thy words. 
^Moses commanded us a 

law, ^ 

An inheritance of the 

^congregation of Jacob. 

*And there was a king in 

Jeshurun, ( 

When the heads of the 

people were gathered, 

All the tribes of Israel 

together. 

- *Liet Reuben live, and not 
die . 
In that his men become 
few. 
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*And this for Judah, 
and he said: 

Hear, Lobd, the voice of 
Judah, 

And bring: him in unto 
his. people; 

His hands shall contend 
for him. 

And Thou shalt bo a 
help against his ad- 
versaries. 

*And of Levi he said: 
Thy Thummim and Thy 

Urim be with Thy 

holy one, 
Whom Thou didst prove 

at Massah, 
With whom Thou didst 

strive at the waters 

of Meribah; 
*Who said of his father, 

and of his mother: *I 

have not seen him'; 
Neither did he acknowl- 
edge his brethren. 
Nor knew he his own 

children; 
For they have observed 

Thy word. 
And keep Thy covenant. 
^*They shall teach Jacob 

Thine ordinances. 
And Israel Thy law; 
They shall put incense 

before Thee, 
And whole burnt-offer- 
ing upon Thine altar. 
^Bless, liOBD, his sub- 

stance 
And accept the work of 

his hands: 



Smite through the loins 

of them that rise up 

against him. 
And of them that hate 

him» that they rise not 

again. 

''Of Benjamin he said: 

The beloved of the lx>Bi> 

shall dwell in safety 

by Him; 

He covereth him all the 

day. 
And He dwelleth be- 
tween his shoulders. 

"And of Joseph he 

said: 
Blessed of the Lobd be 

his land; 
For the precious things 
of heaven, for the 
dew. 
And for the deep that

""And of Dan he said: 
Dan la a lion's whelp, i 
That leapeth forth from 
Bashan. 

"And of Naphtali he 
said: 
O Naphtali, satisfied 

with favour, 
And full with the bless- 
ing of the LiOBD: 
Possess thou the sea 
and the south. 

"And of Asher he said: 
Blessed be Asher above 

sons; 
Xiethimbethe favoured 

of his brethren^ 
And let him dip his foot 

in oil. 
"Iron and brass shall be 

thy bars; 
Arid as thy days, so 

shall thy strength be« 
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"There is none like unto 
God, O Jeshunin, 
Who ri<leth upon the 

heaven as thy help, 
And in His excellency 

on the skies. 
The eternal Gk>d is a 

dwellin^r-place. 
And underneath are the 

everlastinsr arms; 
And He thrust out the 
enemy from before 
thee. 
And said: 'Destroy/ 
"And Israel dwelleth In 
safety, 
The fountain of Jacob 

alone. 
In a land of com and 

wine; 
Tea, his heavens drop 
down dew. 
*Happy art thou, O 
Israel, who is like 
unto thee? 
A people- saved by the 

Lord, 
The shield of thy help, 
And that is the sword 

of thy excellency! 
And thine enemies shall 
dwindle away before 
thee; 
And thou Shalt tread 
upon their high 
places. 
o^ And Moses went up 
*^^from the plains of 
Moab unto mount Nebo, 
to the top of Pisgah, that 
is over a^inst Jericho. 
And the Lord showed him 



all the land, even Gilead 
as far as Dan; Hakd all 
Naphtali, and the land of 
Ephraim and Manasseh, 
and all the land of Judah 
as far as the hinder sea; 
'and the South, and the 
Plain, even the valley of 
Jericho the city of palm- 
trees, as far as Zoar. 
^And the LoBD said unto 
him': 'This is the land 
which I swore unto Abra- 
ham, unto Isaac, and unto 
Jacob, sayincr: I will sive 
it unto thy seed; I have 
caused thee to see it with 
thine eyes, but thou shalt 
not go over thither.' *So 
Moses the servant of the 
Lord died there in the 
land of Moab, according 
to the word of the Lord. 
*And he was buried in the 
valley in the land of Moab 
over against Beth-peor; 
and no man knoweth of 
his sepulchre unto this 
day. \A.nd Moses was a 
hundred and twenty years 
old when lie died; nis eye 
was not dim, nor his 
natural force abated. 
*And the children of Israel 
wept for Moses in the 
plains of Moab thirty 
days; so the days of weep- 
ing in the mourning for 
Moses were ended. *And 
Joshua the son of Nun 
was full of the spirit of 
wisdom; for Moses had 
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laid his hands upon him; 
and the children of Israel 
hearkened unto him, and 
did as the Ix>rd com- 
manded " Moses. *- ^And 
there /hath not ' arisen a 
prophet . since in Israel 
like unto Moses» whom 
the Lord knew face to 
face; ^in all the signs 



and the wonders, which 
the Lord sent him to do 
in the land of Egrypt, to 
Pharaoh, and to all his 
servants, and to all his 
lajid; ^nd in alU the 
mighty hand, and in all 
the great terror, which 
Moses wrought in the 
sight of all Israel. 



JOSHUA 



INow it came to pass 
after the death of Moses 
the servant of the Lord, 
that the LORD spoke unto 
Joshua the son of Nun, 
Moses' minister, saying: 
*'Mose8 My servant is 
dead; now therefore arise, 
go over this Jordan, thou, 
and all this people, unto 
the land which I do give 
to them, even to the 
children of Israel. "Every 
place that the sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, to 
you have I given it, as I 
spoke unto Moses. *Froxn 
the wilderness, and this 
Lebanon, even unto the 
great river, the river 
Euphrates, bX\ the land of 
the Hittites, and unto the 
Great Sea toward the 
going down of the sun, 
shall be your border. 
"There shall not any man 
be able to stand before 
thee all the days of thy 



life; as I was with Moses, 
so I will be with thee; I 
will not fall thee, nor for- 
sake thee. *Be strong and 
of good courage; for thou 
Shalt cause this people to 
inherit the land which I 
swore unto their fathers 
to give 'them. *Only be 
strong and very coura- 
geous, to observe to do 
according to all the law, 
which Moses My servant 
commanded thee; turn 
not from it to the right 
hand or to the left, that 
thou mayest have good 
success whithersoever 
thou goest. This book of 
the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth, but thou 
Shalt meditate therein day 
and night, that thou may* 
est observe to do accord- 
ing to all that is written 
therein; for then thou 
Shalt make thy" ways 
prosperous, and then thou 
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Shalt have good success. 
*Have not I commanded 
thee? Be strong and of 
good courage; be not af- 
frighted, neither be thou 
dismayed; for the Lobd 
thy God is with thee 
whithersoever thou goest.' 
I *^hen Joshua com- 
manded the officers of the 
people, saying: "'Pass 
through the midst of the 
camp, and command the 
people, saying: Prepare 
you victuals; for within 
three days ye are to pass 
over this Jordan, to go in 
to possess the land, which 
the Lobd your God giveth 
you to possess it.' 

^And to the Reubenites, 
and to the Gadites, and to 
the half-tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, spoke Joshya, say- 
ing: "'Remember the 
word which Moses the 
servant of the IjOBD com- 
manded you, saying: The 
XiOBD your God giveth you 
rest, and will give you this 
land. "Your wives, your 
little ones, and your cattle, 
shall abide in the land 
which Moses gave you be- 
yond the Jordan; but ye 
shall pass over before 
your brethren armed, all 
the mighty men of valour, 
and shall help them; 
^ntll the IiOBD have given 
your brethren rest, as 
unto you, and they also 



have possessed the land 
which the Lord your Grod 
giveth them; then ye shall 
return unto the land of 
your possession, and pos- 
sess it, which Moses the 
servant of the Lobd gave 
you beyond the Jordan 
toward the sunrising.' 

"And they answered 
Joshua, saying: 'AH that 
thou hast commanded us 
we will do, and whitherso- 
ever thou seiidest us we 
will go. "According as 
we hearkened unto Moses 
in all things, so will we 
hearken unto thee; only 
the Lord thy God be with 
thee, as He was with 
Moses. "Whosoever he be 
that shall rebel against 
thy commandment, and 
shall not hearken unto thy 
words in all that thou 
commandest him, he shall 
be put to death; only be 
strong and of good cour- 
age.' 

9 And it came to pass, 
when all the kings that 
were beyond the Jordan, 
in the hilUcouhtry, and in 
the Lowland, and on all 
the shore of Uie Great Sea 
in front of Lebanon, the 
Hlttite, and the Amorlte, 
the Canaanite, the Peris- 
zite, the Hivlte, and the 
Jebusite, heard thereof, 
Hhat they gathered them- 
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selves together, to ilerht 
with w^ Joshua and with 
Israel, with one accord. 

'But when the inhabit- 
ants of Gibeon heard 
what Joshua had done 
unto Jericho and to Ai, 
Hhey also did work wllily, 
and went and made as if 
they had been ambas- 
sadors, and took old sacks 
upon their asses,, and 
wine -skins, worn and rent 
and patched up; Hind 
worn shoes and clouted 
upon their feet, and worn 
crarments upon them; and 
all the bread of their pro- 
vision was dry and was 
become crumbs.. *And 
they went to Joshua unto 
the camp at Gilgal, and 
said unto him, and to the 
men of Israel: 'We are 
come from a far country; 
now therefore make ye a 
covenant with us.' 'And 
the men of Israel said 
unto the Hivites: "Perad- 
venture ye dwell amongr 
us; and how shall we 
make a covenant with 
you ?' *And they said unto 
Joshua: *We are thy serv- 
ants.* And Joshua said 
unto them: "Who are ye? 
and from whence come 
ye?* ?And they said unto 
him: 'From, a very far 
country thy servants are 
come because of the name 
of the I/>SD thy God; for 



we have heard the fUne 
of Him, and all that He 
did in Esrypt, ^nd all 
that He did to the two 
kinflTS of the Amorites, 
that were beyond the Jor* 
dan, to Sihon king of 
Heshbon,*and to Og kins 
of Bashan, who was at 
Ashtaroth. ^And our 
elders and all the inhabit- 
ants of oiir country spoke 
to us, saying: Take pro- 
vision in your hand tor 
the journey, and go to 
meet them, and say unto 
them: We are your serv- 
ants; and now make ye 
a covenant with us. **rhis 
our bread we took hot for 
our provision out of our 
houses on the day we 
came forth to go unto 
you; but now, behold, it 
is dry, and is become 
crumbs. ^And these wine- 
skins, which we filled, 
were new; and, behold, 
they are rent. And these 
our garments and our 
shoes are worn, by reason 
of the very long journey.* 
^And the men took of 
their provision, and asked 
not counsel at the mouth 
of the Lord. "And Joshua 
made peace with them, 
and made a covenant with 
them, to let them live; 
and the princes of the 
(Congregation swore unto 
them. 
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HAnd It came to pass 
at the end of three days 
after they had tnade a 
covenant with them, that 
they heard that they were 
their neighbours, and that 
they dwelt among them. 
"And the children of Israel 
journeyed, and came unto 
their cities on the third 
day. Now their cities 
were Gibeon, and Chephi- 
rah, and Beeroth, and 
Kiriath-jearim. »Ahd the 
children of Israel smote 
them not, because the 
princes of the congrega- 
tion had sworn unto them 
by the LOBD, the God of 
Israel. And all the con- 
gregation ' murmured 
against the princes. ''But 
all the princes said unto 
all the congregation: *We 
have sworn unto. them by 
the Lord, the God of 
Israel; now therefore we 
may ■ not touch them. 
*^his we Will do to them, 
and let them live; lest 
wrath be upon us, because 
of the oath which we 
swore unto them.' ''And 
the princes said concern- 
ing them: 'Let them live'; 
80 they became hewers of 
wood and drawers of 
water unto all the congre- 
gation, as the princes had 
spoken concerning them; 
"And Joshua called for 



them, and he spoke unto 
them, saying: 'Wherefore 
have ye beguiled us, say- 
ing*: We are very far 
from you, when ye dwell 
among us? "Now there- 
fore ye are cursed, and 
there shall never fail to 
be of you bondmen, both 
hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for the 
house of my God.' ''And 
they answered Joshua, 
and said': because it was 
certainly told thy serv- 
ants, how that the LoBO 
thy God commanded His 
servant Moses to give you 
all the land, and to de- 
stroy all the inhabitants 
of the land from before 
you; therefore we were 
sore afraid for our lives 
because of you, and have 
done this thing. '"And 
now, behold, we are in thy 
hand: as it seemeth good 
and right unto thee to do 
unto us, do. ""And so did 
he unto them, and de- 
livered them out of the 
hand of the children of 
Israel, that they slew 
them not. 'TAnd Joshua 
made them that day 
hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for the 
congregation, and for the 
altar of the Lobd, unto 
this- day, in the place 
which He should choose. 
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no theA Jbiihua called 
^^.tha Reubenites, and 
tlie Qadites, and the half- 
tribe of Manasseh, ^and 
said unto them: Te have 
kept all that Moses the 
servant of the Jjovd com* 
ntanded yoa» and have 
hearkened unto my voice 
In all that I commanded 
you; *yo have not left 
your brethren these many 
days unto this day, but 
liave kept the charge of 
the commandment of the 
JjOBD your Qod. lA.nd now 
the LfOBD your God hath 
Siven rest unto your 
brethren, as He spoke 
unto them; therefore now 
turn ye, and get you unto 
your tents, unto the land 
of your possession, which 
Moses the servant of the 
LiOBD gave you beyond the 
Jordan. 'Only take dili- 
gent heed to do the com- 
mandment and the law, 
which Moses the servant 
of the liOBD commanded 
you, to love the Lobd your 
God» and to walk in all 
His ways, and to keep 
His commandments^ and 
to cleave unto Him, and 
to serve Him with all your 
heart and with all your 
soul/ *So Joshua blessed 
them» and sent them 
away; and they went unto 
their tents. 



*Now to the one half- 
tribe of Manasseh Moses 
had given inheritance in 
Bashan; but unto the 
other half gave Joshua 
among their brethren be- 
yond the Jordan west- 
ward. Moreover when 
Joshua sent them away 
unto their tents, he blessed 
them» ^and spoke unto 
them, saying: 'Return 
with much wealth unto 
your tents, and with very 
much cattle, with silver, 
and with gold, and with 
brass, and with iron, 
and with very much rai- 
ment; divide the spoil of 
your enemies with your 
brethren.' 

*And the children of 
Reuben and the children 
of Gad and the half-tribe 
of Manasseh returned, 
and departed from the 
children of Israel out of 
Shiloh, which is in the 
land of Canaan, to go unto 
the lan<l of Gilead, to the 
land of their possession, 
whereof they were pos- 
sessed, according to the 
commandment of the Lobd 
by the hand* of Moses. 
^And when they came 
unto the reerion about the 
Jordan, that is in the land 
of Canaan, the children of 
Reuben and the children 
of Gad and the half -tribe 
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of Manasseh built there 
an altar by the Jordan, a 
great altar to look upon. 
"And the children of 
Israel heard say: 'Behold, 
the children of Beuben 
and the children of Gad 
and the half -tribe of Ma- 
nasseh have built an altar 
in the forefront of the 
land of Canaan, in the 
region about the Jordan, 
on the side that per- 
taineth to the children of 
Israel.' "And when the 
children of Israel heard of 
it, the whole congregation 
of the children of Israel 
gathered themselves to- 
gether at Shiloh, to go up 
against them to war. 

"And the children of Is- 
rael sent unto, the children 
of ' Reuben, and to the 
children of Gad, and to 
the half- tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, into the land of 
Gilead, Phinehas the son 
of Eleazar the priest; 
'*and with him ten princes, 
one prince of a fathers' 
house for each of the 
tribes of Israel; and they 
were every one of them 
head of their fathers' 
houses among the thou- 
sands of Israel. - "And 
they came unto the 
children of Ileuben, and 
to the children of Gad, 
and to the half-tribe of 
Manasseh, unto the land 



of Gilead, and they spok* 
with them, saying: "Thus 
saith the whole oongrega<- 
^tion of the Lobd: What 
treachery is this that ye 
have committed against 
the God of Israel, to turn 
away this day from fol- 
lowing the Lobd, in that 
ye have builded you an 
al€ar, to rebel this day 
against the Lord? "Jm the 
iniquity of Peor too little 
for us, from which we 
have not cleansed our- 
selves unto this day, al- 
though there came a 
plague upon the congre- 
gation of the Lord, "that 
ye must turn away this 
day from following the 
Lobd? and it will be, see- 
ing ye rebel to-day 
against the LoBD, that to- 
morrow He will be wroth 
with the whole congre- 
gation of Israel. "How- 
belt, if the land of your 
possession be unclean, 
then pass ye over unto the 
land of the possession of 
the Lobd, wherein the 
Lord's tabernacle dwelleth, 
and take possession 
among us; but rebel not 
against the Lord, nor 
rebel against us, in build- 
ing you an altar besides 
the altar of the Lord our 
God. "^id not Achan the 
son of Zerah commit a 
trespass concerning the 
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clevoted thinsr* and wrath 
fell upon all the con^re- 
Sratlon of Israel ? and that 
man perished not alone in 
his iniquity.' 

**Then the children of 
Reuben and the children 
of Oad and the half- tribe 
of Manasseh answered, 
and spoke unto the heads 
of the^^thousands of Israel* 
*»'God, God. the Lord, 
God, God, the 1x>bd. He 
knoweth, and Israel he 
shall know; If it be in re- 
bellion, or if in treachery 
ag^alnst the Lobd — save 
Thou us not this day 
— ^"that we have built us 
an altar to turn away 
from following the Lobd; 
or if to ofter thereon 
bumt-ofCering or meal* 
olCerinflT* or if to offer 
sacrifices of peace-olfer- 
inga thereon, let the Lobd 
Himself require it; '^and 
if we have not rather out 
of anxiety about a matter 
done this, saying:: In time 
to come your children 
mifirht speak unto our 
children, saylner: What 
have ye to do with the 
Lobd, the God of Israel? 
^for the Lobd hath made 
the Jordan a border be- 
tween us and you, ye 
children of Reuben and 
children of Gad; ye have 
no portion in the Lobd; 
B<y. misbt your children 



make our children cease 
from fearing, the Lobd. 
••Therefore we said: Let 
us now prepare to biiild 
us an altar, not for burnt- 
ofteringr, nor for sacrifice; 
"but it shall be a witness 
between us and you, and 
between our srenerations 
after us, that we may do 
the service of the Lobd 
before Him with our 
bumt-ofCerinirs, and with 
our sacrifices, and with 
our peace-offerings; that 
your children may not say 
to our children in time to 
come: Ye have no por- 
tion in the Lobd. "There- 
fore said we: It shall be, 
when they so say to us or 
to our generations in time 
to come, that we shall 
say: Behold the pattern 
of the altar of the Lobd, 
which our fathers made, 
not for burnt-offering, nor 
for sacrifice; but it is a 
witness between us and 
you. "Far be it from us 
that we should rebel 
agaiiist the LiOBD, and turn 
away this day from fol- 
lowing the Lobd, to build 
an altar for burnt -offer- 
ing, for meai-ofifering, or 
for sacrifice, besides the 
altar of the Ix>bd our God 
that is before His taber- 
nacle.' 

"And when Fhinehasthe 
priest, and the princes of 
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the congregation* even the 
heads of the thousands of 
Israel that were with him. 
heard the words that the 
children of Beuben. and 
the children of Gad and 
the children of Manasseh 
spoke, it pleased them 
well. "And Phinehas the 
son of Eleazar.the priest 
said unto the children of 
Reuben, and to the 
children of Oad, and to 
the children of Manasseh; 
*This day we know that 
the LoBD is in fhe midst 
of us,. because ye' have hot 
committed this treachery 
against the Lobd; xiow 
have ye delivered the 
children of Israel out of 
the hand of the Jjobd.' 
**And Phinehas the son of 
Eleazar the priest, and the 
princes, returnedfrom the 
children of Keuben, and 
from the children of Gad, 
out of the land of Gilead, 
unto the land of Canaan, 
to the children of Israel, 
and brought them back 
word. ''And the thing 
pleased the children of 
Israel; and the children of 
Israel blessed God, and 
spoke no more of going 
up against them to war, 
to destroy the land where- 
in the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad 
dwelt. "fAnd the children 
of Reu1i>ettandthe children 



of Gad called the altar — : 
'for it is a witness be- 
tween us that the Ix>bd 
is God.' 

oo And it came to i>aaE 
^^ after many dayStWher. 
the Ix>RD had given rest 
unto Israel from all their 
enemies round about, and 
Joshua was old and well 
stricken in years; Hhat 
Joshua called for all 
Israel, for their elders and 
for their heads, and for 
their Judges and for their 
offlcers, and said unto 
them: 1 am old and well 
stricken In years. *And 
ye have seen all that the 
Ix>BD your God hath done 
unto all these nations be- 
cause of you; for the Lobd 
your God, He It is that 
hath fought for you. ^Be- 
hold, I have allotted unto 
you for an inheritance, 
according to your tribes, 
these nations that remain, 
from the Jordan, with all 
the nations that I have 
cut ofT, even unto the 
Great Sea toward the go- 
ing down of the sun. 'And 
the LOBD your God, He 
shall thrust them out 
from before you, and drive 
them from out of your 
sight; and ye shall pos- 
sess their land, as the 
Lobd your God spoke unto 
you. Therefore be ye 
very courageous to keep 
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and to do all that is 
written in the book of the 
law of Moses, 'that ye 
turn not aside therefrom 
to the right hand or to 
the left; ^that ye come not 
amongr these nations* 
these that remain amongr 
you, neither make men* 
tion of the name of their 
firods. nor cause to swear 
by them, neither serve 
them, nor worship them; 
*but cleavo unto the Lobd 
your God, as ye havo done 
unto this day; "wherefore 
the LOBD hath driven out 
from before you great 
nations and mighty; but 
as for you, no man hath 
stood against you unto 
this day. **One man of 
you hath chased a thou- 
sand: for the LiOBD your 
God, He it is that fought 
for you, as He spoke unto 
you. "Take good heed 
therefore unto yourselves, 
that ye love the liOBD your 
God. "Else if ye do in 
any wise go back, and 
cleave unto the remnant 
of these nations, even 
these that remain among 
you, and make marriages 
with them, and go in unto 
them, and they to you; 
%now for a certainty that 
the LfOBD your God will no 
more drive these nations 
from out of your sight; 
but they shail be a snare 



and a trap unto you, and 
a scourge in your sides^ 
and pricks in your eyes, 
until ye perish from oh. 
this good land which the 
LoBD your God hath given 
you. ^And, behold, this 
day I am going the way 
of all the earth; consider 
ye therefore in all yoiir 
heart and in all your soul, 
that not one thing hath 
failed of all the good 
things which the 1jOBJ> 
your God spoke concern- 
ing you; all are come to 
pass unto you, not one 
thing hath failed thereof. 
"And it shall come to 
pass, that as all the good 
things are come upon 
you of which the Jjobs> 
your God spoke unto you. 
so shall the Lobd bring: 
upon you all the evil 
things, until He have de- 
stroyed you from ofC this 
good land which the Lord 
your God hath given you. 
**When ye transgress the 
covenant of the Lobd your 
God, which He com- 
manded you, and go and 
serve other gods, and 
worship them; then shall 
the anger of the Lobd be 
kindled against you, and 
ye shall perish quickly 
from off the good land 
which He hath given unto 
you.' 
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€\A And Joshua srathered 
^^ all the tribes of Israel 
to Shechem, and called for 
the elders of Israel, and 
for their heads, and for 
their Judfires, and for their 
officers; and they pre- 
sented themselves before 
God. 'And Joshua said 
unto all the people: Thus 
saith the liOBDf the God 
of Israel: Your fathers 
dwelt of old time beyond 
the River, even Terah, the 
father of Abraham, and 
the father of Nahor; and 
they served other gods. 
*And I took your father 
Abraham from beyond the 
River, and led him 
throughout all the land of 
Canaan, and multiplied 
his seed, and gave him 
Isaac. ^And I gave unto 
Isaac Jacob and Esau; 
and I gave unto Esau 
mount Seir, to possess it? 
and Jacob and his children 
went down into Egypt 
'And I sent Moses and 
Aaron, and t plagued 
Egypt, according to that 
which I did in the midst 
thereof; and afterward I 
brought you out. *And I 
brought your fathers out 
of Egypt; and ye came 
unto the sea; and the 
Egyptians pursued after 
your fathers with chariots 
and with horsemen unto 
the Red Sea. *And when 



they cried out unto the 
Lord, He put darkness be- 
tween you and the Egirp- 
tianS, and brought the sea 
upon them, and covered 
them; and your eyes saw 
what I did in Egypt; and 
ye dwelt in the wilderness 
many days. *And I 
brought you into the land 
of the Amorites^ that 
dwelt beyond the Jordan; 
and they fought with you; 
and I gave them into your 
hand, and ye possessed 
their land; and I destroyed 
them from before you. 
Then Balak the son of 
Zipi>or, king of Moab, 
arose and fought against 
Israel; and he sent and 
called Balaam the son of 
Beor to curse you. "But 
I would not hearken unto 
Balaam; therefore he 
even blessed you; so I 
delivered you out of his 
hand. ^And ye went over 
the Jordan, and came 
unto Jericho; and the men 
of Jericho fought against 
you, the Amorite, and the 
Perizzite, and the Canaan - 
ile, and the Hittite, and 
the Girgashite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite; and I 
delivered them into your 
hand. ^And I sent the 
hornet before you, which 
drove them out from be- 
fore you, even the two 
kings of the Amorites; i 
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' not with thy sword, nor 
with thy bow. "And I 
grave you a land whereon 
thou hadst not laboured, 
and cities which ye built 
not, and ye dwell therein; 
Of vineyards and olive- 
yards which ye planted 
not do ye eat. **Now 
therefore fear the LiOBD, 
and serve Him in sin- 
cerity and in truth f and 
put away the STods which 
your fathers served be- 
yond the River, and In 
B^ypt; and serve ye the 
Lord. "And if it seem 
evil unto you to serve the 
IjOBD, choose you this day 
whom ye will serve; 
whether the grods which 
your fathers served that 
were beyond the River, or 
the grods of the Amorites, 
in whose land ye dwell t 
but as for me and my 
house, we will serve the 
Lord.' 

**And the people an- 
swered and said: 'Far be 
it from us that we should 
forsake the Lobd, to serve 
other grods; "for the Lord 
our God, He it is that 
brought us and our 
fathers up out of the land 
of Egypt, from the house 
of bondage, and that did 
those great signs in our 
sight, and preserved us in 
all the way wherein we 
went, and among all the 



peoples through the midst 
of whom we passed; "and 
the IiOED drove out from 
before us all the peoples, 
even the Amorites that 
dwelt in the land; there- 
fore we also will serve 
the Xx>RD for He is our 
God/ 

"And Joshua said unto 
the people: Te cannot 
serve the Lord; for He la 
a holy God; He is a Jeal- 
ous God; He will not for- 
give your transgression 
nor your sins. "If ye for- 
sake the Lobd, and serve 
strange gods, then He will 
turn and do you evil, and 
consume you, after that 
He hath done you good/ 

"^And the people said 
unto Joshua: 'Nay; but 
we will serve the Lobd/ 
"And Joshua said unto 
the people: *Ye are wit- 
nesses against yourselves 
that ye have chosen you 
the Lord, to serve Him. 
— And they said: 'We are 
witnesses.' — ^"Now there- 
fore put away the strange 
gods which are among 
you, and incline your 
heart unto the Lobd, the 
God of Israel.' "And the 
people said unto Joshua: 
•The Lord our God will we 
serve, and unto His voice 
will we hearken/ 

"So Joshua made a cov- 
enant with the people that 
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day, and set them a 
statute and an ordinance 
Jn Shechem. '"And Joshua 
wrote these words in the 
book of the law of God; 
and he took a great stone, 
and set it up there under 
the oak that was by the 
sanctuary of the Lobd. 
^And Joshua said unto all 
the people: *Behold» this 
stone shall be a witness 
against us; for it hath 
heard all the words of the 
LiOBD which He spoke unto 
us; it shall be therefore a 
witness against you, lest 
ye deny your God/ ''So 
Joshua sent the people 
away, every man unto his 
inheritance. 

"And it came to pass 
after these things, that 
Joshua the son of Nun, 
the servant of the Lobd, 
died, being a hundred and 
ten years old. "And they 
buried him in the border 
of his inheritance in 



Timnath-serah, which is 
in the hill-country of 
Ephraim, on the north of 
the mountain of Gaash. 
"And Israel served the 
liOBD all the days of 
Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that outlived 
Joshua, and had known 
all the work of the LiORD. 
that He had wrought for 
Israel. ''And the bones of 
Joseph, which the children 
of Israel brought up out 
of Egypt, buried they in 
Shechem, in the parcel of 
ground which Jacob 
bought of the sons of 
Hamor the father of 
Shechem for a hundred 
pieces' of money; and they 
became the inheritance of 
the children of Joseph. 
"And Eleazar the son of 
Aaron died; and they 
buried him in the Hill of 
Phinehas hia son, which 
was given him in mount 
Ephraim*

6 And the children of 
Israel did that which 
was evil in the sight of 
the Lobd; and the Lord 
delivered them into the 
hand of Midian seven 
ye£i,rs. 'And the hand of 
Midian prevailed against 



Israel; and because of 
Midian the children of 
Israel made them the dens 
which are in the moun- 
tains, and the caves, and 
the strongholds. 'And so 
it was, when Israel had 
sown, that the Midianites 
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came up, and the Amatek- 
ites, and the children of 
the east; they came up 
asrainst them; ^and they 
encainped against them, 
and destroyed the produce 
of the earth, till thou 
cozne unto Gaza, and left 
no sustenance in Israel, 
neither sheep, nor ox, nor 
ass. *For they came up 
witli their cattle and their 
tents, and they came in 
as locusts for multitude; 
both they and their cam* 
els vrere without number; 
and they came into the 
land to destroy iL *And 
Israel was brought very 
lovir l^ecause of Midian; 
and the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lord. 

''And it came to pass, 
when the children of Israel 
cried linto the Ix>RD be- 
ca.use of Midian, *that the 
Lord sent a prophet unto 
the children of Israel; and 
he said unto them: 'Thus 
saith the Lord, the God of 
Israeli I brought you up 
from Sgypt, and brought 
you forth out of the house 
of bondage; *and I deliv- 
ered you. out of the hand 
of the Egyptians, and out 
of the hand of all that 
oppressed you, and drove 
them out from before you, 
ar«d gave you their land. 
^And I said unto you: I 
am the Lord your God; ye 



shall not fear the gods of 
the Amorites, in whose 
land ye dwell; but ye 
have not hearkened unto 
My voice.* 

"And the angel of the 
JAUBD came, and sat under 
the terebinth which was 
in Ophrah, that belonged 
unto Joash the Ablezrite; 
and his son Gideon was 
beating out wheat in the 
winepress, to hide it from 
the Midianites. "And the 
angel of the Lord ap- 
peared unto him, and said 
unto him: 'The Lord is 
with thee, thou mighty 
man of valour.' "And 
Gideon said unto him: 
'Oh, my lord, if the Lord 
be with us, why then is 
all this befallen us? and 
where are all His won- 
drous works which our 
fathers told us of, saying: 
Did not the Lord bring us 
up from Egypt? but now 
the Lord hath cast us off. 
and delivered us into the 
hand of Midian.' "And 
the Lord turned towards 
him, and said: 'Go in this 
thy might, and save Israel 
from the hand of Midian; 
have not I sent thee?* 
"And he said unto him. 
*Oh, my lord, wherewith 
shall I save Israel? be- 
hold, my family is the 
poorest in Manasseh, and 
I am the least in my 
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father's house.' ^And the 
LiOBD said unto him: 
'Surely I will be with thee, 
and thou shalt smite the 
Midianites as one man.' 
**And he said unto him: 
'If now I have found 
favour in thy sight, then 
show me a sign that it Is 
thou that talkest with me. 
"Depart hot hence, I pray 
thee, until I come unto 
thee, and bring forth my 
present, and lay it before 
thee.' And he said: 'I 
will tarry until thou come 
back.' "And Gideon went 
in, and made ready a kid, 
and unleavened cakes of 
an ephah of meal; the 
flesh he put in a basket, 
and he put the broth in a 
pot, and brought it out 
unto him under the tere- 
binth, and presented it. 
"And the angel of God 
said unto him: Take the 
flesh and the unleavened 
cakes, and lay them upon 
this rock, and pour out the 
broth. And he did so. 
**Then 'the angel of the 
liOBD put forth the end of 
the staff that was in his 
hand, and touched the 
flesh and the unleavened 
cakes; and there went up 
fire out of the rock, and 
consumed the flesh and 
the unleavened cakes; and 
the angel of the Lobd de- 
parted out of his sight. 



''And Gideon saw that ha 
was the angel of the LiObd; 
and Gideon said: 'Alas, O 
Lord God! forasmuch aa 
I have seen the angel of 
the Lobd face to face.' 
""And the Lobd said unto 
him: 'Peace be unto thee; 
fear not; thou shalt not 
die.' **Then Gideon built 
an altar there unto the 
Lobd,' and called it 
'Adonai-shalom' ; unto 
this day it is yet in 
Ophrah of the Abiezrites. 
"And it came to pass 
the same night, that the 
Lobd said unto him: Take 
thy father's bullock, and 
the second bullock of 
sevei^ years old, and throw 
down the altar of Baal 
that thy father hath, and 
cut down the Asherah that 
is by It; "and build an 
altar unto the Lobd thy 
God upon the top of this 
stronghold, in the ordered 
place, and take the second 
bullock, and offer a burnt- 
offering with the wood of 
the Asheran which thou 
shalt cut down.' "Then 
Gideon took ten men of 
his servants, and did as 
the Lobd had spoken unto 
him; and it came to pass, 
because he feared his 
father's household and the 
men of the city, so that 
he could not do it by day, 
that he did it by night 
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''And when th« men of 
the city arose early in the 
morning, behold, the altar 
of Baal was broken down, 
And the Asherah was cut 
down that was by it, and 
the second bullock was 
•offered upon the altar that 
-was built. '*And they said 
one to another: *Who 
hath done this thing?' 
And when they inquired 
and asked, they said: 
*Oideon the son of Joash 
hath done this thing.' 
**Then the men of tlie city 
said unto Joash: 'Bring 
out thy son, that he may 
die; because he hath 
broken down the altar of 
Baal, and because he hath 
cut down the Asherah 
that was by it.* "And 
Joash said unto all that 
stood against him: 'Will 
ye contend for Baal? or 
will ye save him? he that 
-will contend for him, shall 
be put to death before 
morning; if he be a god, 
let him contend for him- 
self, because one hath 
broken down hts altar.' 
"Therefore on that day 
he was called Jerubbaal, 
saying: 'Let Baal contend 
against him, because he 
hath broken down his 
altar.' 

^Now aJl the Midianites 
and the Amalekites and 
the children of the east 



assembled themselves to- 
gether; and they passed 
over, and pitched in the 
valley of Jezreel. **But 
the spirit of the Lobd 
clothed Gideon; and he 
blew a horn; and Abiezer 
was gathered together 
after him. '"And he sent 
messengers throughout all 
Manasseh; and they also 
were gathered together 
after him; and he sent 
niessengers unto Asher, 
and unto Zebulun, and 
unto Naphtali; and they 
came up to meet them. 
**And Gideon said unto 
God: 'If Thou wilt save 
Israel by my hand, as 
Thou hast spoken, 'be- 
hold, I will put a fleece of 
wool on the threshing- 
floor; if there be dew on 
the fleece only, and it be 
dry upon all the ground, 
then shall I know that 
Thou wilt save Israel by 
my hand, as Thou hast 
spoken.' '"And it was so; 
for he rose up early on 
the morrow, and pressed 
the fleece together, and 
wrung dew out of the 
fleece, a bowlful of water. 
"And Gideon said unto 
God : l^et not Thine anger 
be kindled against me, 
and I will speak but this 
once: let me make trial, I 
pray Thee, but this once 
with the fleece; let it now 
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be dry only upon the 
fleece, and upon all the 
ground let there be dew/ 
••And God did so that 
night; for it was dry 
upon the fleece only, and 
there was dew on all the 
ground. 

7 Then Jerubbaal, who is 
Gideon, and all the 
people that were with 
him, rose up early, and 
pitched beside En-harod; 
and th€> camp of Midian 
was on the north side of 
them, by Gibeath-moreh, 
in the valley. 

'And the LOBD said unto 
Gideon: 'The people that 
are with thee are too 
many for Me to give the 
Midianites into their 
hand, lest Israel vaunt 
themselves against Me, 
saying: Mine own hand 
hath saved me, 'Now 
therefore make proclama- 
tion in the ears of the 
people, saying: Whoso- 
ever is fearful and trem- 
bling, let him return and 
depart early ftom mount 
Gilead.' And there re- 
turned of the people 
twenty and two thousand; 
and there remained ten 
thousand. 

•And the liOBD said unto 
Gideon: 'The people are 
yet too many; bring them 
down unto the water, and 
2 will try them for thee 



there; and it shall be, that 
of whom I say unto thee: 
This shall go with thee, 
the same shall go with 
thee; and of whomsoever 
I say unto thee: This 
shall not. go with thee, the 
same shall not go.' *So he 
brought down the people 
unto the water; and the 
LoED said unto Gideon: 
'Every one that lappeth 
of the water with his 
tongue, as a dog lappeth, 
him Shalt thou set by him- 
self; likewise every one 
that boweth down upon 
his knees to drink.' 'And 
the number of them that 
lapped, putting their hand 
to their mouth, was three 
hundred men; but all the 
rest of the people bowed 
down upon their knees to 
drink water. 'And the 
LoBD said unto Gideon: 
'By the three hundred 
men that lapped will I 
save you, and deliver the 
Midianites into thy hand; 
and let all the people go 
every man unto his place.' 
*So they took the victuals 
of the people in their 
hand, ^and their horns; 
and he sent all the men 
of Israel every man unto 
his tent, but retained the 
three hundred men; and 
the camp of Midian was 
beneath him In the valley. 
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*And it camei to pass the 
same hisrht« that the Lobd 
iseid unto him: 'Arise, gret 
thee down upon the camp; 
for I have delivered it into 
thy hand. ^<^But if thou 
:fear to go down, go thou 
with Purah thy servant 
down to the camp. "And 
thou Shalt hear what they 
say; and afterward shall 
thy hands be strengthened 
to go down upon the 
camp/ Then went he 
down with Purah his serv- 
ant unto the outermost 
part of the armed men 
that were in the camp. 
"Now the Midianites and 
the Amalekites and all the 
children of the east lay 
along in the valley like 
locusts for multitude; and 
their camels were without 
number, as the sand 
which is upon the sea* 
shore for multitude. ''And 
when Gideon was come, 
behold, there was a man 
telling a dream unto his 
fellow, and saying: 'Be* 
hold, I dreamed a dream, 
and, lo, a cake of barley 
bread tumbled into the 
camp of Midian, and came 
unto the tent, and smote 
it that it fell, and turned 
it upside down, that the 
tent lay flat/ "And his 
fellow answered and said: 
'This is nothing else save 
the sword of Gideon the 



son. of Joash,' a man of 
Israel: into his hand God 
hath delivered Midian, 
and all the host.' 

"And it was so, when 
Gideon heard the telling 
of the dream, and the in* 
terpretation thereof, that 
he. worshipped; and he 
returned into the camp of 
Israel, and said: 'Arise; 
for the Lord hath deliv* 
ered into your hand the 
host of Midian/ "And he 
divided the three hundred 
men into three companies, 
and he put into the hands 
of all of them horns, and 
empty pitchers, with 
torches within the pitch* 
era. ^^And he said unto 
them: 'Look' on me, and 
do likewise; and, behold, 
when I come to the outer* 
most part of the camp, it 
shall be that, as I do, so 
shall ye do. "When I blow 
the horn, I and all that 
are with me, then blow ye 
the horns also on every 
side of all the camp, and 
say: For the LosD and 
for Gideon!' 

"So Gideon, and th« 
hundred men that were 
with him, came unto the 
outermost part of the 
camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch, when 
they had but newly set 
the watch; and they blew 
the horns, and broke in 
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pieces the pitchers that 
were in their hands. **And 
the three companies blew 
the horns, and broke the 
pitchers, and held the 
torches in their left bands, 
and the horns in their 
right hands wherewith to 
blow; and they cried: 
'The sword for the Lord 
and for Gideon!' *^And 
they stood every man in 
his place round about the 
camp; and all the host 
ran; and they shouted, 
and fled. ''And they blew 
the three hundred horns, 
and the Lobd set every 
man's sword agrainst his 
fellow, even throughout 
all the host; and the host 
fled as far as Beth-shittah 
toward Zererah, as far as 
the border of Abel- 
meholah, by Tabbath. 
''And the men of Israel 
were gathered together 
out of Naphtali, and out 
of Asher, and out of all 
Manasseh, and pursued 
after M i d i a n. . '^And 
Gideon sent messengers 
throughout, all the hill- 
country of Ephraim, say- 
ing: 'Come down against 
Midian, and take before 
them the waters, as far as 
Beth-barah, and also the 
Jordan.' So all the men 
of Ephraim were gathered 
together, and took the 
waters as far as Beth- 



barah, and also the Jor- 
dan. "And they took the 
two princes of Midian. 
Oreb'and Zeeb; and they 
slew Oreb at the Rock of 
Oreb, and Zeeb they slew 
at the Winepress of Zeeb. 
and pursued Midian; and 
they brought the heads of 
Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon 
beyond the Jordan. 

I^And Samson went 
•■•^ down to Timnah, and 
saw a woman in Timnah 
of the daughters of the 
Philistines. 'And. he came 
up, and told his father 
and his mother, and said: 
*1 have seen a woman in 
Timnah of the daughters 
of the Philistines; now 
therefore get her for me 
to wife.' 'Then his father 
and his mother said unto 
him: 'Is there never a 
woman among the 
daughters of thy brethren, 
or among all my people, 
that thou goest to take a 
wife of the uncircumclsed 
Philistines?' And Samson 
said unto his father: 'Get 
her for me; for she 
pleaseth me well.' *But 
his father and his mother 
knew not that it was of 
the Lobd; for he sought 
an occasion against the 
Philistines. Now at that 
time the Philistines had 
rule over Israel. 
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*Then went Samson 
do^wn, and his father and 
his mother* to Timnah, 
and came to the vineyards 
of Timnah; and, behold, 
a youniT lion roared 
agrainst him. *And the 
spirit of the Uord came 
mifiThtily upon him, and 
he rent him as one would 
have rent a kid, and he 
had nothing in his hand; 
but he told not his father 
or his mother what he had 
done. ^And he went down, 
and talked with the 
woman; and she pleased 
Samson well. *And after 
a while he returned to 
take her, and he turned 
aside to see the carcass 
of the lion; and, behold, 
there was a swarm of bees 
in the body of the lion, 
and honey. *And he 
scraped it out into his 
hands, and went on, eat- 
ing: as he went, and he 
csLiMB to his father and 
mother, and gave unto 
them, aad they did eat; 
but he told them not that 
he had scraped the honey 
out of the body of the 
lion. ^And his father 
went down unto the 
woman; and Samson 
made there a feast; for 
so used the young men to 
do. ^And it came to pass, 
when they saw him, that 
they brought thirty com- 



paniona to be with nim. 
"And Samson said unto 
them: 'Let me now put 
forth a riddle unto you: 
if ye can declare it me 
within the seven days of 
the feast, and find it out, 
then I will give you thirty 
linen garments and thirty 
changes of raiment; ^*but 
if ye cannot declare it me, 
then shall ye give ma 
thirty linen garments and 
thirty changes of raiment.' 
And they said unto him: 
•Put forth thy riddle, that 
we may hear it ' **And he 
said unto them: 

Out of the eater came 
forth food. 

And out of the strong 
came forth sweetness. 
And they could not in 
three days declare the 
riddle. "And it came to- 
pass on the seventh day, 
that they said unto Sam- 
son's wife: 'Entice thy 
husband, that he may de* 
Clare unto us the riddle, 
lest we bum thee and thy 
father's house with fire; 
have ye called us hither 
to impoverish us?' ^And 
Samson's wife wept be- 
fore him, and said: 'Thou 
dost but hate me» and 
lovest me not; thou hast 
put forth a riddle unto the 
children of my people, and 
wilt thou not tell it meV 
And he said unto her:

'Bel^old, I have not told it 
my father nor my mother, 
and shall I tell thee?' 
^^And she wept before him 
the 9even days, while their 
feast lasted; .and it came 
to pass on the seventh 
day, that he told her, be- 
cause she pressed him 
sore; and she told the rid- 
dle to the children of her 
people. ^And the men of 
the city said unto him on 
the seventh day before the 
sun went down: 

What is sweeter than 
honey? 

And what is stronger 
than a lion? 
And he said unto them: 

If ye had not plowed 
with my heifer, 

Te had not found out 
my riddle. 
^•And the spirit of the 
Lord came mightily upon 
him, and he went down 
to Ashkelon, and smote 
thirty men of them, and 
took their spoil, and gave 
the changes of raiment 
unto them that declared 
the riddle. And his anger 
was kindled, and he went 
up to his father's house. 
"•But Samson's Wife was 
given to his companion, 
whom he had had for his 
friend. 

1 c But it cam^ to pass 
•■•*' after a while, in the 
time of wheat harvest. 



that Samson visited his 
wife with a kid; and he 
said? *I will go in to my 
wife into the chamber.' 
But her father would not 
suffer him to go in. • 'And 
her father said: 'I verily 
thought that thou hadst 
utterly hated her; there- 
fore I gave her to thy 
companion; is not her 
younger sister fairer than 
she? take her, I pray thee, 
instead of her.' *And 
Samson said unto them: 
'This time shall I bo quits 
with the Philistines, when 
I do them a mischief.' 
^And Samson went and 
caught three hundred 
foxes, and took torches, 
and turned tail to tail, and 
put a torch in the midst 
between every two tails. 
'And when he had set the 
torches on fire, he let 
them go into the standing 
com of the Philistines, 
and burnt up both the 
shocks and the standing 
com, and also the olive- 
yards. 'Then the Philis- 
tines, said: 'Who hath 
done this?! « And they 
said: 'S9.mson, the son- 
in-law of the Timiiite. 
becauiM h^ hath taken his 
wife, and given her to 
his companion.' And the 
Philistines came up, and 
burnt her and her father 
with fire. 'And Samson 
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said unto them: 'If ye do 
after this manner, surely 
I will be avenged of you, 
and after that I wlH 
cease.' *And he smote 
them hip and thigrh with 
a great slaughter; and he 
went down and dwelt in 
the cleft of the rock of 
£tam. 

Then the Philistines 
went up, and pitched in 
Judah, and spread them- 
selves against Lehi. "And 
the men of Judah said: 
"Why are ye come up 
against us?' And they 
said: 'To bind Samson 
are we come up, to do to 
him as he hath done to 
us.' "Then three thou- 
sand men of Judah went 
down* to the cleft of the 
rock of Etam, and said 
to Samson: 'Knowest 
thou not that the Philis- 
tines are rulers over us? 
what then is this that 
thou hast done unto us?' 
And he said unto them: 
'As they did unto me, so 
have I done unto them.' 
^And they said unto him: 
'We are come down to 
bind thee,, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand 
of the Philistines.' And 
Samson said unto them: 
'Swear unto me, that ye 
will not fall upon me 
yourselves.' "And they 
spoke unto him, saying: 



•No; but we will bind 
thee fast, and deliver thee 
into their hand; but 
surely we will not kill 
thee.' And they bound 
him with two new ropes, 
and brought him up frokn 
the rock. **When he came 
unto Lehi, the Philistines 
shouted as they met him; 
and the spirit of the Lord 
came mightily upon him, 
and the ropes that were 
upon his arms became as 
flax that was burnt with 
fire, and his bands 
dropped from off his 
hands. "And he found a 
new Jawbone of an ass, 
and put forth his hand, 
and took it, and smote a 
thousand men therewith. 
"And Samson said: 

With the jawbone of an 
ass, heaps upon heaps. 

With the jawbone of an 
ass have I smitten a 
thousand men. 
*^And it came to pass, 
when he had made an end 
of speaking, that he cast 
away the jawbone out of 
his hand; and that place 
was called Ramath-lehi. 
"And he was sore athirst, 
and called on the Lord, 
and said: 'Thou hast 
given this great deliver- 
ance by the hand of Thy 
servant; and now shall I 
die for thirst, and fall 
into the hand of the un* 
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circumcised?* ^But God 
cleaved the hollow place 
that is in Lehl, and there 
came W9,ter thereout; and 
when he had drunk, his 
spirit came back, and he 
revived; wherefore the 
name thereof was called 
En-hakkore» which is in 
Lehi unto this day. '"And 
he judgred Israel in the 
days of the Philistines 
twenty years. 
liC And Samson went to 
•■•^ Gaza, and saw there 
a harlot, and went in 
unto her. '[And it was 
told] the Gazites, sajrinfir: 
'Samson is come hither.' 
And they compassed him 
in, and lay in wait for 
him all night In the gate 
of the city, and were 
quiet all the night, say- 
ing: .'Let be till morning 
light, then we will kill 
him.' *And Samson lay 
till midnight, and arose 
at midnight, and laid 
hold of the doors of the 
gate of the city, and the 
two posts, and plucked 
them up, bar and all, and 
put them upon his 
shoulders, and carried 
them up to the top of the 
mountain that is before 
Hebron. 

*And it came to pass 
afterward, that he loved 
a woman in the valley of 
Sorek, whose name was 



Delilah. 'And the lords 
of the Philistines came 
up unto her, and said 
unto her: 'Entice him, 
and see wherein his great 
strength lieth, and by 
what means we may pre- 
vail against him, that -w^ 
may bind him to afflict 
him; and we will give 
thee every one of us 
eleven hundred pieces of 
silver.' *And Delilah said 
to Samson: 'Tell kne, I 
pray thee, wherein thy 
great strength lieth, and 
wherewith thou mightest 
be bound to afflict thee.* 
^And Samson said unto 
her: 'If they bind me 
with seven fresh bow- 
strings that .were never 
dried, then shall 1 be- 
come weak, and be as 
any other man.' 'Then 
the lords of the Philis- 
tines brought up to her 
seven fresh bowstrings 
which had not been dried, 
and she bound him with 
them. *Now she had 
liers-in-wait abiding in 
the inner chamber. And 
she said unto him: 'The 
Philistines are Aipon thee, 
Samson.' And he broke 
the bowstrings as a 
string of tow is broken 
when it toucheth the fire. 
So his strength was not 
known. ^^And Delilah said 
unto Samson: 'Behold 
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thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies; now tell me, 
I pray thee, wherewith 
thou migrhtest be bound.' 
*^And he said unto her: 
'If they only bind me 
with new ropes where- 
with no work hath been 
done, then shall I become 
weak, and be as any 
other man.' "So Delilah 
took new ropes, and 
bound him therewith, and 
said unto him: The Phi- 
listines are upon thee, 
Samson.' And the liers- 
in-wait were abidinsr in 
the inner chambeix And 
he broke them from off 
his arms like a thread. 
"And Delilah said unto 
Samson: 'Hitherto thou 
hast mocked me, and told 
me lies, tell me where- 
with thou iniffhtest be 
bound.' And he said unto 
her: It thou weavest the 
seven locks of my head 
with the web.' ^^And she 
fastened it with the pin, 
and said unto him: 'The 
Philistines are upon thee, 
Samson.' And he awoke 
out of his sleep, and 
plucked away the pin of 
the beam, and the web. 
"And she said unto him: 
'How canst thou •say: I 
love thee, when thy heart 
is not with me? thou hast 
mocked me these three 
times, and hast not told 



me wherein thy great 
strength lieth.' "And it 
came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with 
her words, and urged 
him, that his soul was 
vexed unto death. ^^And 
he told her all his heart, 
and said unto her: 'There 
hath not come a razor 
upon my head; for I have 
been a Nazirite unto God 
from my mother's womb; 
If I be shaven, then my 
strength will go from me, 
and I shall become weak, 
and be like any other 
man.' "And when Delilah 
saw that he had told her 
all his heart, she sent and 
called for the lords of the 
Philistines, saying: 'Come 
up this once^ for he hath 
told me all his heart.' 
Then the lords of the 
Philistines came up unto 
her, and brought the 
money in their hand. 
"And she made him sleep 
upon her knees; and she 
called for a man, and had 
the seven locks of his 
head shaven ott; and she 
began to afflict him, and 
his strength went from 
him. "And she said. 
'The Philistines are upon 
thee, Samson.' And he 
awoke out of his sleep, 
and said: 1 will go out 
as at other times, and 
shake myself.' But he 
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knew not that the Lobd 
was departed from him. 
•*And the Philistines laid 
hold on him, and put out 
his eyes; and they brougrht 
him down to Gaza, and 
bound him with fetters 
of brass; end he did 
grind in the prison-house 
"Howbeit the hair of his 
head began to grow 
again after he was 
shaven. 

''And the lords of the 
Philistines gathered them 
together to offer a great 
sacrifice unto Dagon their 
god, and to rejoice; for 
they said: 'Our god hath 
delivered Samson our 
enemy Into our hand.' 
'fAnd when the people 
saw him, they praised 
their god; for they said: 
'Our god hath delivered 
into our hand our enemy, 
and the destroyer of our 
country, who hath slain 
many of us.* "And it 
came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that 
they said: 'Call for Sam- 
son, that he may make us 
sport.' And they called 
for Samson out of the 
prison-house; and he 
made sport before them; 
and they set him between 
the pillars. ''And Sam- 
son said unto the lad that 
held him by the hand; 



'Suffer me that I may feel 
the pillars wJiereupon the 
house resteth, that I may 
lean upon them.' '^Now 
the house was full of men 
and women; and all 
the lords of the Philis- 
tines were there; and 
there were upon the roof 
about three thousand men 
and women, that beheld 
while Samson made sport 
''And Samson called unto 
the Lord, and said: 'O 
Lord GoD» remember me, 
I pray Thee, and 
strengthen me, I pray 
Thee, only this once. O 
God, that I may be this 
once avenged of the Phi- 
listines for my two eyes.' 
"And Samson took fast 
hold of the two middle 
pillars upon which the 
house rested, and leaned 
upon them, the one w^ith 
his right hand, and the 
other with his left. ••And 
Samson said: 'Let me 
die with the Philistines.' 
And he bent with all his 
might; and the house fell 
upon the lords, and upon 
all the people that were 
therein. So the dead that 
he slew at his death were 
more than they that he 
slew In his life. «*Then 
his brethren and all the 
house of his father came 
down, and took him, and 
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brousrht him up. and 
buried him between Zorah 
and Sshtaol in the^bury- 



ingr-place of Manoah his 
father. And he judged 
Israel twenty years. 
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1 Now there was a cer- 
-*• tain man of Rama« 
thaim-zophim, of the hill- 
country of Ephraim, and 
his name was Elkanah. 
the son of Jeroham, the 
son of Elihu, the son of 
Tohu, the son of Zuph, 
an Ephraimite. 'And he 
had two wives: the name 
of the one was Hannah, 
and the name of the other 
Peninnah; and Peninnah 
had children, but Hannah 
had no children. 'And 
this man went up out of 
his city from year to year 
to worship and to sacri- 
fice unto the Lord of 
hosts in Shiloh. And the 
two sons of Eli, Hophni 
and Phinehas, were there 
priests unto the Lobd. 
*And it came to pass 
upon a day, when Ellca- 
nah sacrificed, that he 
gave to Peninnah, his 
wife, and to all her sons 
and her daughters, por- 
tions; 'but unto Hannah 
he gave a double portion; 
for he loved Hannah, but 
the LoBD had shut up her 
womb. *And her rival 



vexed her sore, to make 
her fret, because the Lord 
had shut up her womb. 
*And as he did so year 
by year, when she went 
up to the house of the 
Lord, so she vexed her; 
therefore she wept, and 
would not eat. 'And El- 
kanah her husband said 
unto her: 'Hannah, why 
weepest thou? and why 
eatest thou not? and 
why is thy heart grieved? 
am not I better to thee 
than ten sons?' 'So Han- 
nah rose up after they 
had eaten in Shiloh, and 
after they had drunk— 
now Ell the priest sat 
upon his seat by the 
door-post of the temple 
of the Lord; ^'^and she 
was in bitterness of soul 
-^and prayed unto the 
Lord, and wept sore, 
"And she vowed a vow, 
and said: 'O LORD of 
hosts, if Thou wilt indeed 
look on the affliction of 
Thy handmaid, and re- 
member me, and not for- 
get Thy handmaid, but 
wilt give unto Thy hand- 
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maid a man-child, then I 
will grive him unto the 
LoBD all the days of his 
life, and there shall no 
razor come upon his head/ 
"And it came to pass» as 
she prayed long before the 
Lord, that Eli watched 
her mouth. "Now Han- 
nah, she spoke in her 
heart; only her lips 
moved, but her voice 
could not be heard; 
therefore Eli thought she 
had been drunken. ^And 
Eli said unto her: 'How 
long wilt thou be drunk* 
en? put away thy wine 
from thee.' "And Han- 
nah answered and said: 
"No, my lord, I am a 
woman of a sorrowful 
spirit; I have drunk 
neither wine nor strong 
drink, but I poured out 
my soul before the Lord. 
''Count not thy handmaid 
for a wicked woman: for 
out of the abundance of 
my complaint and my 
vexation have I spoken 
hitherto.' "Then Eli an- 
swered and said: 'Oo in 
'peace, and the God of 
Israel grant thy petition 
that thou hast asked of 
Him.' "And she said: 
^Let thy servant find 
favour in thy sight.' So 
the woman went her way, 
and did eat, and her 
epuntenance was no more 



sad. "And they rose up 
in the morning early, and 
worshipped before the 
LOBDf and returned, and 
came to their house to 
Ramah; and Elkanah 
knew Hannah his wife; 
and the Lord remembered 
her. '^And it came to 
pass, when the time was 
come about, that Hannah 
conceived, and bore a 
son; and she called his 
name Samuel: 'because I 
have asked him of the 

XiORD.' 

*^Aiid the man Elkanah, 
and all his house, went 
up to offer unto the Lobd 
^e yearly sacrifice, and 
his vow. "But Hannah 
went not up; for she said 
unto her husband. 'Until 
the child be weaned, 
when I will bring him, 
that he may appear be- 
fore the liOBD, and there 
abide for ever.' "And 
Elkanah her husband said 
unto her: 'Do what 
seemeth thee good; tarry 
until thou have weaned 
him; only the Lobd 
establish His word.' So 
the Woman tarried and 
gave her son suck, until 
she weaned him. *lAnd 
when she had weaned 
him, she took him up 
with her, with three bul- 
locks, and one ephah of 
meal, and a bottle ot 
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"Wine, and brought him 
unto the house of the 
liOBO in Shiloh: and the 
child was young. ''And 
when, the bullock was 
slain, the child was 
brought to £211. '"And she 
said: 'Oh, my lord, as 
thy soul liveth, my lord, 
I am the woman that 
stood by thee here, pray- 
ing unto the Lobd. ''For 
this child I prayed; and 
the Lord hath granted me 
my petition which I asked 
of Him; '"therefore I also 
have lent him to the 
Ix>bd; as long as he liveth 
he is lent to the Lobd/ 
And he worshipped the 
Lobd there. 

o And Hannah prayed, 
^ and said: 

My heart ezulteth in 

the LOBD, 
My horn is exalted in 

the Lobd; 
My mouth is enlarged 
over mine enemies; 
Because I rejoice in 

Thy salvation. 
There is none holy as 

the LiOBD; 
For there is none be- 
side Thee; 
Neither is there any 

rock like our God. 
"Multiply not exceeding 

proud talk; 
lAt not arrogancy come 
out of your mouth; 



For the Lobd Is a God 

of knowledge. 
And by Him actions 

are weighed. 
The bows of the mighty 

men are broken, 
And they that stumbled 

are girded with 

strength. 
•They that were full 

have hired out them* 

selves for bread; 
And they that were 

hungry have ceased; 
While the barren hath 

borne seven. 
She that had many 

children hath Ian* 

guished. 

*The Lobd killeth, and 

maketh alive; 
He brlngeth down to 

the grave, and 

bringeth up. 
The Lobd maketh poor, 

and maketh rich; 
He bringeth low, He 

also lifteth up. 
"He raiseth up the poor 

out of the dust. 
He lifteth up the needy 

from the dunghill, 
To make them sit with 

princes. 
And inherit the throne 

of glory; 
For the pillars of the 

earth are the 11080*8, 
And He hath set the 

world upon them. 
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*He will keep the feet 

of His holy ones, 
But the wicked shall be 

put to silence in 

darkness; 
For not by strengrth 

shall man prevail. 
**They that strive with 

the Lord shall be 

broken to pieces; 
Against them will He 

thunder in heaven; 
The LORD will Judge the 

ends of the earth; 
And He will give 

strength unto His 

king. 
And exalt the horn of 

His anointed. 



8 And it came to pass, 
when Samuel was old, 
that he made his sons 
judges over Israel. *Now 
the name of his flrst'-born 
was Joel; and the name 
of his second, Abljah; 
they were judges in Beer- 
sheba. *And his sons 
walked not in his ways, 
but turned aside after 
lucre, and took bribes, 
and perverted justice. 

'Then all the elders of 
Israel gathered them- 
selves together, and came 
to Samuel unto Ramah. 
'And they said unto him: 
*Behold, thou art old, and 
thy sons walk not in thy 
ways; now make us a 



king to judge us like all 
the nations.' 'But the 
thing displeased Samuel, 
when they said: 'Give us 
a king to judge us.* And 
Samuel prayed unto the 
Lord. ^And the Lord said 
unto Samuel: 'Hearken 
unta the voice of the 
people in all that they 
say unto thee; for they 
have not rejected thee, 
but they have rejected 
Me, that I should not be 
king over them. •Accord- 
ing to all the works 
which they have done 
since the day that I 
brought them up out of 
Egypt even unto this day. 
in that they have for- 
saken Me, and served 
other gods, so do they 
also unto thee. "Now 
therefore hearken unto 
their voice; howbeit thou 
Shalt earnestly forewarn 
them, and shalt declare 
unto them the manner of 
the king that shall reign 
over them.' 

^''And Samuel told all 
the words of the XjORD 
unto the people that 
asked of him a king. 
"And he said: 'This will 
be the manner of the 
.king that shall reign over 
you: he will take your 
sons, and appoint them 
unto him, for his chariots, 
and to be his horsemen; 
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and they shall ran before 
his chariots. "And he 
will appoint them unto 
him for captains of thou- 
sands, and captains of 
fifties; and to plow his 
irround, and to reap his 
harvest, and to make his 
instruments of war, and 
the instruments of his 
chariots. "And he will 
take your daughters to 
be perfumers, and to be 
cooks, and to be bakers. 
'^And he will take your 
fields, and your vine- 
yards, and your olive- 
yards, even the best of 
them, and srlve them to 
his servants. "Arid he 
^vill take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your 
vineyards, and give to his 
officers, and to his serv- 
ants. "And he will take 
your men-servants, and 
your maid-servants, and 
your goodliest young men, 
and your asses, and put 
them to his work. "He 
will take the tenth of your 
flocks; and ye shall be 
his servants. "And ye 
shall cry out in that day 
because of your king 
whom ye shall have 
chosen you; and the XiOSD 
will not answer you in 
that day.' "But the 
people refused to hearken 
unto the voice of Samuel; 
and they said: 'Nay; 



but there shall be a king 
over us; **that we also 
may be like all the na- 
tions; and that our king 
may judge us, and go out 
before us, and fight our 
battles.' *^And Samuel 
heard all the words of the 
people, and he spoke 
them in the ears of the 
LiOBD. ''And the Lord 
said to Samuel: 'Hearken 
unto their voice, and 
make them a king.' And 
Samuel said unto the 
men of Israel: 'Go ye 
every man unto his city.' 

1 o Saul was — years 
**^ old when he began to 
reign; and two years he 
reigned over Israel. *And 
Saul chose him three 
thousand men of Israel; 
whereof two thousand 
were with Saul in Mich- 
mas and in the mount of 
Beth-el, and a thousand 
were with Jonathan in 
Gibeath -benjamin ; and 
the rest of the people he 
sent every man to his 
tent. *And Jonathan 
smote the garrison of the 
Philistines that was in 
Geba, and the Philistines 
heard of it. And Saul 
blew the horn throughout 
all the land, saying: 'Let 
the Hebrews hear.' *And 
all Israel heard say that 
Saul had smitten the gar- 
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rison of the Philistines, 
and that Israel also had 
made himself odious with 
the Philistines. And the 
people were grathered to- 
srether after Saul to 
Oilfiral. 

'And the Philistines as* 
sembled themselves to- 
irether to fight with 
Israel, thirty thousand 
chariots, and six thou- 
sand horsemen, and 
people as the sand which 
is on the sea-shore in 
multitude; and they came 
up, and pitched in Mich- 
mas, eastward of Beth- 
aven. *When the men of 
Israel saw that they were 
in a strait — ^for the people 
were distressed — ^then the 
people did hide them- 
selves in caves, and in 
thickets, and in rocks, 
and in holds, and in pits. 
*Now some of the He- 
brews had gone over the 
Jordan to the land of Gad 
and Gilead; hut as for 
Saul, he was yet in 
Gilgal, and all the people 
followed him trembling. 

'And ha tarried seven 
days, according to the set 
time that Samuel had 
appointed; but Samuel 
came not to Gilgal; and 
the people were scattered 
from him, 'And Saul 
said: 'Bring hither to me 
the bumt-ofCering and the 



peace-offerings.' And he 
offered the bumt-ofCering. 
^And * it came to pass 
that,' as soon as he had 
made an end of offering 
the bumt-ofCering, behold, 
Samuel came; and Saul 
went out to meet him, 
that he might salute him. 
^And Samuel said: 'What 
hast thou .done?* And 
Saul said: 'Because I 
saw that the people were 
scattered from me, and 
that thou camest not 
within the days appointed, 
and that the Philistines 
assembled themselves to- 
gether against Michmas; 
^therefore said I: Kow 
will the Philistines come 
down upon me to Gilgal, 
and r have not entreated 
the favour of the Lord; 
I forced mjnself therefore, 
and offered the burnt- 
offering.' HAnd Samuel 
st^d to Saul: Thou hast 
done foolishly; thou hast 
not kept the command- 
ment of the LOBD thy 
Grod, which He com- 
manded thee; for now 
would the liORD have ea»^ 
tablished thy kingdom 
upon Israel for ever. ^But 
now thy kingdom shall 
not continue;, the XjObd 
hath sought him a. man 
after His own heart, and 
the LiOBD hath appointed 
I him to bQ pilnce over HiB 
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people, because thou hast 
not kept that which the 
liOBD commanded thee.' 

"And Samuel arose, and 
got hUn up from Gil^al 
unto Oibeath -benjamin. 
And Saul numbered the 
people that were present 
with him, about six 
hundred men. "And Saul» 
and Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were 
present with them, abode 
in Gibeath -benjamin; but 
the Philistines encamped 
in Michmas. "And the 
spoilers came out of the 
camp of the Philistines in 
three companies: one 
company turned unto the 
way that leadeth to 
Ophrah, unto the land of 
Shuai; "and another com- 
pany turned the way to 
Beth-horon; and another 
company turned the way 
of the border that looketh 
down upon the valley of 
Z«eboim toward the wilder- 
ness. 

"Now there was no 
smith found througrhout 
all the land of Israel; for 
the Philistines said: 'licst 
the Hebrews make them 
swords or spears'; '^ut 
all the Israelites went 
down to the Philistines, 
to sharpen every man his 
plowshare, and his coulter. 



and his axe, and his mat- 
took. ^And the price of 
the filing was *a pim for 
the mattocks, and for the 
coulters, and for the 
forks with three teeth, 
and for the axes; and to 
set the ffoads. "So it 
came to pass in the day 
of battle, that there was 
neither sword nor spear 
found in the hand of any 
of the people that were 
with Saul and Jonathan; 
but with Saul and with 
Jonathan his son was 
there found. "And the 
garrison of the Philis- 
tines went out unto the 
pass of Michmas. 
IJ^Now it fell upon a 
•■■^ day, that Jonathan 
the son of Saul said unto 
the young man that bore 
his armour: 'Come and 
let us go over to the Phi- 
listines' garrison, that is 
on yonder side.' But he 
told not his father. 'And 
Saul tarried in the utter- 
most part of Qibeah 
under the pomegranate - 
tree which is in Migron; 
and the people that were 
with him were about six 
hundred men, 'and Ahijc^, 
the son of Ahitub, 
Ichabod's brother, the son 
of Phinehas, the son of 
Mi, the priest of the Lobd

in Shiloh» wearlngr an 
ephod. And the people 
knew not that. Jonathan 
was gone. ''And between 
the passes,, by which 
Jonathan sought to go 
over unto the Philistines' 
garrison, there was a 
rocky crag on the one 
side, and a rocky crag on 
the other side: and the 
name of the one was 
Bozez, and the name of 
the other Seneh. "The 
one crag rose up on the 
north in front of Mich- 
mas, and the other on 
the south in front of 
Oeba. 

*And J<^nathan said to 
the young man that bore 
his armour: 'Come and 
let us go over unto the 
garrison of these uncir- 
cumcMied; it may be that 
the Lord will work for 
us; for there is no 
restraint to the Lord to 
save by many or by few.* 
'And his armour-bearer 
said unto him: 'Do all 
that is in thy heart; turn 
thee, behold I am with 
thee according to thy 
heart." 'Then said Jona- 
than: 'Behold, we will 
pass over unto the men, 
and we will disclose our- 
selves unto them. ^f 
they say thus unto us: 
Tarry until we come to 
you; then we will stand 



still in our place, and 'will 
not go up unto them. 
"But if they say thu«: 
Come up unto us; then 
we will go up; for the 
Lord hath delivered them 
into our hand; and this 
shall be the sign unto us.' 
"And both of them dis- 
closed themselves unto 
the garrison of the Phi- 
listines; and the Philis- 
tines said: 'Behold He- 
brews coming fortli out 
of the holes where .they 
hid themselves.' "And 
the men of the garrison 
spoke to Jonathan and 
his armour-bearer, and 
said: 'Come up to us. 
and we will show you a 
thing.' And Jonathan 
said unto his armour- 
bearer: Come up after 
me; for the Lord hath 
delivered them into the 
hand of Israel. ''And 
Jonathan climbed up upon 
his hands and upon his 
feet, and his armour- 
bearer after him; and 
they fell before Jonathan; 
and his armour-bearer 
slew them after him. 
"And that first slaughter, 
which Jonathan and his 
armour-bearer made, was 
about twenty men, within 
as it were half a furrow's 
length in an acre of land. 
"And there was a trem- 
bling in the camp in the 
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field, and amongr aU the 
people; the garrison, and 
the spoilers, they also 
trembled; and the earth 
quaked; so it srrew into 
a terror from God. ^And 
the watchman of Saul In 
Gibeath -benjamin looked; 
and, behold, ".he mxiltitude 
melted away, and they 
went hither and thither. 
'^Then said Saul unto 
the people that were with 
him: 'Number now, and 
see who is gone from us.' 
And when they had num- 
bered, behold, Jonathan 
and his armour-bearer 
were not there. "And 
Saul said unto Ahijah: 
'Bringr hither the ark of 
God.' For the ark of God 
was there at that time 
with the children of 
IsraeL ^And it came to 
pass, while Saul talked 
unto the priest, that the 
tumult that was in the 
camp of the Philistines 
went on and increased; 
and Saul said unto the 
priest: *Withdraw thy 
hard.' '^And Saul and all 
the people that were with 
him "^ere gathered to- 
gether, and came to the 
battle; and, behold, every 
man's sword was against 
his fellow, and there was 
a very great discomfiture. 
"Now the Hebrews that 
were with the Philistines 



as beforetime, and that 
went up with them into 
the camp round about; 
even they also turned to 
be with the Israelites that 
were with Saul and Jona- 
than, 'likewise all the 
men of Israel that had 
hid themselves in the 
hill -country of Ephraim, 
when they heard that the 
Philistines fied, even they 
also followed hard after 
them in the battle. "So 
the liOBD saved Israel 
that day; and the battle 
passed on as far as Beth* 
aven. 

'^And the men of Israel 
were distressed that day; 
but Saul adjured the 
people, saying: 'Cursed 
be the man that eateth 
any food until it be even- 
ing, and I be avenged 
on mine enemies.* So 
none of the people tasted 
food. "And all the people 
came into the forest; and 
there was honey upon the 
ground. "And when the 
people were come unto 
the forest, behold a flow 
of honey; but no man put 
his hand to his mouth; 
for the people feared the 
oath. "But Jonathan 
heard not when his father 
charged the people with 
the oath; and he put 
forth the end of the rod 
that was in his hand, and 
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dipped It In the honey- 
comb, and put his hand 
to his mouth; and his 
eyes brightened. *Then 
answered one of the 
people, and said: 'Thy 
father straltly chargred 
the people with an oath, 
sayingr: Cursed be the 
man that eateth food this 
day; and the people are 
faint.' ''Then said Jona- 
than: 'My father hath 
troubled the land; see, I 
pray you, how mine eyes 
are brightened, because I 
tasted a little of this 
honey. *^ow much more, 
if haply the people had 
eaten freely to-day of the 
spoil of their enemies 
which they found? had 
there not been then a 
much greater slaughter 
among the Philistines?' 
"^And they smote of the 
Philistines that day from 
Michxhas to Aijalon; and 
the people were very 
faint. ""And the people 
flew upon the spoil, and 
took sheep, and oxen, and 
calves, and slew them on 
the ground; and the 
people did eat them with 
the blood. "Then they 
told Saul, saying: 'Be- 
hold, the people sin 
against the Lobd, in that 
they eat with the blood.' 
And he said: 'Ye have 
dealt treacherously; roll 



a grbat stone unto me 
this day.' •*And " Saul 
said: 'Disperse yourselves 
among the people, and 
say unto them: Bring me 
hither every man his ox, 
and every man his sheep, 
and slay them here, and 
eat; and sin not against 
the Lobd in eating with 
the blood.' And all the 
people brought every man 
his ox with him that 
night, and slew them 
there. *"And Saul buUt 
an altar unto the Xx>bd; 
the same was the first 
altar that he built unto 
the Ix>BD. 

'^And Saul said: Tiet 
us go down after the Phi- 
listines by night, and 
spoil them until the morn- 
ing light, and let us not 
leave a man of them.' 
And they said: 1>o what* 
soever seemeth good unto 
thee.' Then said the 
priest: Tiet us draw near 
hither unto God.' "And 
Saul asked counsel of 
God: 'Shall I go down 
after the Philistines? wilt 
Thou deliver them into 
the hand of Israel?' But 
He answered him not 
that day. ''And Saul 
said: 'Draw nigh hither, 
all ye chiefs of the people; 
and know and see wherein 
this sin hath been this 
day. '^or, as the Jaxbd 
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liveth, who saveth Israel, 
though It be In Jonathan 
my son, he shall surely 
die.* But there was not 
a man iajnonff all the 
people that answered him. 
^Then said he unto all 
Isiuel: 'Be ye on one 
side^ and I and Jonathan 
my son will be on the 
other side.' And' the 
people said unto Saul: 
lyo what seemeth good 
unto thee.' ^^Therefore 
Saul said unto the Xobd, 
the Qod of Israel: 'De« 
dare the rigrht.' And 
Jonathan knd Saul were 
taken by lot; but the 
people escaped. ^A n d 
Saul said: 'Cast lots be- 
tween me ahd Jonathan 
my son.' And Jonathan 
was taken. ^Then Saul 
said to Jonatiian: 'Tell 
me what thou hast done.' 
And Jonathan told him, 
and said: 1 did certainly 
taste a little honey with 
the end of the rod that 
wa6 in my hand; here am 
I: I will die.' ^And Saul 
said: I'Ood do so and 
more also; thou shalt 
surely die, Jonathan.' 
''And the people said unto 
Saul: 'Shall Jonathan die, 
who hath wrougrht this 
great salvation in Israel? 
Far from it; as the liOBD 
llveth, there shall not one 
hair of his head fall to 



the ground; for he hath 
wrought with Qod this 
day.' So the people 
rescued Jonathan, that he 
died not. ^hen Saul 
went up firom following 
the Philistines; and the 
Philistines went to their 
own place. 

^^So Saul took the king- 
dom over Israel, and 
fought against all his 
enemies on every side, 
against Moab, and against 
the children of Ammon, 
and against Edom, and 
against the kings of 
Zobah, and against the 
Philistines; and whither- 
soever he turned himself, ^ 
he put them to t^e irorse. 
^And he did valiantly, 
and smote the Amalekites, 
and delivered Israel out 
of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

'*Now the sons of Saul 
were Jonathan, and Ishvi, 
and Malchi-shua; and 
the names of his two 
daughters were these: the 
name of the first-born 
Merab, and the name 
of the younger Michal; 
''and the name of Saul's 
wife was Ahinoam the 
daughter of Ahimaaz; 
and the name of the cap- 
tain of his host was 
Abner, the son of Ner, 
Saul's uncle. "^And Kish 
was the father of Saul* 
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and Ner the father of 
Abner was the son of 
Abiel. 

"And there was sore 
war against the Philis- 
tines all the days of 
Saul; and when Saul saw 
any mighty man, or any 
valiant man, he took him 
unto him. 

1 c And Samuel said un- 
•■■*^to Saul: 'The Lord 
sent me to anoint thee to 
be king over His people, 
over Israel; now there- 
fore hearken thou unto 
the voice of the words of 
the Lord. 'Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts: I remem- 
ber that which Amalek 
did to Israel, how he set 
himself against him in 
the way, when he came 
up out of Egypt. *Now 
go and smite Amalek, and 
utterly destroy all that 
they • have, and spare 
them not; but slay both 
man and woman, infant 
and suckling, ox and 
sheep, camel and ass.' 

*And Saul summoned 
the people, and numbered 
them in Telaim, two hun- 
dred thousand footmen, 
and ten thousand men of 
Ji\dah. 'And Saul came 
to the city of Amalek, 
and lay in wait in the 
valley. *And Saul said 
unto the Kenites: 'Go, 
depart, get you down 



from among the Amalek- 
ites, lest I destroy you 
with them; for ye showed 
kindness to all the children 
of Israel, when they came 
up out of Egypt.' So the 
Kenites departed^ from 
among the Amalekites. 
^And Saul smote the Am- 
alekites, from Havilah as 
thou goest to Shur, that 
is in front of Egypt. 'And 
he took Agag the king of 
the Amalekites alive, and 
utterly destroyed all the 
people with the edge of 
the sword. *But Saul and 
the people spared Agag, 
and the best of the sheep, 
and of the oxen, even the 
young of the second birth, 
and the lambs, and all 
that was good, and would 
not utterly destroy them; 
but everything that was 
of no account and feeble, 
that they destroyed 
utterly. 

"Then came the word 
of the Lord unto Samuel, 
saying: "It repenieth 
Me that I have set up 
Saul to be king; for he 
is turned back from fol- 
lowing Me, and hath not 
performed My command •< 
ments.' And it grieved 
Samuel; and he cried 
unto the Lord all nighjt# 
''And Samuel rose early 
to meet Saul in the morn- 
ing; and it was told Sam- 
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ttel, sayingr: 'Saul came to 
Carmel, and, behold, he is 
setting him up a monu- 
ment, and is gone about, 
and passed on, and gone 
down to Gilgal.* **And 
Samuel came to Saul; 
and Saul said unto him: 
'Blessed be thou of the 
liORD; I have performed 
the commandment of the 
JLOBD.' ^*And Samuel said: 
'What meaneth then this 
bleating of the sheep in 
mine ears, and the lowing 
of the oxen which I hear?* 
"And Saul said: *They 
have brought them from 
the Amalekites; for the 
people spared the best of 
the sheep and of the 
oxen, to sacrifice unto the 
LOBD thy God; and the 
rest we have utterly de- 
stroyed/ "Then Samuel 
said unto Saul: 'Stay, 
and I will tell thee what 
the liOBD hath said to me 
this night.' And he said 
unto him: 'Say on.' 

"And Samuel said: 
•Though thou be little 
in thine own sight, art 
thou not head of the 
tribes of Israel? And 
the LiOBD anointed thee 
king over Israel; "and 
the LOBD sent thee on a 
journey, and said: Go 
and utterly destroy the 
sinners the Amalekites, 



and fight against them 
until they be consumed. 
"Wherefore then didst 
thou not hearken to the 
.voice of the Loed, but 
didst fly upon the spoil, 
and didst that which was 
evil in the sight of the 
LOSD?* "And Saul said 
unto Samuel: 'Tea, I 
have hearkened to the 
voice of the Lobd, and 
have gone the way which 
the IjOBD sent me, and 
have brought Agag the 
king of Amalek, and have 
utterly destroyed the 
Amalekites. ^ B u t the 
people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief 
of the devoted things, to 
sacrifice unto the Lord 
thy God In Gilgal.* ."And 
Samuel said: 
'Hath the Ix>BD as great 
delight in burnt -offer- 
ings and sacrifices. 
As in hearkening to the 

voice of the Lord? 
Behold, to obey is better 

than sacrifice, 
And to hearken than the 

fat of rams. 
"For rebellion is as the 

sin of witchcraft. 
And stubbornness is as 
idolatry and teraphim. 
Because thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lord, He 
hath also rejected thee 
from being king.' "And 
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Saul said unto Samuel: 
*I have sinned; for I have 
transsrressed the com- 
mandment of the JjOBSK 
and thy words; because I 
feared the people, and 
hearkened to their voice. 
*Now therefore, I pray 
thee, pardon my sin, and 
return with me, that I 
may worship the Lobd.' 
^And Samuel said unto 
Saul: 1 will not return 
with thee; for thou hast 
rejected the word of the 
Jjobd, and the Lobd hath 
rejected thee from beingr 
kiniT over Israel.' "And 
as Samuel turned about to 
go away, he laid hold upon 
the skirt of his robe, and 
it rent. ^And Samuel said 
unto him: 'The Lobd hath 
rent tAe kingrdom of Israel 
from thee this day, and 
hath ^iven it to a neigh- 
bour of thine, that is bet- 
ter than thou. ''And also 
the Glory of Israel will not 
lie nor repent; for He is 
not a man, that He should 
repent.* "^henhesaid: *I 
have sinned; yet honour 
me nowrl pray thee, before 
the elders of my people, 
and before Israel, and re- 
turn with me, that I may 
worship the Lobd thy God.' 
^So Samuel returned after 
Saul; and Saul wor- 
shipped the Lobd* 



17 Now the PhUistineo 
•^ * gathered together 
their armies to battle, 
and they were gathered 
together at Socoh, which 
belongreth to Judah, and 
pitched between Socoh 
and Azekah, in Ephes- 
dammim. 'And Saul axid 
the men of Israel were 
gathered together, and \ 
pitched in the vale of 
Elah, and set the battle 
in array against the Phi* 
listines. 'And the PhiUs- 
tines stood on the moun- 
tain on the one side, and 
Israel stood on the 
mountain on the other 
side: and there was a 
valley between them. 
''And there went out a 
champion from the camp 
of the Philistines, named 
Goliath, of Gath, whose 
height was six cubits and 
a span. 'And he had a 
helmet of brass upon his 
head, and he was clad 
with a coat of mail; and 
the weight of the coat 
was five thousand shekels 
of brass. 'And he had 
greaves of brass upon his 
legs, and a Javelin of brass 
between his shoulders. 
'And the shaft of his 
spear was like a weaver's 
beam; and his spear's 
head weighed six hundred 
shekels of iron; and his 
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shield-bearer went before 
him. 'And he stood and 
cried unto the armies of 
Israel* and said unto 
them: 'Why do ye come 
out to set your battle In 
array? am not I a Philis- 
tine, and ye servants to 
Saul? choose you a man 
for you, and let him come 
down to me. *If he be 
able to fight with me, and 
kill me, then will we be 
your servants; but if I 
prevail against him, and 
kill him, then shall ye 
be our servants, and serve 
us.' ^And the Philistine 
said: 'I do taunt the 
armies of Israel this day; 
give me a man, that we 
may fight together.' ^And 
.when Saul and all Israel 
heard those words of the 
Philistine, they were dis- 
mayed, and greatly afraid. 
**Now David was the 
son of- that Ephrathite of 
Beth-lehem in J u d a h, 
, Whose name was Jesse; 
and he had eight sons; 
and the man was an old 
inan in the days of Saul, 
stricken in years among 
men. ^And the three 
eldest sons of Jesse had 
l^one after Saul to the 
battle; and the names of 
his three, sons that went 
to the battle were Eliab 
the first-bom, and next 
unto, him, Abinadab, .and. 



the third Shammah. '^And 
David was the youngest: 
and the three eldest fol* 
lowed Saul. — ^**Now David 
went to and fro from 
Saul to feed his father's 
sheep at Beth-lehem^^ 
''And the Philistine drew 
near morning and even* 
ing, and presented him- 
self forty days. 

^'And Jesse said unto 
David his son: Take now 
for thy brethren an ephah 
of this parched com, and 
these ten loaves, and 
carry them quickly to the 
camp to thy brethren. 
"And bring these ten 
cheeses unto the captain 
of their thousand, and to 
thy brethren shalt thou 
bring greetings, and take 
their pledge; ^ow Satt]» 
and they, and all the men 
oi^. Israel, are in the vale 
of Elah, fighting with the 
Philistines.' ••And David 
rose up early in the morn- 
ing, and left the sheep with 
a keeper, and took, and 
went, as Jesse had com- 
manded him; and he 
came to the barricade, as 
the host which was Igoing 
forth to the fight shouted 
for the battle. "And 
Israel and the Philistines 
put the battle in array, 
army against army. ''And 
David left his baggage in 
the hand of the keeper of 
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the basrsrage^ and ran to 
the army, and came and 
greeted his brethren. 
"And as he talked with 
them, behold, there came 
up the champion, the 
Philistine of Gath. Goliath 
by jiame, out of the ranks 
of the Philistines, and 
spoke according- to the 
same words; and David 
heard them. **And all the 
men of Israel, when they 
saw the man, fied from 
him, and were sore afraid. 
'•And the men of Israel 
said: 'Have ye seen this 
man that is come up? 
surely to taunt Israel is 
he come up; and it shall 
be, that the man who 
kiUeth him, the king will 
enrich him with great 
riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make 
his father's house free in 
Israel.* 

"•And David spoke to 
the men that stood by 
him, saying: 'What shall 
be done to the nian that 
killeth this Philistine, and 
taketh away the taunt 
from Israel? for who is 
this uncircumcised Phi- 
listine, that he should 
have taunted the armies 
of the living God?' "And 
the people answered him 
after this manner, say- 
ing: 'So shall it be done 
to the man that killeth 



him.' *And EllaVs his 
eldest brother heard when 
he spoke unto the men; 
and Eliab's anger was 
kindled against David, 
and he said: 'Why art 
thou come down? and 
with whom hast thou left 
those few sheep in the 
wilderness? I know thy 
presumptuousness, and 
the naughtiness of thy 
heart; for thou art come 
down that thou mightest 
see the battle.' **And 
David said: 'What have 
I now done? Was it not 
but a word?' ••And he 
turned away from him 
toward another, *and 
spoke aftet the same 
manner; and the people 
answered him after the 
former manner. 

•*And when the words 
were heard which David 
spoke, they rehearsed 
them before Saul; and he 
was taken to him. ''And 
David said to Saul: liOt 
no man's heart fail within 
him; thy servant will go 
and fight with this Phi* 
listine.' *'And Saul said 
to David: 'Thou art not- 
able to go against this 
Philistine to fight with 
him; for thou art but a 
youth, and he a man of 
war from his youth.' 
*^And David said unto 
Saul: 'Thy servant kept 
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his father's sheep; and 
when there came a lion, 
or a bear, and took a 
lamb out of the flock, ''I 
went out after him, and 
smote him. and delivered 
it out of his mouth; and 
when he arose agrainst 
me, I caught him by his 
beard, and smote him, 
and slew him. ••Thy serv- 
ant smote both the lion 
and the bear; and this 
uncircumcised Philistine 
shall be as one of them, 
seeing he hath taunted 
the armies of the living 
God.' ''And David said: 
'The Lord that delivered 
me out of the paw of the 
lion, and out of the paw 
of the bear; He will de- 
liver me out of the hand 
of this Philistine.' And 
Saul said unto David: 
'Gk>, and the Lord shall be 
with thee.' "And Saul 
clad David with his ap- 
parel, and he put a hel- 
met of brass upon his 
head, and he clad him 
with a coat of mail. 
"And David girded his 
sword upon his. apparel, 
and he essayed to go 
[, but could not]; for he 
had not tried it. And 
David said unto Saul: 'I 
cannot go with these; ^for 
I have not tried them.' 
And David put them off 
him. ^And he took his 



staff in his hand, and 
chose him five smooth 
stones out of the brook, 
and put them in the 
shepherd's bag which he 
had, even in his scrip; 
and his sling was in his 
hand; and he drew near 
to the Philistine. 

^And the P h i 1 1 s t i n e 
came nearer and nearer 
unto David; and the man 
that bore the shield went 
before him. ^And when 
the Philistine looked 
about, and saw David, he 
disdained him; for he 
was but a youth, and 
ruddy, and withal of a 
fair countenance. ^And 
the Philistine said unto 
David: 'Am I a dog, that 
thou comest to me with 
staves?' And the Philis- 
tine cursed David by his 
god. ^And the Philistine 
said to David: 'Come to 
me, and I will give thy 
flesh unto the fowls of 
the air, and to the beasts 
of the field.' **rhen said 
David to the Philistine: 
'Thou comest to me with 
a sword, and with a 
spear, and with a Javelin; 
but I come to thee in the 
name of the Loiu> of 
hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom 
thou hast taunted. ^This 
day will the Lord deliver 
thee into my hand; and 
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I will smite thee, and 
take thy head from off 
thee; and I will grive the 
carcasses of the host of 
the Philistines this day 
unto the fowls of the air» 
and to the wild beasts of 
the earth; that all the 
earth may know that 
there }8 a Qod in Israel; 
**and that all this as- 
sembly may know that 
the LOBD saveth not with 
sword and spear; for the 
battle is the liOBD^s, and 
He will give you into our 
hand/ ^And it came to 
pass, when the Philistine 
arose, and came and drew 
nigh to meet David, that 
David hastened, and ran 
toward the army to meet 
the Philistine. ^And 
David put his hand in his 
bag, and took thence a 
stone, and slung it, and 
smote the Philistine- In 
his forehead; and the 
stone sank into his fore- 
head, and he fell upon 
his face to the earth. ''So 
David prevailed over the 
Philistine with a sling 
and with a stone, and 
smote the Philistine^ and 
slew him; but there was 
no sword in the hand of 
David. *^And David ran, 
and stood over the Philis- 
tine, and took his sword, 
and drew it out of the 
sheath thereof, and slew 



him, and cut off his bead 
therewith. And when 
the Philistines saw that 
their mighty man was 
dead, they lied. "And the 
men of Israel and of 
Judah arose, and shouted, 
and pursued the Philis- 
tines, until thou oomest 
to Gal, and to the gates 
of Skron. And the 
>iroiinded of the Philis- 
tines fell down by the 
way to Shaaraim, even 
unto Gath, and ttiito 
Bkron. ''And the children 
of Isriael returned from 
chasing after the Philis- 
tines, and they spoiled 
their camp. "^And David 
took the head of the Phi* 
listine, and brought It to 
Jerusalem; but he put 
his armour in his tent. 

'*And when Saul saw 
David go forth against 
the Philistine, he said 
unto Abner, the captain 
of the host: 'Abner, 
whose son is thie youth?* 
And Abner said: 'As thy 
soul liveth, O king, I can- 
not tell.' ••And the king 
said: 'Inquire thou whose 
son the stripling is.' **And 
as David returned from 
the slaughter of the Phi- 
listine, Abner took him, 
and brought him before 
Saul with the head of the 
Philistine in his hand. 
"And Saul said to him: 
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'Whose son axt thou, thou 
younsr man?' And David 
answered: 1 am the son 
of thy servant Jesse the 
Beth-lehemite.' 

cyA *And it came to pass, 
^^when Saul was re- 
turned from followingr the 
Philistines, that it was 
told him, saying: 'Be- 
hold, David is in ' the 
wilderness of En-gredi.' 
Then Saul took three 
thousand chosen men out 
of all Israel, and went to 
seek David and his men 
upon the rocks of the 
wild goats. ^And he came 
to the sheepcotes by the 
way, where was a cave; 
and Saul went in to cover 
his feet. Now David and 
his men were sitting in 
the innermost parts of 
the cave. *And the men 
of David said unto him: 
'Behold the day in which 
the liOBD hath said unto 
thee: Behold, I will de- 
liver thine enemy into 
thy hand, and thou shalt 
do to him as it shall seem 
good unto thee.' Then 
David arose, and cut off 
the skirt of. Saul's robe 
privily. *And it came to 
pass afterward, that 
David's heart smote him, 
because he had cut off 
Saul's skirt. 'And he said 
unto his men : 'The Lobd 



forbid it me, that I should 
do this thing unto my 
lord, the I<obd'S anointed, 
to put forth my hand 
against him, seeing he is 
the Jjoajya anointed.' 'So 
David checked his men 
with these words, and 
suffered them not to rise 
against Saul. And Saul 
rose up out of the cave, 
and went on his way. 

*David also arose after- 
ward, and went out of 
the cave, and cried after 
Saul, sajring: 'My lord 
the king.' And when Saul 
looked behind him, David 
bowed with his face to 
the earth, and prostrated 
himself. ^And David 
said to Saul: 'Wherefore 
hearkenest thou to men's 
words, saying: Behold, 
David seeketh thy hurt? 
"Behold, this day thine 
eyes have seen how that 
the. LOBD had delivered 
thee to-day into my hand 
in the cave;* and some 
bade me kill thee; but 
mine eye spared thee; 
and I said: I will not put 
forth my hand against 
my lord; for he is the 
LOBD's anointed. ^More- 
over, my father, see, yea, 
see the skirt of thy robe 
in my hand; for in that 
I cut off the skirt of thy 
robe, and killed thee not, 
know thou and see that 
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there is neither evil nor 
transsrression In my hand, 
and I have not sinned 
against thee, though thou 
layest wait for my soul 
to take it ^he Lord 
judge between me and 
thee, and the Lobd avenge 
me of thee; but my hand 
shall not be upon thee. 
**As saith the proverb of 
the ancients: Out of the 
wicked c o m e t h forth 
wickedness; but my 
hand shall not be upon 
thee. "After whom is the 
king of Israel come out? 
after whom dost, thou 
pursue? after a dead dog, 
after a flea, ^he Lobd 
therefore be Judge, and 
give sentence between 
me and thee, and see, 
and plead my cause, and 
deliver me out of thy 
hand.' 

*'And it came to pass, 
when David had made an 
end of speaking these 
words unto Saul, that 
Saul said: Is this thy 
voice, my son David?' 
And Saul lifted up his 
voicOi and wept "And he 



said to David: 'Thou art 
more righteous than I; 
for thou hast rendered 
unto me good, whereas I 
have rendered unto thee 
eviL "And thou hast de- 
clared this day how that 
thou hast dealt w^U w-lth 
me; forasmuch 'bA when 
the liOBD had 'delivered 
me up into thy hand, 
thou didst not kill me. 
'^^or if a man find his 
enemy, will h^ let him so 
well away? wherefore the 
Lobd reward thee good 
for that which thou hast 
done unto me this day. 
"And now, behold, I know 
that thou Shalt surely be 
king, and that the king- 
dom of Israel shall be 
established in thy hand; 
"Swear how therefore 
unto me' by the Lobd, that 
thou wilt not cut off my 
seed after me. and that 
thou wilt not destroy my 
name out of my father's 
house.' "And David swore 
unto SauL And. Saul 
went home; but David 
and his men got them up 
unto the stronghold. 
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1 And it came to );>ass 
-'- after the death of Saul, 
when David was returned 
from the slaughter ojT the 
Amalekites, and David 
had abode two days in 
Ziklag; *it came even to 
pass on the third day, 
that, behold, a man came 
out of the camp from 
Saul with his clothes 
rent, and earth upon his 
head; and so it was, 
when he came to David, 
that he fell to the earth, 
and prostrated himself. 
'And David said unto 
him: 'From whence 
comest thou?' And he 
said unto him: 'Out of 
the camp of Israel am I 
escaped.' *And David 
said unto him: 'How 
went the matter? I pray 
thee, tell me.' And he 
answered: 'The people 
are fled from the battle, 
and many of the people' 
also are fallen and dead; 
and Saul and Jonathan 
his son are dead also.' 
'^And David said unto the 
youns man that told him: 
'How knowest thou that 
Saul and Jonathan his 
son are dead?' *And the 
young man that told him 



said: 'As I happened by 
chance upon mount 
Q i 1 b o a, behold, Saul 
leaned upon his spear; 
and, lo, the chariots and 
the horsemen pressed 
hard upon him. *And 
when he looked behind 
him, he saw me, and 
called unto me. And I 
answered: Here am I. 
'And he said unto me: 
Who art thou? And I 
answered him: I am an 
Amalekite. *And he said 
unto me: Stand, I pray 
thee, beside me, and slay 
me, for the agony hath 
taken hold of me; be- 
cause my life is Just yet 
in me. ^*So I stood beside 
him, and slew him, be- 
cause I was sure that he 
could not live after that 
he was fallen; and I took 
the crown that was upon 
his head, and the bracelet 
that was on his arm, and 
have brought them hither 
unto my lord.' 

"Then David took hold 
on his clothes, and rent 
them; and likewise all 
the men that were with 
him. "And they wailed, 
and wept, and fasted 
until even, for Saul, and 
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for Jonathan his son, an<| 
for the people of the 
LOBD, and for the house 
of Israel; because they 
were fUlen by the sword. 
"And David said unto the 
young man that told him: 
'Whence art thou?' And 
he answered: 1 am the 
son of an Amalekite 
stranger.' **And David 
said unto him: llow 
wast thou not afraid to 
put forth thy hand to 
destroy the L o B D's 
anointed r "And David 
called one of the young 
men, and said: 'Go near, 
and fall upon him.' And 
he smote him that he 
died. "And David said 
unto him: 'Thy blood be 
upon thy head; for thy 
mouth hath testified 
against thee, saying: I 
have slain the Lobd's 
anointed.' 

*^And David lamented 
with this lamentation 
over Saul and over Jona- 
than his son, "and said 
— To teach the sons of 
Judah the bow. Behold, 
it is written in the book 
of Jashar: 
"Thy beauty, O Israel, 

upon thy high places 

is slain! 
How are the mighty 

fallen! 



"Tell it not in Oath, 
Publish it not in the 

streets of Ashkelon; 
Lest the daughters of 

the Philistines rejoice. 
Lest the daughters of 

the uncirctuncised 

triumph. 
"Ye mountains of Oilboa, 
Let there be no dew 

nor rain upon you. 
Neither fields of choice 

fruits; 
For there the shield of 

the mighty was vilely 

cast away. 
The shield of Saul* not 

anointed with oil. 
"From the blood of the 

slain, from the fat of 

the mighty. 
The bow of Jonathan 

turned not back. 
And the sword of Saul 

returned not empty. 
"Saul and Jonathan, 

the lovely and the 

pleasant 
In their lives, even in 

their death they were 

not divided; 
They were swifter than 

eagles. 
They were stronger 

than lions. 
"Ye daughters of Israel, 

weep over Saul, 
Who clothed you in 

scarlet, with other 

delights. 
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Who put ornaments of 
fiTold upon your ap- 
parel. 
""How are the mighty 
ffeillen In the midst of 
the battie! 

Jonathan upon thy high 

places is slain! 
**I am distressed for thee, 

my brother Jonathan ; 
Very pleasant hast thou 

been unto me; 
Wonderful was thy love 

to me. 
Passing the love of 

women, 
*Sow are the mighty 

fallen. 
And the weapons of war 

perished! 



7 And it came to pass, 
when the king dw^lt 
to his house, and the 
LOBD had given him rest 
firom all his enemies 
round about, that the 
king said unto Nathan 
the prophet: 'See now, I 
dwell in a house of cedar, 
but the ark of God 
dwelleth within curtains.' 
'And Nathan said to the 
king: *Go, do all that is 
in thy heart; for the 
LOBD is with thee.' ^And 
it came to pass the same 
night, that the word of 
the Lord came unto 
Nathan, saying: "Qo and 



tell My servant David: 
Thus saith the Lobd: 
Shalt thou build Me a 
house for Me to dwell 
in? *for I have not dwelt 
in a house since the day 
that I brought up the 
children of Israel out of 
Egypt, even to this day, 
but have walked in a tent 
and in a tabernacle. 'In 
all places wherein I have 
walked among all the 
children of Israel, spoke 
I a word with any of the 
tribes of Israel, whom I 
commanded to feed My 
people Israel, saying: 
Why have ye not built 
Me a house of cedcur? 
'Now therefore thus shalt 
thou say unto My servant 
David: Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts: I took thee 
from the sheepcote, from 
following the sheep, that 
thou shouldest be prince 
over My people, over 
Israel. *And I have been 
with thee whithersoever 
thou didst go, and have 
cut off all thine enemies 
from before thee; and I 
will make thee a great 
name, like unto the name 
of the great ones that are 
in the earth. **And I will 
appoint a place for My 
people Israel, and will 
plant them, that they 
may dwell in their own 
place, and be disquieted 
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no more; neither shall 
the children of wicked- 
ness afflict them any 
more, as at the first, 
"even from the day that 
I commanded Judges to 
be over My people Israel; 
and I will cause thee to 
rest from all thine en- 
emies. Moreover the 
LOBD telleth thee that the 
LOBD will make thee a 
house. **When thy days 
are fulfilled, and thou 
Shalt sleep with thy 
fathers, I will set up thy 
^eed after thee, that shall 
proceed out of thy body, 
and I will establish his 
kingdom. "He shall build 
a house for My name, and 
I will establish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. 
**I will be to him for a 
father, and he. shall be to 
Me for a son; if he com- 
mit iniquity, I will chast- 
en him with the rod of 
men, and with the stripes 
of the children of men; 
"but My mercy shall not 
depart from him, as I 
took it from Saul, whom 
I put away before thee. 
"And thy house and thy 
kingdom shall be made 
sure for ever before thee; 
thy throne shall be es- 
tablished for ever/ "Ac- 
cording to all these words, 
and according to all this 



vision, so did Nathan 
speak unto David. ' 

"Then David the king 
went in, and sat before 
the Lord; and he said: 
•Who am I, O Lord GoD, 
and what Is my house, 
that Thou hast brought 
me thus far? "And this 
was yet a small thing in 
Thine eyes, O Lord God; 
but Thou hast spoken 
also of Thy servant's 
house for a great while 
to come; and this too 
after the manner of great 
men. O Lord (JOD. ••And 
what can David say more 
unto Thee? for Thou 
knowest Thy servant, ' O 
Lord God. **Por Thy 
word's sake, and accord- 
ing to Thine own heart, 
hast Thou wrought all 
this greatness, to make 
Thy servant know it 
"Therefore Thou art 
great, O LosD God; for 
there is none like Thee, 
neither is there any God 
beside Thee, according to 
all that we have heard 
with our ears. "And who 
is like Thy people, like 
Israel, a nation one in the 
earth, whom God went to 
redeem unto Himself fbr 
a people, and to make 
Him a name, and to do 
for Thy land great things 
and tremendous, even for 
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you, [in drivincr out] 
from before Thy people, 
whom Thou didst redeem 
to Thee out of Egrypt, the 
na.tiona and their gods? 
"And Thou didst estab- 
lisli to Thyself Thy peo- 
ple Israel to be a people 
unto Thee for ever; and 
Tliou» Lord, becamest 
their God. "And now, O 
LiOBD God, the word that 
Thou hast spoken con- 
cerning Thy servant, and 
concerning his house, 
confirm Thou it for ever, 
and do as Thou hast 
spoken. ^•And let Thy 
name be magnified for 
ever, that it may be said: 
The Lord of hosts is God 
over Israel; and the house 
of Thy servant David 
shall be established be- 



fore Thee. "For Thou, O 
Lord of hosts, the God of 
Israel, hast revealed to 
Thy servant, saying: I 
will build thee a house; 
therefore hath Thy serv- 
ant taken heart to pray 
this prayer unto Thee. 
**And now, O L.ord God, 
Thou alone art God, and 
Thy words are truth, and 
Thou hast promised this 
good thing unto Thy serv- 
ant; "now therefore let 
it please Thee to bless 
the house of Thy servant, 
that it may continue 
for ever before Thee; 
for Thou, O Lord God. 
hast spoken it; and 
through Thy blessing 
let the house of Thy 
servant be blessed for 
ever,' 
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3 'And Solomon loved 
the Lord, walking in 
the statutes of Pavid his 
father; only he sacriflced 
and offered in the high 
places. 

*And the king went to 
Gibeon to sacri^ce there; 
for that was the great 
high place; a thousand 
burnt-offerings did Sol- 
omon offer upon that 
altar. *In Gibeon the 



Lord appeared to Solo* 
mon in a dream by night; 
and God said: 'Ask what 
I shall give thee.' *And 
Solomon said: 'Thou hast 
shown unto Thy servant 
David my father great 
kindness, according as he 
walked before Thee in 
truth, and in righteous- 
ness, and in uprightness 
of heart with Thee; and 
Thou hast kept for him 
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this great kindness, that 
Thou hast sriven him a 
son to sit on his throne, 
as it is this day. *And 
now, O'LosD my God, 
Thou hast made Thy serv- 
ant king instead of 
David my father; and I 
am but a little child; I 
know not how to go out 
or come in. *And Thy 
servant is in the midst 
of Thy people which 
Thou hast chosen, a great 
people, that cannot be 
numbered nor counted for 
multitude. 'Give Thy serv- 
ant therefore an under- 
standing heart to judge 
Thy people, that I may 
discern oetween good and 
evil; for who is able to 
Judge this Thy great 
people?' "And the speech 
pleased the Lord, that 
Solomon had asked this 
thing. ^And God said 
unto him: 'Because thou 
hast asked this thing, and 
hast not asked for thy- 
self long life; neither 
hast asked - riches for 
thyself, nor hast asked 
the life of thine enemies; 
but hast asked for thyself 
understanding to discern 
Justice; behold, I have 
done according to thy 
word: lo, I have given 
thee a wise and ar un- 
derstanding hea't; so 
that " thwe hath been 



none like thee before 
thee, neither after thee 
shall any arise like unlo 
thee. "And I have also 
given thee that which 
thou hast not'asked, both 
riches and honour — so 
that there hath not been 
any among the kings like 
unto thee — all thy days. 
^And if thou wilt walk 
in My ways, to keep My 
statutes and My com- 
mandments, as thy father 
David did walk, then I 
will » lengthen thy days.' 
"And Solomon awoke, 
and, behold, it was a 
dream; and he came to 
Jerusalem, and stood be- 
fore the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord, and 
offered up bumt-oflerings, 
and offered peace-offer- 
ings, and made a feast to 
all his servants. 

nAnd Elijah the Tish- 
bite, who was of the 
settlers of Gilead, said 
unto Ahab: 'As the LOBO. 
the God of Israel, liveth, 
before whom I stand, 
there shall not be dew 
nor rain these years, but 
according to my word.' 
'And the word of the 
LOBD came unto him, say- 
ing: **Get thee hence, 
and turn thee eastward, 
and hide thyself by the 
brook Cherith, that is be- 
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fore the Jordan. ^And it 
shall be, that thou Shalt 
drink of the brook; and 
I have commanded the 
ravens to feed thee there.' 
*So he went and did ac- 
cordinfiT unto the word of 
the Lobd; for he went 
and dwelt 1t>y the brook 
Cherith» that is before the 
Jordan. 'And the ravens 
brought him bread and 
flesh in the mominir» and 
bread and flesh in the 
evening; and he drank of 
the brook. *And it came 
to pass after a while, that 
the brook dried up, be- 
cause there was no rain 
in the land. 

*And the word of the 
liOBD came unto him, say- 
ing: **Arise, set thee to 
Zarephath, which be- 
longreth to Zidon, and 
dwell there; behold, I 
have commanded a 
widow there to sustain 
thee.' ^So he arose and 
went to Zarephath; and 
when he came to the gate 
of the city, behold, a 
widow was there gather- 
ing sticks; and he called 
to her, and said: 'Fetch 
me, I pray thee, a little 
water in a '■vessel, that I 
may drink.' '^And as she 
was going to fetch it, he 
called to her, and said: 
rBring me, I pray thee, a 
morsel of bread in thy 



hand.' ^And she said: 
'As the liOBD thy Qod 
liveth, I have not a cake, 
only a handful of meal in 
the Jar, and a little oil in 
the cruse; and, behold, I 
am gathering two sticks, 
that I may go in and 
dress it for me and my 
son, that we may eat it, 
and die.' »And Elijah 
said unto her: 'Fear not; 
go and do as thou hast 
said; but make me there- 
of a little cake first, and 
bring it forth unto me, 
and afterward make for 
thee and for thy son.- 
^*F6r thus saith the Lobo, 
the God of Israel: The 
Jar. of meal shall not be 
spent, neither shall the 
cruse of oil fail, until the 
day that the Ix>bd sendeth 
rain upon the land.' "And 
she went and did accord- 
ing to the saying of 
Elijah; and she, and he, 
and her house, did eat 
many days. "The Jar of 
meal was not spent, 
neither did the cruse of 
oil fail, according to the 
word of the Lobd, which 
He spoke by Elijah. 

^*And it came to pass 
after these things, that 
the son of the woman, 
the mistress of the house, 
fell sick; and his sickness 
was so sore, that there 
was no breath left in him. 
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^And she said unto 
Elijah: *What have I to 
do with thee, O thou man 
of God? art thou come 
unto me to bring my sin 
to remembrance, and to 
slay my son?'/* ^And he 
said unto her: 'Give me 
thy son/ And he took 
him Qut of her bosom, 
and carried him up into 
the upper chamber, where 
he abode, and laid him 
upon his own bed. ^And 
he cried unto the Lobd, 
and said: 'O Lord my 
God, hast Thou also 
brought evil upon the 
widow with whom I so- 
journ, by slaying her 
son?' "And he stretched 
himself upon the child 
three times, and cried 
unto the LiOBD, and said: 
*0 XiOBD my God. I pray 
Thee, let this child's soul 
come back into him.' 
''And the Lord hearkened 
unto the voice of Elijah; 
and the soul of the child 
came back into him, and 
hto revived. "And Elijah 
took the child, nd 
brought him down out of 
the upper chamber into 
the house, and delivered 
him unto his mother; and 
Elijah said: 'See, thy son 
liveth.' "And the woman 
said to Elijah: 'Now I 
know that thou art a man 
of God. and that the 



word of the Lord in thy 
mouth Is truth.* 
1 o And it came to pass 
■■•^ after many days, that 
the word of the IjOBD 
canie to Elijah, in the 
third year, sayings 'Go, 
show thyself unto Ahab, 
and I will send rain upon 
the land.' 'And Elijah 
went to show himself 
unto Ahab. 

And the famine was 
sore in Samaria. 'And 
Ahab called Obadlah. who 
Was over the household. 
— Now Obadlah feared the 
Lord greatly; ^or it was 
so. when Jezebel cut off 
the prophets of the LORD^ 
that Obadlah took a hun- 
dred prophets, and hid 
them fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and 
water. — ^"And Ahab said 
unto Ob ad i ah: 'Go 
through the land, unto all 
the springs of water, and 
unto all the brooks; per- 
adventure we may find 
grass and save the horses 
and mules alive, that we 
lose not all the beasts.' 
•So they divided the land 
between them to pass 
throughout it: Ahab 
went one way by himself, 
and Obadlah went an- 
other way by himself. 

TAnd as Obadlah was in 
the way, behold. Elijah 
met him: and he knew 
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him, and fell on his face, 
and said: 'Is it thou, my 
lord Elijah?' *And he an- 
swered him: 'It is I; gro. 
tell thy lord: Behold. 
Elijah is here/ *And he 
said: 'Wherein have I 
■sinned, that thou wouldest 
deliver thy servant Into 
the hand of Ahab, to slay 
me? ^^As the LOBD thy 
God liveth, there is no 
nation or k i n sr d o m, 
whither my lord hath not 
sent to seek thee; and 
when they said: He is 
not here, he took an oath 
of the kingdom and na* 
tion, that they found thee 
not. "And now thou say- 
est: Go, tell thy lord: 
Behold, Elijah is here. 
"And it wilU come to 
pass, as soon as I am 
gone from thee, that the 
spirit of the Lord will 
carry thee whither I know 
not; and so when I come 
and tell Ahab, and he 
cannot find thee, he will 
slay me; but I thy serv* 
ant fear the Lord from 
my youth. "Was it not 
told my lord what I did 
when Jezebel slew the 
prophets of the Lord, how 
I hid* a hundred men of 
the liORD's prophets by 
fifty in a cave, and fed 
them with bread and 
water? "And now thou 
say est: Go» tell thy lord: 



Behold, Elijah is here; 
and he will slay, me.' 
>*And Elijah said: 'As the 
Lord of hosts liveth, be- 
fore whom I stand, I will 
surely show myself unto 
him to-day.' 

**So Obadiah went to 
meet Ahab, and told him; 
and Ahab went to meet 
Elijah. ^*And it came to 
pass, when Ahab saw 
Elijah, that Ahab said 
unto him: 'Is it thou, 
thou troubler of Israel?* 
"And he answered: *I 
have not troubled Israel; 
but thou, and thy father's 
house, in that ye have 
forsaken the command- 
ments of the Lord, and 
thou hast followed the 
Baalim. "Now therefore 
send, and gather to me 
all Israel unto mount 
Carmel, and the prophets 
of Baal four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of 
the Asherah four hundred, 
that eat at Jezebel's 
table.' 

''And Ahab sent unto 
all the children of Israel, 
and gathered the proph- 
ets together unto mount 
Carmel. *^And Elijah 
came near unto all the 
people, and said: Hoyi 
long halt ye between two 
opinions? if the liORD be 
God, follow Him; but if 
Baal, follow him.' And 
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the people answered him 
not a word. ''Then said 
Elijah Junto the people: 
% even I only, am left a 
prophet of the Lord; but 
Baal's prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. 
"Let them therefore give 
us two bullocks; and let 
them choose one bullock 
for themselves, and cut 
it in pieces, and lay it on 
the wood, and put no fire 
under; and I will dress 
the other . bullock, and 
lay it on the wood, and 
put no fire under. ''And 
call ye on the name of 
your trod, and I will call 
on the name of the Lobd; 
and the God that an- 
swereth by fire, let him 
be God.' And all the 
people answered and said : 
'It is well spoken.* 

''And Elijah said unto 
the prophets of Baal: 
'Choose you one bullock 
for yourselves, and dress 
it first; for ye are many; 
and call on the name of 
your god, but put no fire 
under.' "And they took 
the bullock which was 
given them, and they 
dressed it, and called on 
the name of Baal from 
morning even until noon, 
saying: 'O Baal, answer 
ui^t* ,But there was- no 
voice, nor any that an- 
swered. And they danced 



in halting wise about the 
altar which was made. 
"And it came to pass at 
noon, that Elijah mocked 
them, and said: 'Cry 
aloud; for he is a god; 
either he is musing, or he 
is gone aside, or he is in 
a Journey, or peradven- 
ture he sleepeth, and must 
be awalced.' "And they 
cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their 
manner with swords and 
lances, till the blood 
gushed out upon them. 
"And it was so, when 
midday was past, that 
they prophesied until the 
time of the offering of 
the evening offering; but 
there was neither voices 
nor any to answer, nor 
any that regarded. 

"And Elijah said unto 
all the people: 'Come 
4iear unto me'; and all 
the people came near 
unto him. And he re* 
paired the altar of the 
Loud that was thrown 
down. "And Elijah took 
twelve stones, according 
to the number of the 
tribes of the sons of 
Jacob, unto whom the 
word of the LiObd came, 
saying: Israel shall be 
thy name.' "And with 
the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the 
LiOBD; and he made a 
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trench about the altar, as 
grreat as would contain 
two measures of seed. 
"And he put the wood In 
order» and cut the bullock 
in pieces, and laid it on 
the wood. **And he said: 
*Pill four Jars with water, 
and pour it on the bumt- 
ofTering, and on the wood.' 
And he said: 'Do it the 
second time'; and they 
did it the second time. 
And he said: 'Do it the 
third time'; and they did 
it the third time. ^And 
the water ran round 
about the altar; and he 
filled the trench also with 
water. "And it came to 
pass at the time of the 
offeringr of the evening 
offering, that Elijah the 
prophet came near, and 
said: 'O Lobd, the Qod of. 
Abraham, of Isaac, and of 
Israel, let it be known 
this day that Thou art 
God in Israel, and that I 
am Thy servant, and that 
I have done all these 
things at Thy word. 
"Hear me, O LOBD, hear 
me, that this people may 
know that Thou, Lobd, 
art God, for Thou didst 
torn their heart back- 
ward.' "Then the Are of 
the liOBD fell, and con- 
sumed the burnt-offering, 
and the wood, and the 
llo&es, and the duet, and 



licked up the water that 
was in the trench. "And 
when all the people saw 
it, they fell on their 
faces; and they said: 
'The LOBD, He is God; the 
LOBD, He is God.' ^And 
Elijah said unto them: 
'Take the prophets of 
Baal; let not one of them 
escape.' And they took 
them; and Elijah brought 
them down to the brook 
Kishon, and slew them 
there. 

^^And Elijah said unto. 
Ahab: 'Get thee up, eat 
and drink; for there is the 
sound of abundance of 
rain.' ^So Ahab went up 
to eat and to drink. And 
Elijah went up to the top 
of Caxmel; and he bowed 
himself down upon the 
earth, and put his face 
between his knees. ^And 
he said to his servant: 
'Go up now, look toward 
the sea.' And he went 
up, and looked, and said: 
'There is nothing.' And 
he said: 'Go again seven 
times.' ^And it came to 
pass at the seventh time, 
that he said: 'Behold, 
there ariseth a cloud out 
of the sea, as small as a 
man's hand.' And he 
said: 'Go up, say unto 
Ahab: Make ready thy 
chariot, and get theo 
down, that the rain stop 
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thee not.' ^And it canie 
to pass in a little while, 
that the heaven grew 
black with clouds and 
wind, and there was a 
Sreat rain. And Ahab 



rode, and went to JezreeL 
^And the hand of the 
LOBD was on Elijah; and 
he girded up his loins, 
and ran before Ahab to 
the entrance of Jezreel 
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"lONow It came to pass 
•■•^in the third year of 
Hoshea son of Elah king 
of Israel, that Hezekiah 
the son of Ahaz king of 
Judah began to reign. 
Twenty and five years 
old was he when he be- 
gan to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and nine 
years in Jerusalem; and 
his mother's name was 
Abi the daughter of 
Zeehariah. *And he did 
that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lokd, ac- 
cording to all that David 
his father had done. *He 
removed the high places, 
and broke the pillars, and 
cut down the Asherah; 
and he broke in pieces 
the brazen serpent that 
Moses had made; for 
unto those days the 
children of Israel did offer 
to it; and it was called 
Nehushtan. 'He trusted 
in the LORD, the God of 
Israel; so that after him 
waa none like him among 



all the kings of Judah, 
nor among them that 
were before him. 'For he 
cleaved to the Lord, he 
departed not from fol- 
lowing him, but kept His 
commandments, which the 
Lord commanded Moses. 
*And the Lord was with 
him: whithersoever he 
went forth he prospered; 
and he rebelled against 
the king of Assyria, and 
served him not. *He smote 
the Philistines unto Gaza 
and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of- the 
watchmen to the fortified 
city. 

*And it came to pass in 
the fourth year of king 
Hezekiah, which was the 
seventh year of Hoshea 
son of Elah king of 
Israel, that Shalmaneser 
king of Assyi:ia came up 
against Samaria, and be- 
sieged it. **And at the 
end of three years they 
took it; even in the sixth 
year of Hezekiah, which 
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v;as the ninth year of| 
Uoshea kins of Israel, 
Samaria was taken. ^*And 
the king of Assyria 
carried Israel away unto 
Assyria, and put them in 
Halah, and in Habor, on 
the river of Gozan, and 
in the cities of the Medes; 
^^ecause they hearkened 
not to the voice of the 
LiOBD their God, but trans - 
grressed His covenant, 
even all that Moses the 
servant of the Lord com- 
manded, and would not 
hear it, nor do it. 

"Now in the fourteenth 
year of king Hezekiah 
did Sennacherib kingr of 
Assyria come up against 
all the fortified cities of 
Judah, and took them. 
'^And Hezekiah king of 
Judah sent to the king 
of Assyria to Lachish, 
saying: 1 have offended; 
return from me; that 
which thou puttest on me 
will I bear.' And the 
king of Assyria appointed 
unto Hezekiah king of 
Judah three hundred 
talents of silver and 
thirty talents of gold. 
''And Hezekiah gave him 
all the silver that was 
found in the house of the 
ijOBD, and in the treasures 
of the king's house. "At 
that time did Hezekiah 
cut off the gold from the 



doors of the temple of the 
Lord, and from the door- 
posts which Hezekiah 
king of Judah had over- 
laid, and gave it to the 
king of Assyria. 

"And the king of As- 
syria sent Tartan and- 
R a b-s a r i s and Rab- 
shakeh from Lachish to 
king Hezekiah with a 
great army unto Jerusa- 
lem. And they went up 
and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come 
up, they came and stood 
by the conduit of the 
upper pool, which is in 
the highway of the fullers* 
field. "And when they 
had called to the king, 
there came out to them 
Eliakim the son of H!l- 
kiah, who was over the 
household, and Shebnah 
the scribe, and Joah the 
son of Asaph the re- 
corder. 

"And Rab-shakeh said 
unto them: 'Say ye now 
to Hezekiah: Thus saith 
the great king, the king 
of Assyria: What confi- 
dence is this wherein 
thou tirustest? "Say est 
thou that a mere word of 
the lips is counsel and 
strength for the war? 
Now on whom dost thou 
trust, that thou hast re- 
belled against me? ''Now, 
behold, thou trustest 
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upon the staff of this 
bruised reed, even upon 
Eirypt; whereon if a man 
lean, it will go into his 
hand, and pierce it; so is 
Pharaoh king of Egypt 
unto all that> trust on 
him. "But if ye say unto 
me: We trust in the 
Lord our God; is not that 
He, whose high places 
and whose altars Heze- 
kiah hath taken away, 
and hath said to Judah 
and to Jerusalem: Ye 
shall worship before this 
altar in Jerusalem ? "Now 
therefore, > I pray thee, 
make a wager with my 
master the king of As- 
syria, and I will give thee 
two thousand liorses, if 
thou be able on thy part 
to set riders upon them. 
"How. then canst thou 
turn away th^ face of one 
captain, even of the least 
of my master's servants? 
and yet thou puttest thy 
trust on Egypt for char- 
iots and for horsemen! 
"Am I now come up 
without the LOBD against 
this place to destroy it? 
The Lord said unto me: 
Qo up against this land, 
and destroy it.' 

"Then said Eliakim the 
son of Hilkiah, and 
Shebnah, and Joah, unto 
Rab-shakeh: 'Speak, I 
pray thee, to thy servants 



in the Aramean language; 
for we understand it; and i 
speak not with us in the 
Jews' language, in the 
ears of the people that 
are on the wall.*, "But 
Rab-shakeh said unto 
them: 'Hath my master 
sent me to thy master, 
and to thee, to speak 
these words? hath he not 
sent me to the men that 
sit on the wall, to eat 
their own dung, and to 
drink their own water 
with you?' "Then Rab- 
shakeh stood, and cried 
with a loud voice In the 
'Jews' language, and spoke, 
saying: *Hear ye the 
word of the great king, j 
the king of Assyria. 
"Thus saith the king: 
Let not Hezekiah beguile 
you; for he will not be 
able to deliver you ont of 
his hand; "neither let 
Hezekiah make you trust 
in the Lord, sasring: The 
liOBD will surely deliver 
us, and this city shall not 
be given into the hand of 
the king of Assyria. 
"Hearken net to Heze- 
kiah; for thus saith the 
king of Assyria: Make 
your peace with me, and 
come out to me; and eat 
ye every one of his vine, 
and every one of his fig- 
tree, and drink ye every 
one the waters of his own 
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cistern; ^ntll I eonie and 
take you away to a land 
like your own land, a 
land of corn and wine, a 
land of bread and vine* 
yards, a land of olive- 
trees and of honey, that 
ye may live, and not die; 
and hearken not unto 
Hezeki^, when he per* 
•uadeth you, sayincr: The 
Lord will « deliver us. 
**Hath any of the gods of 
the nations ever delivered 
his land out of the hand 
of the king of Assyria? 
**Where are the gods of 
Hamath, and of Arpad? 
where are the gods of 
8epharvaim, of Hena, and 
Ivvah? have they de- 
livered Samaria out of 
my hand? "Who are they 
among all the gods of the 
countries, that have de- 
livered their country out 
of my hand, that the 
LORD should deliver Jeru- 
salem out of my hand?* 
"But the people held 
their peace, and answered 
him not a word; for the 
king's commandment was, 
saying: 'Answer him not.' 
*^Then came Eliaklm the 
son of Hilkiah, who was 
over th<t household, . and 
Shebna the scribe, and 
Joah the son of Asaph 
the recorder, to Hesekiah 
with their clothes rent. 



and told him the words 
of Rab-shakeh. 
IQAnd it came to pass, 
•'-^when king Hezekiah 
heard it, that he rent his 
clothes, and covered him- 
self with sackcloth, and 
went into the house of 
the Lord. 'And he sent 
£liakim, who was over 
the household, and 
8hebna the scribe, and 
the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, 
unto Isaiah the prophet 
the son of Amoz. *And 
they said unto him: Thus 
saith Hezekiah: This day 
is a day of trouble, and 
of rebuke, and of con- 
tumely; for the children 
are come to the birth, 
and there Is not strength 
to bring forth. *It may 
be the Lord thy God will 
hear all the words off 
Hab-shakeh, whom the 
king of Assyria his mas- 
ter hath sent to taunt the 
living God, and will re- 
buke the words which the 
Lord thy God hath heard; 
wherefore make prayer 
for the remnant that is 
left' 'So the servants of 
king Hezekiah came to 
Isaiah, 'And Isaiah said 
unto them: 'Thus shall 
ye say to your master: 
Thus saith the Lord: Be 
not afraid of the words 
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that thou hast heard, 
wherewith the servants 
of the king of Assyria 
have blasphemed Me. 
'Behold, I will put a spirit 
in him, and he shall hear 
a rumour, and shall re- 
turn to his own land; and 
I will cause him to fall 
by the sword in his own 
land.' 

'So Rab-shakeh re- 
turned, and found the 
king of Assyria warring 
against Libnah; for he 
had heard that he was 
departed ^rom Xiachish. 
*And when he heard say 
of Tirhakah king of 
Ethiopia: 'Behold, he is 
come out to fight against 
thee'; he sent messengers 
again unto Hezekiah, say- 
ing: ***Thus shall ye 
speak to Hezekiah king 
of Judah, saying: Let 
not thy God in whom 
thou trustest beguile thee, 
saying: Jerusalem shall 
not be given into the 
hand of the king of As- 
syria. ^Behold, thou bast 
heard what the kings of 
Assyria have done to all 
lands, by destroying them 
utterly; and shalt thou be 
delivered? "Have the 
gods of the nations de- 
livered them, which my 
fathers have destroyed, 
Gozan, and Haran, and 
Hezeph, and the children 



of Eden that were in 
Telassar? **Where is the 
king of Hamath, and the 
king of Arpad, and the 
king of the city of Seph- 
arvaim, of Hena, and 
Ivvah?' 

^*And Hezekiah received 
the letter from the hand 
of the messengers, and 
read it; and I^ezekiah 
went up unto the house 
of the Lord, and spread 
it before the LOBD. ^And 
Hezekiah prayed before 
the LOBD, and said: 'O 
Lord, the God of Israel, 
that sittest upon the 
cherubim. Thou art the 
God, even Thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the 
earth; Thou hast made 
heaven and earth. "In- 
cline Thine ear, O Lord, 
and hear; open Thine 
eyes, O Lord, and see; 
and hear the words of 
Sennacherib, therewith 
he hath sent hfm to taunt 
the living God. "0£ a 
truth. Lord, the kings of 
Assyria have laid waste 
the nations and their 
lands, "and have cast 
their gods into the fire; 
for they were no gods, 
but the work of men's 
hands, wood and stone; 
therefore they have de- 
stroyed them. "Now 
therefore, O Lord our 
God, save Thou us, I be- 
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seech Thee, out of his 
hand, that all the king- 
doms ot the earth may 
know that Thou art the 
Lord God, even Thou 
only/ 

*®Then Isaiah the son 
of Amoz sent to Heze- 
kiah, saying:: 'Thus salth 
the Lord, the God of 
Israel: Whereas thou 
hast prayed to Me against 
Sennacherib king of As- 
syria, I have heard thee. 
"This is the word that 
the Lord hath spoken 
concerning him: 
The virgin daughter of 

Zion 
Hath despised thee and 
laughed thee to scorn; 
The daughter of Jeru- 
salem 
Hath shaken her head 
at thee. 
""Whom hast thou taunted 
and blasphemed? 
And against whom hast 
thou exalted thy 
voice ? 
Tea, thou hast lifted up 

thine eyes on high, 
Even against the Holy 
One of Israel! 
**By thy messengers thou 
hast taunted the 
Lord, 
And. hast said: With 
the multitude of my 
chariots 



Am I come up to the 
height of the moun- 
tains, 

To the Innermost parts 
of Lebanon; 

And I have cut down 
the tall cedars there- 
of, 

And the choice cy- 
presses thereof; 

And I have entered into 
his farthest lodge,

■•The word which Jere- 
miah the prophet com- 
manded Seraiah the son 
of Neriah, the son of 
Mahseiah, when he went 



with Zedeklah the king of 
Judah to Babylon in the 
fourth year of his reign. 
Now Seraiah was quar- 
termaster. "And Jeremiah 
wrote in one book all the 
evil that should come 
upon Babylon, even all 
these words that are 
written concerning Baby- 
lon. '^And Jeremiah said 
to Seraiah: "When thou 
comest to Babylon, then 
see that thou read all 
these words, "and say: O 
Lord, Thou hast spoken 
concerning this place, to 
cut it off, that none shall 
dwell therein, neither man 
nor beast, but that it shall 
be desolate for ever. *'And 
it shall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading 
this book, that thou sbalt 
bind a stone to it, and cast 
it into the midst of the 
Buphrates; **and thou 
Shalt say: Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall 
not rise again because of 
the evil that I will bring 
upon her; and they shall 
be weary,* 
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1 o And the word of the 
■■•" Load came unto me, 
sayingr: *'What mean ye, 
that ye use this proverb 
in the land of Israel, say- 
ing:: 

The fathers have eaten 
sour grrapes, 

And the children's teeth 
are set on edge? 
'As I live, salth the Liord 
God, ye shall not have 
occasion any more to use 
this proverb in Israel. 
^Behold, all souls are 
Mine; as the soul of the 
father, so also the soul 
of the son is Mine; the 
soul that sinneth, it shall 
die. 

'But if a man be Just, 
and do that which is law- 
ful and right, 'and hath 
not eaten upon the moun- 
tains, neither hath lifted 
up his eyes to the idols of 
the house of Israel, 
neither hath detlled his 
neisrhbour's wife, neither 
hath come near to a 
woman in her impurity; 
'and hath not wronged 
any, but hath restored 
his pledge for a debt, 
hath taken nought by 
robbery, hath given his 
bread to the hungry, and 
hath covered the naked 



with a garment; *he that 
hath not given forth upon 
interest, neither hath 
taken any increase, that 
hath withdrawn his hand 
from iniquity, hath ex- 
ecuted true Justice be- 
tween man and man, "hath 
walked in My statutes, 
and hath kept Mine or- 
dinances, to deal truly; 
he is Just, he shall surely 
live, saith the Lord QOD. 
^If he beget a son that 
is a robber, a sheddei* of 
blood, and that doeth to 
a brother any of these 
things, "whereas he him- 
self had not done any of 
these things, for he hath 
even eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled 
his neighbour's wife, 
**hath wronged the poor 
and needy, hath taken by 
robbery, hath not restored 
the pledge, and hath lifted 
up his eyes to the idols, 
hath committed abomina- 
tion, **ftath given forth 
upon interest, and hath 
taken increase; shall he 
then live? he shall not 
live— he hath done all 
these abominations; he 
shall surely be put to 
death, his blood shall be 
upon him. 
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"Now, lo, if he begr«t a 
son, that seeth all his 
father's sins, which he 
hath done, and consider- 
eth, and doeth not such 
like, "that hath not eaten 
upon the mountains, 
neither hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols of the 
house of Israel, hath not 
defiled his neighbour's 
wife, ^•n either hath 
wronged any, hath not 
taken aught to pledge, 
neither hath taken by 
robbery, but hath given 
his bread to the hungry, 
and hath covered the 
naked with a garment, 
"that hath withdrawn his 
hand from the poor, that 
hath not received interest 
nor increase, hath exe- 
cuted Mine, ordinances, 
hath walked in My stat- 
utes; he shall not die for 
the iniquity of his father, 
he shall surely live. ''As 
for his father, because he 
cruelly oppressed, com- 
mitted robbery on his 
brother, and did that 
which is not good among 
his people, behold, he 
dieth for his Iniquity, 
"^et say ye: Why doth 
not the son bear the in- 
iquity of the father with 
him? When the son hath 
done that which is law*< 
ful and right, and hath 
kept all My statutes, and 



hath done them, he sliall 
surely live. *The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die; 
the son shall not bear tlie 
iniquity of the father 
with him, neither sha.ll 
the father bear the in- 
iquity of the son witli 
him; the righteousness of 
the righteous shall be 
upon him, and the wick- 
edness of the wicked shall 
be upon him. 

•*But if the wicked turn 
from all his sins that he 
hath committed, and keep 
all My statutes, and do 
that which is lawful and 
right, he shall surely live, 
he shall not die. *^one 
of his transgressions that 
he hath committed shall 
be remembered against 
him; for his righteous- 
ness that he hath done he 
shall live. "Have I any 
pleasure at all that the 
wicked should die? saith 
the Lord God; and not 
rather that he should re- 
turn from his ways, and 
live? 

'*But when the right- 
eous turneth away from 
his righteousness, and 
committeth iniquity, and 
doeth according to all the 
abominations that the 
wicked man doeth, shall 
he live? None of his 
righteous deeds that he 
hath done shall be re- 
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membered; for his tres- 
pass that he trespassed, 
and for his sin that he 
hath sinned, for them 
shall he die. "Yet ye 
say: The way of the 
Lord is not equal. Hear 
now, O house of Israel: 
Is it My way that is not 
equal ? is it not your ways 
that are unequal ? *When 
the righteous man turneth 
away from his righteous- 
ness, and committeth in- 
iquity» he shall die there- 
for; for his iniquity that 
he hath done shall he die. 
^'Asrain, when the wicked 
man turneth away from 
his wickedness' that he 
hath committed, and 
doeth that which is law- 
ful and right, he shall 
save his soul alive. "Be- 
cause he considereth, and 
turneth away from all his 
transgressions that ho 
hath committed, he shall 
surely live, he shall not 
die.

are unequal? "Therefore 
I will Judge you, O house 
of Israel, every one ac- 
cording to his ways, saith 
the Lord God.

IAnd it came to pass 
in the days when the 
judges Judged, that there 
was a famine in the land. 
And a certain man of Beth- 
lehem in Judah went to 



sojourn in the field of 
Moab, he, and his wife, 
and his two sons. *And 
the name of the man was 
Elimelech, and the name 
of his wife Naomi, and 
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the name of his two sons 
Mahlon and Chilion, Eph- 
rathites of Beth-lehem in 
Judah. And they came 
into the field of Moab, 
and continued there. *And 
Elimelech Naomi's hus- 
band died; and she was 
left, and her two sons. 
*And they took them wives 
of the women of Moab: 
the name of the one was 
Orpah, and the name of 
the other Ruth; and they 
dwelt there about ten 
years. *And Mahlon and 
Chllion died both of them ; 
and the woman was left 
of her two children and 
of her husband. •Then 
she arose with her 
daughters-in-law, that 
she might return from 
the field of Moab; for she 
had heard in the field of 
Moab how that the Lord 
had remembered His 
people in giving: them 
bread. *And she went 
forth out of the place 
where she was, ajid her 
two daughters-in-law 
with her; and they went 
on the way to return unto 
the land of Judah. "And 
Naomi said unto her two 
daughters-in-law: 'Go, 
return each of you to her 
mother's house; the Losd 
deal kindly with you, as , 
ye have dealt with the 
dead, and with me. 'The I 



^L/mD gra^t you that ye 
may find rest, each of you 
in the house of her hus- 
band.' Then she kissed 
them; and they lifted 
up their voice, and wept. 
"And they said unto her: 
'Nay, but we will return 
with thee unto thy people.' 
"And Naomi said: 'Turn 
back, my daughters; why 
will ye go with me? have 
I yet sons in my womb, 
that they may be your 
husbands? "Turn back, 
my daughters, go your 
way; for I am too old to 
have a husband. If I 
should say: I have hope, 
should I even have a hus- 
band to-night, and also 
bear sons; "would ye 
tarry for them tUl they 
were grown? would ye 
shut yourselves off for 
them and have no hus- 
bands? nay, my daugh- 
ters; for it grieveth me 
much for your sakes, for 
the hand of the Lobd is 
gone forth agrainst me.' 
"And they lifted up their 
voice, and wept again; 
and Orpah kissed her 
mother-in-law; but Ruth 
cleaved unto her. "And 
she said: 'Behold, thy 
sister-in-law is gone back 
unto her people, and unto 
her god ; return thou after 
thy sister-in-law.' "And 
Ruth said: 'Entreat me 
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not to leave thee, and to 
return from following 
after thee; for whither 
thou groest, I will go; and 
where thou lodgrest. I will 
lodge; thy people shall be 
my people, and thy God 
my God; "where thou 
diest, will I die, and there 
will I be buried; the Lord 
do so to me, and more 
also, if aught but death 
part thee and me.' "And 
when she saw that she 
was stedfastly minded 
to go with her, she left 
otl speaking unto her. 
"So they two went 
until they came to 
Beth-lehem. And it came 
to pass, when they were 
come to Beth-lehem, that 
all the city was astir con- 
cerning them, and the 
women said: Is this 
Naomi?* "'And she said 
unto them: 'Call me not 
Naomi, call me Marah; 
for the Almighty hath 
dealt very bitterly with 
me. "I went out full, and 
the LOBD hath brought me 
back home empty; why 
call ye me Naomi, seeing 
the Lord hath testified 
against me, and the Al- 
mighty hath afflicted me?' 
^So Naomi returned, and 
Ruth the Moabitess, her 
daughter-in-law, with her, 
who returned out of the 
field of Moab— and they 



came to Beth-lehem in 
the beginning of barley 
harvest. 

o And Naomi had a kins- 
^ man of her husband's, 
a mighty man of valour, 
of the family of Elimelech, 
and his name was Boaz. 
*And Ruth the Moabitess 
said unto Naomi: 'Let 
me now go to the field, 
and glean among the ears 
of corn after him in 
whose sight I shall find 
favour.* And she said 
unto her: 'Go, my daugh- 
ter.* 'And she went, and 
came and gleaned in the 
field after the reapers; 
and her hap was to light 
on the portion of the 
field belonging unto Boaz, 
who was of the family of 
Elimelech. *And, behold, 
Boaz came from Beth- 
lehem, and said unto the 
reapers: 'The Lord be 
with you.* And they an- 
swered him: 'The LORD 
bless thee.' 'Then said 
Boaz unto his servant 
that was set over the 
reapers : 'Whose damsel 
is this?' 'And the servant 
that was set over the 
reapers answered and 
said: 'It is a Moabitish 
damsel that came back 
with Naomi out of the 
field of Moab; 'and she 
said: Let me glean, I 
pray you, and gather 
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after the reapers amongr 
the sheaves; so she came, 
and hath continued even 
from the morningr until 
now, save that she tarried 
a little in the house.' 
^Then said Boaz unto 
Ruth: ^nearest thou not, 
my daughter? GFo not to 
g-lean in another field, 
neither pass from hence, 
but abide here fast by 
my maidens. *Let thine 
eyes be on the field that 
they do reap, and go thou 
after them; have I not 
charged the young men 
that they shall not touch 
thee? and when thou art 
athirst, go unto the ves- 
sels, and drink of that 
which the young men 
have drawn.* **rhen she 
fell on her face, and 
bowed down to the ground, 
and said unto him: 'Why 
have I found favour in 
thy sight, that thou 
shouldest take cognizance 
of me, seeing I am a for- 
eigner?' "And Boaz an- 
swered and said unto 
her : 'It hath fully been 
told me, all that thou 
hast done unto thy 
mother-in-law since the 
death of thy husband; 
and how thou hast left 
thy father and thy mother, 
and the land of thy na- 
tivity, and art come unto 
a people that thou knew- 



est not heretofore. "The 
LOBO recompense thy 
work, and be thy reward 
complete from the Lobd, 
the God of Israel, under 
whose wings thou art 
come to take refuge.' 
"Then she said: 'Let me 
find favour in thy sight, 
my lord; for that thou, 
hast comforted me, and 
for that thou hast spoken 
to the heart of thy hand- 
maid, though I be not as 
one of thy handmaidens/ 
HAnd Boaz said unto her 
at meal-time: 'Come 
hither, and eat of the 
bread, and dip thy morsel 
in the vinegar.' And she 
sat beside the reapers; 
and they reached her 
parched corn, and she did 
eat and was satisfied, and 
left thereof. "And when 
she was risen up to glean. 
Boaz commanded his 
young men, saying: 'Let 
her glean even among the 
sheaves, and put her not 
to shame. ^*And also pull 
out some for her of pur- 
pose from the bundles, 
and leave it, and let her 
glean, and rebuke her 
not.' "So she gleaned in 
the field until even; and 
she beat out that which 
she had gleaned, and it 
was about an ephah of 
barley. "And she took it 
up, and went into the 
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city; and her mother-in- 
law saw what she had 
grleaned; and she brought 
forth and gave to her 
that which she had left 
after she was satisfied. 
"•And her mother-in-law 
said unto her; 'Where 
hast thou gleaned to-day? 
and where wroughtest 
thou? blessed be he that 
did take knowledge of 
thee/ And she told her 
mother-in-law with whom 
she had wrought, and 
said: 'The man's name 
with whom I wrought to- 
day is Boaz.' '^And 
Naomi said unto her 
daughter-in-law: 'Bless- 
ed be he of the Lord, who 
hath not left off His kind- 
ness to the living and to 
the dead.' And Naomi 
said unto her: 'The man 
is nigh of kin unto us, 
one of our near kinsmen.' 
^And Ruth the Hoabitess 
said: 'Yea, he said unto 
me: Thou shalt keep fast 
by my young men, until 
they have ended all my 
harvest.' "And Naomi 
said unto Ruth her 
daughter-in-law : It is 
good, my daughter, that 
thou go out with his 
maidens, and that thou be 
not met in any other 
field.' "So she kept fast 
by the maidens of Boaz 
to glean unto the end of 



barley harvest and of 
wheat harvest; and she 
dwelt with her mother- 
in-law. 

o And Naomi her mo ther- 
*^ in-law said unto her: 
'My daughter, shall I not 
seek rest for thee, that it 
may be well with thee? 
'And now is there not 
Boaz our kinsman, with 
whose maidens thou wast? 
Behold, he winnowetli 
barley to-night in the 
threshing-floor. "W ash 
thyself therefore^ and 
anoint thee, and put thy 
raiment upon thee, and 
get thee down to the 
threshing-floor; but make 
not thyself known unto 
the man, until he shall 
have done eating and 
drinking. 'And It shall 
be, when he lieth down, 
that thou Shalt mark the 
place where he shall lie, 
and thou shalt go in, and 
uncover his feet, and lay 
thee down; and he will 
tell thee what thou shalt 
do.' 'And she said unto 
her: *A11 that thou sayest 
unto me I will do.' *And 
she went down unto the 
threshing-floor, and did 
according to all that her 
mother-in-law bade her. 
^And when Boaz had 
eaten and drunk, and his 
heart was merry, he went 
to lie down at the end of 
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the heap of corn ; and she 
came softly, and un- 
covered his feet, and laid 
her down. "And it came 
to pass at midnight, that 
the man was startled, and 
turned himself; and, be- 
hold, a woman lay at his 
feet. 'And he said: 'Who 
art thou?* And she an- 
swered: *I am Ruth thy 
handmaid; spread there- 
fore thy skirt over thy 
handmaid; for thou art a 
near kinsman.* ^And he 
said: 'Blessed be thou of 
the LOBD, my daughter; 
thou hast shown more 
kindness in the end than 
at the beginning, Inas- 
much as thou didst not 
follow the young men, 
whether poor or rich. 
**And now, my daughter, 
fear not; I will do to thee 
all that thou sayest; for 
all the men in the gate of 
my people do know that 
thou art a virtuous 
woman. "And now it is 
true that I am a near 
kinsman; howbeit there 
is a kinsman nearer than 
I. "Tarry this night, and 
it shall be in the morn- 
ing, that if he will per- 
form unto thee the part 
of a kinsman, well; let 
him do the kinsman's 
part; but if he be not 
willing to do the part of 
a kinsman to thee, then 



will I do the part of a 
kinsman to thee, as the 
LOBD liveth; lie down 
until the morning.' **And 
she lay at his feet until 
the morning; and she 
rose up before one could 
discern another. For he 
said: 'Let it not be 
known that the woman 
came to the threshing- 
floor.' "And he said: 
'Bring the mantle that is 
upon thee, and hold it'; 
and she held it; and he 
measured six measures of 
barley, and laid it on her; 
and he went into the city. 
"And when she came to 
her mother-in-law, she 
said: "Who art thou, my 
daughter?' And she told 
her all that the man had 
done to her. "And she 
said: 'These six measures 
of barley gave he me; for 
he said to me: Go not 
empty unto thy mother- 
in-law.'

4 Now Boaz went up to 
the gate, and sat him 
down there; and, behold, 
the near kinsman of 
whom Boaz spoke came 
by; unto whom he said: 
'Ho, such a one! turn 
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aside, sit down here.' 
And he turned aside, 
and sat down. 'And he 
took ten men of the elders 
of the city, and said: 
'Sit ye down here.' And 
they sat down. *And he 
said unto the near kins- 
man: 'Naomi, that is 
come back out of the field 
of Moab, selleth the 
parcel of land, which was 
our brother Blimelech's; 
^nd I thoue^ht to disclose 
it unto thee, saying: Buy 
it before them that sit 
here, and before the 
elders of my people. If 
thou wilt redeem it, re- 
deem it; but if it will not 
be redeemed, then tell me, 
that I may know; for 
there is none to redeem 
it beside thee; and I am 
after thee/ And he said: 
'I will redeem it.' 'Then 
said Boaz: "What day 
thou buyest the field of 
the hand of Naomi — hast 
thou also bought of Ruth 
the Moabitess, the wife 
of the dead, to raise up 
the name of the dead 
upon his inheritance?' 
*And the near kinsman 
said : 'I cannot redeem it 
for myself, lest I mar 
mine own inheritance; 
take thou my right of re- 
demption on thee; for I 
cannot redeem It.' — 'Now 
this was the custom in 



former time in Israel con- 
cerning redeeming apd 
concerning exchanging, to 
confirm all things: a man 
drew off his shoe, and 
gave it to his neighbour; 
and this was the attesta- 
tion in Israel. — *&o the 
near kinsman said unto 
Boaz: 'Buy it for thyself.' 
And he drew ofiC his shoe. 
*And Boaz said unto the 
elders, and unto all the 
people: *Ye are witnesses 
this day, that I have 
bought all that was Elim- 
elech's, and all that was 
Chilion's and Mahlon's, of 
the hand of Naomi. 
"M o r e o y e r Ruth the 
Moabitess, the wife of 
Mahlon, have I acquired 
to be my wife, to raise up 
the name of the dead 
upon his tiiheritance, that 
the name of the dead be 
not cut off from among 
his brethren, and from 
the gate of his place; ye 
are witnesses this day.' 
"And all the people that 
were in the gate, and the 
elders, said: *We are 
witnesses. The Lord 
make the woman that is 
come into thy house like 
Rachel and like Leah, 
which two did build the 
house of Israel; and do 
thou worthily in Ephrath, 
and be famous in Beth- 
lehem; "and let thy house 
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be like the house of Perez, 
whom Tamar bore unto 
Judah, of the seed which 
the LOBD shall give thee 
of this young woman/ 
"So Boaz took Ruth, and 
she became his wife; and 
he went in unto her, and 
the LOBD gave her con- 
ception, and she bore a 
son. **And the women 
said unto Naomi: 'Blessed 
be the Lobd, who hath 
not left thee this day 
without a near kinsman, 
and let his name be 
t famous in Israel. "And 
he shall be unto thee a 



restorer of life, and a 
nourisher of thine old 
age; for thy daughter-in- 
law, who loveth thee, who 
is better to thee than 
seven sons, hath borne 
him.' "And Naomi took 
the child, and laid . it in 
her bosom, and became 
nurse unto it. "And the 
women her neighbours 
gave it a name, saying: 
'There is a son born to 
Naomi'; and they called 
his name.Obed; he is the 
father of Jesse, the father 
of David.

"O liOBD, the 
God of Israel, Thou art 
righteous; for we are left 
a remnant that is escaped, 
as it is this day; behold, 
we are before Thee in our 
guiltiness; for none can 
stand before Thee be- 
cause of this/ 
1 A Now while Ezra 
-*•" prayed, and made 
confession, weeping and 
casting himself down be- 
fore the house of God, 
there was gathered to- 
gether unto him out of 
Israel a very great con- 
gregation of men and 
women and children; for 
the people wept very 
sore. 'And Shecaniah the 
son of Jehiel, one of the 
sons of Elam, answered 
and said unto Ezra: "We 
have broken faith with 
our God, and have married 
foreign women of the 
peoples of the land; yet 
now there is hope for 
Israel concerning this 
thing. 'Now therefore let 
us make a covenant with 
our God to put away all 
the wives, and such as 
are born of them, accord- 
ing to the counsel of the 
LOBD, and of those that 
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tremble at the command- 
ment of our God; and let 
it be done according to 
the law. ^Arise; for the 
matter belongeth unto 
thee, and we are with 
thee; be of good courage, 
and do it.' 

•Then arose Ezra, and 
made the chiefs of the 
priests, the Levites, and 
all Israel, to swear that 
they would do according 
to this word. So they 
swore. 'Then Ezra rose 
up from before the house 
of God, and went into the 
chamber of Jehohanan 
the son of Eliashib; and 
when he came thither, he 
did eat no bread, nor 
drink water; for he 
mourned because of the 
faithlessness of them of 
the captivity. *And they 
made proclamation 
throughout Judah and 
Jerusalem unto all the 
children of the captivity, 
that they should gather 
themselves together unto 
Jerusalem; *and that 
whosoever came not 
within three days, ac- 
cording to the counsel of 
the princes and the elders, 
all his substance should 
be forfeited, and himself 
separated from the con- 
gregation of the captivity. 

*Then all the men of 
Judah and Benjamin 



gathered themselves to- 
gether unto Jerusalem 
within the three days; it 
was the ninth month, on 
the twentieth day of the 
month; and all the people 
sat in the broad place be- 
fore the house of God, 
trembling because of this 
matter, and for the great 
rain. *"And Ezra the 
priest stood up, and said 
unto them: *Ye have 
broken faith, and have 
married foreign women, 
to increase the guilt of 
IsraeU "Now therefore 
make confession unto the 
Lord, the God of your 
fathers, and do His pleas- 
ure; and separate your- 
selves from the peoples 
of the land, and from the 
foreign women.* "Then 
all the congregation an- 
swered and said with a 
loud voice: *As thou hast 
said, so it is for us to do. 
"But the people are many, 
and it is a time of much 
rain, and we are not able 
to stand without, neither 
is this a work of one day 
or two; for we have 
greatly transgressed in 
this matter. **Liet now 
our princes of all the 
congregation stand, and 
let all them that are in 
our cities that have mar- 
ried foreign women come 
at appointed times, and 
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with them the elders of 
every city, and the judsres 
thereof, until the fierce 
wrath of our God be 
turned from us, as touch- 
ing this matter.' "Only 
Jonathan the son of 
Asahel and Jahzeiah the 
son of Tikvah stood up 
agrainst this matter; and 
Meshullam and Shah- 
bethai the Levite helped 
them. ^And the children 
of the captivity did so. 



And Ezra the priest, with 
certain heads of fatbers' 
houses, after their fathers' 
houses, and all of tbem 
by their names, were sep- 
arated; and they sat 
down in the first day of 
the tenth month to ex- 
amine the matter. ^*And 
they were finished "with 
all the men that had 
married foreign women 
by the first day of the 
first month. 



NEHEMIAH 



1 Now it came to pass in 
*'- the month Chislev, in 
the twentieth year, as I 
was in Shushan the castle, 
'that Hanani, one of my 
brethren, came out of 
Judah, he and certain 
men; and I asked them 
concerning the Jews that 
had escaped, that were 
left of the captivity, and 
concerning Jerusalem. 
'And they said unto me: 
'The remnant that are 
left of the captivity there 
in the province are in 
great affliction and re- 
proach; the wall of Jeru- 
salem also is broken 
down, and the gates 
thereof are burned with 
fire.' M.nd it came to 
pass, when I heard these 



words, that I sat down 
and wept, and mourned 
certain days; and I fasted 
and prayed b^ore the 
God of heaven, *and said: 
'I beseech Thee, O Lobd. 
the God of heaven* the 
great and awful God, that 
keepeth covenant and 
mercy with them that 
love Him and keep His 
conmiandments ; *let Thine 
ear now be attentive, and 
Thine eyes open, that 
Thou mayest hearken 
unto the prayer of Thy 
servant, which I pray be- 
fore Thee at this time, 
day and night, for the 
children of Israel Thy 
servants, while I confess 
the sins of the children of 
Israel, which we have 
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sinned agrainst Thee; yea, 
I and my father's house 
have sinned. 'We have 
dealt very corruptly 
ag-ainst Thee, and have 
no't kept the command - 
ments, nor the statutes, 
nor the ordinances 
which Thou didst com- 
mand Thy servant Moses. 
'Remember, I beseech 
Thee, the word that Thou 
didst command Thy serv- 
ant Moses, sayinir: It ye 
deal treacherously, I will 
scatter you abroad among 
the peoples; *but if ye 
return unto Me, and keep 
My commandments and 
do them, though your dis- 
persed were in the utter- 
most part of the heaven, 
yet will I gather them 
from thence, and will 
bring them unto the place 
that I have chosen to 
cause My name to dwell 
there, ^^ow these are 
Thy servants and Thy 
people, whom Thou hast 
redeemed by Thy great 
power, and by Thy strong 
hand. ^O Lord? I beseech 
Thee, let now Thine ear 
be attentive to the prayer 
of Thy servant, and to 
the prayer of Thy serv- 
ants, who delight to 
fear Thy name; and 
prosper, I pray Thee, Thy 
servant this day, and 
grant him mercy in the 



sight of this man.' Now 
I was cupbearer to the 
king. 

And it came to pass in 
^ the month Nlsan, in 
the twentieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king, 
when wine was before 
him, that I took up the 
wine, and gave it unto 
the king. Now I had not 
been beforetime sad in 
his presence. 'And the 
king said unto me: 'Why 
is thy countenance sad, 
seeing thou art not sick? 
this is nothing else but 
sorrow of heart.' Then 

1 was very sore afraid. 
'And I said unto the 
king: Xet the king 
live for ever; why should 
not my countenance be 
sad, when the city, the 
place of my fathers' 
sepulchres, lieth waste, 
and the gates thereof are 
consumed with fire?' 
^hen the king said unto 
me : 'For what dost thou 
make request?' So I 
prayed to the Grod of 
heaven. *And I said unto 
the king: 'If it please the 
king, and if thy servant 
have found favour in thy 
sight, that thou wouldest 
send me unto Judah, unto 
the city of my fathers' 
sepulchres, that I may 
build it.' *And the king 
said unto me, the queen 
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also sittingr by him: *For 
how long shall thy jour- 
ney be? and when wilt 
thou return ?' So it 
pleased the king: to send 
me; and I set him a time. 
'Moreover I said unto the 
king: If it please the 
kingr, let letters be given 
me to the governors be- 
yond the River, that they 
may let me pass through 
till I come unto Judah; 
*and a letter unto Asaph 
the keeper of the king's 
park, that he may give 
me timber to make beams 
for the gates of the castle 
which appertaineth to the 
house, and for the wall 
of the city, and for the 
house that I shall enter 
into/ And the king 
granted me, according to 
the good hand of my God 
upon me. 

*Then I came to the 
governors beyond the 
River, and gave them the 
king's letters. Now the 
king had sent with me 
captains of the army and 
horsemen. ^And when 
Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, 
the Ammonite, heard of 
it, it grieved them exceed- 
ingly, for that there was 
come a man to seek the 
welfare of the children of 
Israel. "So I came to 
Jerusalem, and was there 



three days.' "And I arose 
in the night, I and some 
few men with me; neither 
told I any man what my 
God put into my heart to 
do for Jerusalem; neither 
was there any beast with 
me, save the beast that I 
rode upon. "And I w^ent 
out by night by the valley 
gate, even toward the 
dragon's well, and to the 
dung gate, and viewed 
the walls of Jerusalem, 
which were broken down, 
and the gates thereof 
were consumed with flre. 
"Then I went on to the 
fountain gate and to the 
king's pool; but there 
was no place for the 
beast that was under me 
to pass. "Then went I up 
in the night in the valley, 
and viewed the wall; and 
I turned back, and en- 
tered by the valley gate, 
and so returned. "And 
the rulers knew not 
whither I went, or what I 
did; neither had I as yet 
told it to the Jews, nor 
to the prfests, nor to the 
nobles, nor to the rulers, 
nor to the rest that did 
the work. 

"Then said I unto them: 
'Te see the evil case that 
we are in, how Jerusalem 
lieth waste, and the gates 
thereof are burned with 
fire; come and let us 
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build up the wall of Jeru- 
salem, that we be no 
more a reproach.* "And 
I told them of the hand 
of my God which was 
j?ood upon me; as also of 
the king's words that he 
had spoken unto me. And 
they said : *Let us rise up 
and build.* So they 
strengthened their hands 
for the good work. "But 
when Sanballat the Hor- 
onite, and Tobiah the 
servant, the Ammonite, 



and Geshem the Arabian, 
heard it, they laughed us 
to scorn, and despised us, 
and said: 'What is this 
thing that ye do? will ye 
rebel against the king?* 
^Then answered I them, 
and said unto them: 'The 
God of heaven. He will 
prosper us; therefore we 
His servants will arise 
and build; but ye have 
no portion, nor right, 
nor memorial. In Jeru- 
salem.*

9 n ^•Wherefoee David 
^-^ blessed the Lord be- 
fore all the congregation; 
and David said: 'Blessed 
be Thou, O Lord, the God 
of Israel our father, for 
ever and ever. "Thine, 
O LORD, is the greatness, 
and the power, and the 
glory, and the victory, 
and the majesty; for all 
that is in the heaven and 
in the earth is Thine; 
thine is the kingdom, O 
Lord, and Thou art ex- 
alted as head above all. 
'*Both riches and honour 
come of Thee, and Thou 
rulest over all; and in 
Thy hand is power and 
might; and in Thy hand 
it is to make great, and 



to give strength unto all. 
"Now therefore, our God, 
we thank Thee, and praise 
Thy glorious name. "But 
who am I, and what is 
my people, that we should 
be able to offer so will- 
ingly after this sort? for 
all things come of Thee, 
and of Thine own have 
we given Thee. "For we 
are strangers >^efore Thee, 
and sojourners, as all our 
fathers were: our days 
on the earth are as a 
shadow, and there is no 
abiding. "O Lord our 
God, all this store that 
we have prepared to build 
Thee a house for Thy 
holy name cometh of Thy 
hand, and is all Thine 
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own. "I know also, my 
God, that Thou triest the 
heart, and hast pleasure 
in uprightness. As for 
me, in the uprightness of 
my heart I have willingly 
offered all these things; 
and now have I seen with 
Joy Thy people, that are 
present here, offer will- 
ingly unto Thee. "O 
LOBD, the God of Abra- 
ham, of Isaac, and of 
Israel, our fathers, keep 



this for ever, even the 
imagination of the 
thoughts of the heart of 
Thy people, and direct 
their heart unto Thee; 
**and give unto Solomon 
my son a whole heart, 
to keep Thy command- 
ments. Thy testimonies, 
and Thy statutes, and to 
do all these things, and 
to build the palace, for 
which I have made pro- 
vision.* 
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6 Then spoke Solomon: 
The LoBD hath said 

that He would dwell 

in the thick darkness. 
•But I have built Thee 

a house of habitation, 
And a place for Thee 

to dwell in for ever. 
*And the king turned his 
face, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel; 
and all the congregation 
of Israel stood. *And he 
said: *Blessed be the 
Lord, the God of Israel, 
who spoke with His 
mouth unto David my 
father, and hath with 
His hands fulfilled it, 
saying: 'Since the day 
that I brought forth My 
people out of the land of 
Egypt, I chose no city 



out of all the tribes of 
Israel to build a house in, 
that My name might be 
there; neither chose I 
any man to be prince 
over My people Israel;

father: Whereas it was 
in thy heart to build a 
house for My name, thou 
didst well that it was in 
thy heart ; 'nevertheless 
thou Shalt not build the 
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house* but thy son that 
shall come forth out of 
thy loins* he shall build 
the house for My name. 
"And the Lobd hath es- 
tablished His word that 
He spoke; for I am risen 
up in the room of David 
my father, and sit on the 
throne of Israel, as the 
Lobd promised, and have 
built the house for the 
name of the Lord, the 
God of Israel. **And 
there have I set the ark, 
wherein is the covenant 
of the Lobd, which He 
made with the children of 
Israel.' 

^'And he stood before 
the altar of the LiOBD in 
the presence of all the 
congregation of Israel, 
and spread forth his 
hands — ^"for Solomon had 
made a brazen scaffold, 
of five cubits long, and 
five cubits broad, and 
three cubits high, and 
had set it in the midst 
of the court; and upon it 
he stood, and kneeled 
down upon his knees be- 
fore all the congregration 
of Israel, and spread forth 
his hands toward heaven

that walk before Thee 
with all their heart; "who 
hast kept with Thy serv- 
ant David my father 
that which Thou didst 
promise him; yea.

Lobd, the God of Israel,

spokest unto Thy servant 
David. 

"But will God in very 
truth dwell with men on 
the earth? behold, heaven 
and the heaven of heavens 
cannot contain Thee; how 
much less this house 
which I have builded! 
"Yet have Thou respect 
unto the prayer of Thy 
servant, and to his sup- 
plication, O Lobd my God, 
to hearken unto the cry 
and to the prayer which 
Thy servant prayeth be- 
fore Thee; *"that Thine 
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eyes may be open toward 
this house day and night, 
even toward the place 
whereof Thou hast said 
that Thou wouldest put 
Thy name there; to 
hearken unto the prayer 
which Thy servant shall 
pray toward this place. 
"And hearken Thou to 
the supplications of Thy 
servant, and of Thy peo- 
ple Israel, when they 
shall pray toward this 
place; yea, hear Thou 
from Thy dwelling-place, 
even from heaven; and 
when Thou hearest, for- 
give. 

"^If a man sin against 
his neighbour, and an 
oath be exacted of him 
to cause him to swear, 
and he come and swear 
before Thine altar in this 
house; '^then hear Thou 
from heaven, and do, and 
judge Thy servants, re- 
quiting the wicked, to 
bring his way upon his 
own head; and Justifying 
the righteous, to give him 
according to his right- 
eousness. 

**And if Thy people 
Israel be smitten down 
before the enemy, when 
they sin against Thee, 
and shall turn again and 
confess Thy name, and 
pray and make supplica- 
tion before Thee in this 



house; ^then hear Thou 
from heaven, and forgive 
the sin of Thy people 
Israel, and bring them 
back unto the land which 
Thou gavest to them and 
to their fathers. 

"When the heaven is 
shut up, and there is no 
rain, when they sin 
against Thee; if they 
pray toward this place, 
and confess Thy name, 
turning from their sin, 
when Thou dost afflict 
them; *'then hear Thou 
in heaven, and forgive the 
sin of Thy servants, and 
of Thy people Israel, 
when Thou dost direct 
them on the good way 
wherein they should walk; 
and send rain upon Thy 
land, which Thou hast 
given to Thy people for 
an inheritance. 

*If there be in the land 
famine, if there be pes- 
tilence, if there be blast- 
ing or mildew, locust or 
caterpillar; if their en- 
emies besiege them in the 
land of their cities; 
whatsoever plague or 
whatsoever sickness there 
be; "what prayer and 
supplication soever be 
made by any man, or by 
all Thy people Israel, who 
shall know every man his 
own plague and his own 
pain, and shall spread

forth his hands toward 
this house; "^then hear 
Thou from heaven Thy 
dwelling-place, and for- 
give, and render unto 
every man according to 
all his ways, whose heart 
Thou knowest — for Thou, 
even Thou only, knowest 
the hearts of the children 
of men — ^"that they may 
fear Thee, to walk in Thy 
ways, all the days that 
they live in the land 
which Thou gavest unto 
our fathers.

"'then hear Thou from 
heaven their prayer and 
their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. "•If 
they sin against The^^ — ^f or 
there is no man that 
sinneth not — and Thou be 
angry with them, and de- 
liver them to the enemy, 
so that they carry them 
away captive unto a land 
far off or near; "yet if 
they shall bethink them- 
selves in the land whither 
they are carried captive, 
and turn, and make sup- 
plication unto Thee in the 
land of their captivity, 
saying: We have sinned, 
we have done iniquitously, 
and have dealt wickedly;
